)IIE  rejiort  of  the  assassination  of  tlie  Presi- 
rfs)  dent  of  the  United  States  sjiread  a  mantle 
of  <']-ief  over  the  people  of  Xe\v  York,  in  eomnjon 
■vvith  those  of  other  parts  of  the  eonntry,  snch  as  no 
similar  event  recorded  iu  history  has  ever  occa- 
sioned in  a  nation.  Mr.  Lincoln  had,  in  the  prog- 
ress of  his  adniinisti'ation,  grown  in  the  respect 
and  admiration  of  his  countrymen  ;  and  there  was, 
inoreovei-,  felt  toward  him  a  2jecnliar  sympathy, 
arising  out  of  his  personal  history.  He  was  recog- 
nized as  the  practical  exemplification  of  that  feature 
of  our  institutions  which,  theoretically,  places  all 
classes  of  our  citizens  on  a  political  eciuality,  and 
opens  the  doors  of  the  highest  places  of  power  and 
trust  to  the  liumLlest  amongst  us. 

The  early  life  of  the  President  was  character- 
ized Ijy  incidents  which  have  theii-  parallel  in  the 
common  walks  of  life  on  our  Western  l)<)r<lers. 
Born  on  the  outskirts  of  civilization,  the  child  of 
a  pioneer,  his  youth  was  passed  in  the  unsettled 
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and  toilsome  habits  iueideut  to  that  coudition ; 
his  education  was  limited  to  a  few  months'  school- 
ing, and  naught  seemed  to  promise  that  he  would 
rise  aljove  the  sphere  of  life  in  Avliich  his  lot  had 
been  cast.  As  a  l^oy,  he  labored  on  his  father's 
clearing,  in  the  customary  duties  of  the  farm,  and, 
it  is  said,  was  occasionally  employed  as  a  hired 
hand  on  those  of  neighbors.  In  the  more  advanced 
period  of  his  youthj  and  that  of  his  early  man- 
hood, he  Avas  eno;a2;ed  in  still  more  hiljorious 
occupations. 

At  that  time,  the  Border  States  iipon  the  Ohio 
river  were  but  scantily  poj)ulated  ;  the  axe  of  the 
settler  was  still  slowly  opening  clearings  in  the 
forest,  and  the  occasional  log  hut  of  the  pioneer 
gave  the  first  token  of  the  advancing  ste])s  of 
civilization.  The  shores  of  that  river,  since  dotted 
with  thriving  villages,  were  then,  for  the  most  part, 
still  fringed  by  the  foi-est,  as  in  the  ]u-lmitive  state 
of  nature.  The  canoe  of  the  savage  hud,  till  then, 
almost  monopolized  its  waters,  as  the  wants  of 
commerce  had  not  yet  called  to  their  aid  its  facil- 
ities of  navigation. 

But,  gradually,  the  conveniences  of  trade  opened 
up  the  great  rivers  of  the  West,  as  avenues  of 
traffic,  and  the  merchandise  of  tlie  Xortli  and 
East  was  floated  down  their  currents,  to  the  sunny 


regions  of  the  Gulf  States.  Thousands  of  miles 
intervened  between  the  Northern  and  Southern 
settlements,  and,  throusrh  this  wild  re<j;it)n,  the  sluo-- 
gish  flatboat,  laden  with  its  l>ales  and  packages, 
was  urged  along,  1)y  manual  guidance,  upon  a 
voyage  of  weeks'  duration.  A  new  vocation  was 
afforded  l)y  these  means,  Avhicli  attracted  many 
young  men,  of  that  section  of  country,  to  engage  as 
boat-hands,  and  for  some  years  they  formed  a  class 
whose  haliits  Ijecame  peculiar,  from  the  wild  and 
unsettled  character  of  the  lives  they  necessarily 
led.  This  state  of  things  existed  during  a  j^eriod 
of  about  a  ipiarter  of  a  century,  and  gave  way  at 
the  intr(jduction  of  steaml.)oats  on  the  Western 
rivers. 

A  writer  of  that  period  remarks,  that  it  seemed 
inexplicable  that  there  could  be  men  found,  who, 
for  ordinary  wages,  would  al)and()n  the  systematic 
but  not  laborious  pursuits  of  agriculture,  to  follow 
a  life  distinguished  by  the  greatest  exposure 
and  privation.  In  ascending  the  river,  it  was  a 
continued  series  of  toil,  rendered  more  irksome  l:)y 
the  snail-like  rate  at  which  they  moved.  The 
l)oat  was  propelled  by  poles,  against  which  the 
shoulder  was  j)laced,  and  the  whole  strength  and 
skill  of  the  individual  was  applied  in  this  manner. 
As  the  boatmen  moved  alonij;  the  ruunintr-board, 
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with  their  heads  nearly  touching  the  piauk  ou 
wliicli  they  walked,  the  impression  left  upon  the 
eye  of  the  beholdei',  Avas  that  of  the  extreme  ten- 
sion of  the  powers  of  nature.  Their  Ijodies,  naked 
to  the  waist,  for  the  pui'pose  of  movino;  with  the 
greater  ease,  and  of  enjoying  the  l)reeze  of  the 
river,  Avere  exjiosed  to  the  l)urniug  ra}s  uf  sum- 
mer and  the  rains  of  autumn:  and,  yet,  as  said 
before,  this  mode  of  life  had  its  attractions  suffi- 
ciently alluring  to  the  hardy  and  adventurous 
Western  youth.  In  descending  the  river  with  the 
current,  the  labor  was  not  severe.  llelaxation 
from  tlie  monotony  of  the  vi>yage  was  atl'orded  by 
an  al)undance  of  game  in  the  forests,  and,  more- 
over, the  business  Avas  tolerably  jjroiitalde,  in  com- 
parison Avith  wages  in  other  employments. 

We  are  told  that  the  j^oung  man  who  was  to 
become  President  of  his  nation,  made  several  voy- 
ages as  a  boat-hand,  and  apparently,  not  without 
impressing  some  of  the  peculiarities  of  that  voca- 
tion upon  his  character;  f)r,  with  the  thoughtful 
and  somewhat  reticent,  natuiv  of  ]Mr.  Lincoln's 
mind,  was  always  blended  tlie  free  and  o])en  man- 
ners of  tlie  voyageur.  The  sallies  of  wit  and 
aptness  of  anecdote,  with  which  the  tedium  of  the 
boatman's  life  was  varied,  remained  a  characteristic 
of  ]\Ir.  Lincoln's  conversation  in  after  years.     A 
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distiuguislied  statesman,  and  intimate  friend  of  the 
deceased  President,  has  characterized  liis  ideas  as 
running  in  j^arallels,  and  many  of  the  in(  )st  important 
discussions  of  questions  of  State  policy  received 
point  and  illustrati(in  from  the  application  of  an 
apt  anecdote,  drawn  from  the  stores  of  a  memory 
which  seenie<l  fully  supplied  with  them. 

WHien  Mr.  Lincoln  returned  from  his  last  boat- 
ing expedition  down  tlae  Mississippi,  to  liis  father's 
home,  which  was  then  in  Illinois,  he  had  attained 
the  age  of  manhood;  his  youthful  strength,  hard- 
ened liy  the  laborious  occupations  in  which  he  had 
been  engaged,  made  him  the  superior  of  most  of  his 
associates    in  feats  of  agility.     lie  was  very  tall, 
of  an   ungainly  figure,  and  a  face  the  reverse   of 
handsome  ;  and  thus  qualified,  he  cast  about  in  the 
neiglil)orh()odof  his  home,  for  the  means  of  living. 
Tlie  lands  in  that  section  of  country  had  been, 
not  long  before,  purchased  from  the  Indians,  and 
many  of  tlie  latter  still  remained   in  tlie  vieinity, 
reluctant  to  remove  from  tlie  home  of  their  lathers, 
and  their   prolific  huntinsr-o-rounds.     The  rollin<<- 
prairies  of  that  region  are  among  the  most  favored 
parts  of   the  earth,  in  point  of  natural  fertility  ; 
and,  at  that  time,  hundreds  of  miles  might  be  ti'av- 
ersed,  and  still  the  unbroken   vista  of  the  luidula- 
ting  and   treeless    waste   of  herbage,  sjjread    out 


before  the  satiated  eye  of  the  traveler.  The  course 
of  events  had,  just  then,  turned  the  current  of  the 
history  of  this  part  of  our  country,  and  it  was 
phxiu  to  see  that  the  time  liad  arrived  when  the 
surveyor  would  soon  lie  called  uj>on  to  stake  out 
this  inviting  region,  witli  proper  lioundaries  for 
the  occupancy  of  the  settler,  and  to  this  vocation 
the  eye  of  Mr.  Lincoln  seems  to  havel>een  directed. 

The  Indians  of  the  Far  West  saw,  with  jtrophetie 
eye,  the  impending  destiny  of  their  race.  Those  of 
Illinois  were  counseled  not  to  conform  to  the  treaty 
recpiiring  them  to  remove;  a  general  comltination 
of  the  native  triVies  Avas  soutrht  to  be  arrano-ed, 
for  staving  tlie  advance  of  the  white  population, 
and  a  border  wai'  resulted,  "which  is  eommoidy 
known  in  our  history,  from  the  name  of  the  prin- 
cipal Indian  warrior,  as  the  Black  Hawk  \\'ar.  In 
this,  ]\Ir.  LI^'coLX  took  part;  enlisted  as  a 
V(»lunteer  private,  and  was  eliosen  Captain,  which 
was  certainly  a  liigh  compliment  to  a  voutli  of 
twenty-tlu'ee  years.  lie  served  through  the  war 
in  a  creditable  mannei',  though  not  having  been 
brought  into  actual  collision  with  the  enemy. 

After  this  e|)iso(le  in  his  history,  !Mr.  LixroLX  en- 
gaged in  various  occupations,  of  a  desultory  char- 
acter, lie  so  far  ( ixcrcame  the  difficulties  presented 
by  his  deticient  etlucation  as  to  accomplish    liim- 


self  iu  the  al)strusities  of  surv^eyiug,  and  followed 
that  vocation  for  a  time,  l)ut  not  with  the  reinn- 
nerative  success  that  he  had  ap^^arently  antici2:)ated. 
lie  was  clei'k  in  a  country  store  for  a  time;  and, 
afterwards,  attempted  to  carry  on  business,  in  the 
same  line,  on  his  own  account,  and  Avas  unsuccess- 
ful. In  tliese,  and  kindred  occupations,  two  or 
three  years  of  his  life  were  passed,  leaving  him,  at 
their  close,  in  no  better  condition,  in  a  pecuniary 
point  of  view,  than  at  their  l)eginning.  lie  had, 
however,  laid  up  a  mine  of  ■w^ealth  in  that  inter- 
vening perioil,  in  the  improvement  of  his  education, 
to  Avhich,  it  is  said,  lie  devoted  all  liis  spare  time. 
Ills  genial  humor,  which  attracted  friends,  was  not 
alloyed  ^vith  dissipated  hal>lts,  while  a  natural 
sedateness  of  temperament,  and  the  evidences  of  a 
mind  ahove  the  common  caste,  secured  to  him  the 
respect  of  those  of  mature  judgment.  His  per- 
sonal poj^ularity,  at  this  early  period  of  liis  life  is 
shown  by  the  result  of  liis  first  political  canvass, 
as  a  candidate  f  tr  the  Legislature,  in  Avhich  he 
received,  in  his  own  precinct,  277  votes  out  of  284, 
though  the  respective  political  parties  Avere  not 
greatly  disproportioned. 

Mr.  Lincoln  seems  to  have  taken  to  ])olitics 
rather  as  a  means  than  an  end.  His  ambition  was, 
apparently,  less  directed  toward  the  distinctions 
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of  pulilif  Yit'i'.,  tliiin  toward  the  ol^ject  of  estal)lis]i- 
ing  himself  in  some  settled  business  jiursuit, 
adapted  to  his  tastes  and  alnlities ;  and  lie  is  found 
to  have  assiduously  devoted  his  leisure  liours,  while 
a  meml^er  of  the  Legislature,  to  the  acquisition  of 
a  knowledije  of  the  law.  Encouraged  and  assisted 
by  others,  wlio  apjireciated  his  capacity,  and 
admired  liis  well-directed  ambition,  lie  was  success- 
ful in  cainins  admission  to  the  bar  at  the  af^e  of 
twenty-seven,  and  subsequently  devoted  liimself 
to  his  profession,  with  such  success  as  soon  placed 
him  among  the  leading  lawyers  in  the  circuit 
of  liis  practice.  His  worldly  circumstances  ad- 
vanced in  prosperity,  and,  as  well  in  social  as  in 
professional  life,  he  attained  a  position  of  honor 
and  distinction  in  the  community  in  which  he 
lived. 

These  outlines  of  Mr.  Lincoln's  early  career  are 
cliosen  from  the  incidents  of  liis  history,  with  the 
view  to  illustrate  that  phase  of  the  popular  sym- 
pathy toward  him,  which  was  common  to  all 
classes  of  our  citizens,  and  was  not  affected  by 
])olitical  opinions.  More  than  any  other  individual 
who  had,  before  his  administration,  attained  the 
elevated  place  of  Chief  of  the  Nation,  he  was  the 
architect  of  his  own  fortunes,  and  had  raised  him- 
self ab()\('  the  oT)stacles  of  adverse  circumstances, 
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ill  a  manner  wliich  might  serve  as  a  briglit  example 
to   tlie  poor  and  lowly  of  our  people. 

Without  following,  in  detail,  the  great  events 
which  marked  his  administrative  term  as  President, 
and  Avhich  involve  the  considerations  of  questions  of 
State  policy,  not  pertinent  to  the  object  of  this  in- 
troduction, it  will  not  he  out  of  place  to  remark 
upon  the  j)ersonal  temperament  with  which  Mr. 
Lincoln  encountered  the  exciting  and  extraordi- 
nary circumstances  attending  his  high  position. 
The  same  single-minded  disposition,  and  homely 
manner,  Avhicli  had  been  his  characteristic  in  early 
life,  attended  him  throughout  his  career;  at  all 
times  humble  in  the  estimate  of  his  own  abilities, 
he  had,  nevertheless,  the  innate  consciousness  of  his 
equality  in  the  fraternity  of  men,  which  sus- 
tains the  dignity  and  self-resjiect  of  its  possessor, 
under  all  circumstances.  Gradually  becoming 
familiai'ized  with  great  affairs  an<l  distinguished 
personages ;  o]:)liged,  from  his  position,  to  assume 
the  helm  of  State,  and  stand  out  before  the  world 
as  the  leading  man  in  the  greatest  events  that  had 
marked  the  world's  history,  in  modern  times,  it 
might  well  be  supposed  that  some  evidence  of  the 
elevation  of  his  self-esteem,  would  l)e  perceptil)le 
in  his  deportment.  But  no  unfiivorable  critic  has 
suggested  that  Mr.  Lincoln's  pride  grew  with  his 


fortune.  Nor  liad  the  trying  and  exciting  events 
of  a  war,  prosecuted  on  both  sides  with  an  intensity 
of  feeling  which  may  be  said  to  have  exhausted 
the  passions  imphmted  in  the  human  breast,  affect- 
ed his  persistent  benevolence  and  charity  toward 
the  foe  he  had  so  greatly  contributed  to  conquer. 

It  was  at  the  moment  of  his  highest  eleva- 
tion in  power,  in  the  affections  of  his  people, 
and  in  the  admiration  and  respect  of  other  nations, 
tliat  he  was  struck  down  by  the  hand  of  the 
assassin. 

The  public  solemnities  and  evidences  of  mourn- 
ing on  the  occasion,  were  of  a  character  never 
before  witnessed  in  this  country,  if  indeed  they 
have  been  eqiialed  in  any  other.  In  the  city  of 
New  York,  measui*es  were  at  once  taken,  on  the 
part  of  the  authorities,  as  well  as  by  the  citizens, 
to  join  in  the  common  trilnite  to  the  memory  of 
the  deceased  President,  in  a  manner  befitting  the 
first  city  of  the  nation,  and  tke  folloAving  pages 
detailing  the  various  proceedings  attending  the 
period  of  mourning,  and  the  funeral  obsequies, 
have  been  compiled  in  compliance  with  a  resolu- 
tion, a  copy  of  which  precedes  this  introduction.

The  dispatcli  of  the  Secretaiy-of-War,  dated  at 
half-^iast  cue  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  April  15, 
ani;ouncing  the  assassination  of  the  President,  and 
a  subsequent  dispatch  announcing  the  fatal  result, 
were  published  to  the  citizens  of  Ne^v  York  on 
the  morning  of  the  loth  of  Aj»ril.  (Ordinary 
l)Usiness  avocations  were  at  ()ncc  suspended,  and 
evidences  of  the  eifect  on  the  jmblic  mind  were 
universally  manifested.  Assemblages  of  citizens 
were  organized  in  difterent  public  places,  in  the 
course  of  the  morning,  at  Avhich  proceedings  were 
had  expressive  of  the  profound  sori'ow  of  the  com- 
munity. The  places  of  amusement  throughout 
the  city  were  directed,  by  the  Police  autliorities, 
to  be  closed,  and  tlie  fallowing  }>roclamation  of 
the  Mayor  Avas  issued  to  the  citizens  :

ALDER:\rAX  Otti\vp;ll,  before  presenting  the 
following  ])reanil)le  and  resolution,  addressed  the 
Board  as  follows: 

Mr.  President — The  solemn  event  that  has 
caused  ns  to  meet  hei'e  to-day  is  a  national  calamity 
that  needs  no  \vords  of  mine  to  ]»ortray  or  to 
deploi'e.  It  casts  a  deep  shadow  ovci'  all  hearts, 
and  we  can,  in  this  hour  of  gloom,  only  ])ay  our 
tribute  of  res])ect  to  the  memory  of  oui'  (h']>artc(l 
President.  I,  therefore,  ofter  the  following  ])re- 
amble  and  resolutions : 

'HVhcVfil.S,  Tlie  deep  gloom  now  pervading  tlio  people  of 
tliis  city ;  the  external  manifestation  of  sorrow  and  grief 
that  is  expressed  on  every  countenance ;  that  is  seen  hy  the 
flags,  so  lately  flashing  triumphantly  from  a  thousand  stafls, 
now  trailing  mournfully  at  half-mast ;  in  the  dark  and  som- 
bre draperies  now  flowing  on  our  public  and  jirivate  buihl- 
ings,  and  in  the  universal  despondency  so  vividly  portrayed 
by  the  words  and  actions  of  those  of  f)ur  citizens,  who,  but 
yesterday,  were  exulting  and  joyous  over  the  fond  anticipa- 
tion of  a  regenerated  and  united  country,  informs  us,  in  the 
most  unmistakable  manner,  that  a  dreadful  calamity  has 
fallen  ujjon  our  country ;  that  God  has  for  some  wise  purpose 
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ot' His  own,  and  to  remind  us,  in  the  most  forcible  manner, 
of  our  total  dependence  upon  Ilim,  dashed  the  cup  of  glad- 
ness from  our  lips,  and  has  substituted  for  it  one  of  the 
bitterest  sorrow;  and  it  is,  in  very  deed,  a  sorrowful  day 
for  our  country.  Our  Chief  Magistrate,  chosen  to  preside  over 
the  destinies  of  thirty  millions  of  people,  has  been  stricken 
down  by  the  hand  of  an  assassin,  and  now  lies,  an  inanimate 
corpse,  at  the  Capitol  of  the  nation  he  had  saved.  Abraham 
Lincoln,  President  of  the  United  States,  lias  thus  been  called, 
suddenly  anil  unexpectedly,  before  the  Judgment  Seat,  and 
our  whole  country  is  called  upon  to  mourn  his  loss.  Well 
may  the  people  mourn.    His  loss  to  them  is  irreparable  ;  and 

WhfVCa.S,  In  the  universal  sorrow  for  the  death  of  the 
great  and  good  man — the  savior  of  the  Republic — and  of 
execration  at  the  manner  of  Ins  death,  and  the  vile  instru- 
ment that  accomplished  it,  it  is  the  manifest  j-et  sorrowful 
duty  of  the  Common  Council  to  participate.  He  'was  fast 
becoming  the  idol  of  our  people,  including  those  wheat  the 
commencement  of  his  career,  doubted  the  wisdom  and  integ- 
rity of  his  motives.  His  moderation  in  tlie  hour  of  triumph 
over  the  enemies  of  liis  country;  his  generosity  and  mag- 
nanimity to  the  fallen  foes  of  the  Republic  ;  his  determined, 
unswerving  adherence  to  what  he  considered  the  best  inter- 
ests of  the  nation ;  his  earnestness  of  purpose,  and  yet  true 
republican  kindness  and  affability  of  character  and  simpli- 
city of  manner — a  simplicity  that  cost  him  his  life,  as  it 
induced  him  to  avoid  taking  such  precautions  as  would  have 
prevented  the  occurrence  of  such  a  calamity  as  is  his  death — 
had  endeared  him  t^  the  people,  and  had  led  them  to  regard 
him  as  one  peculiarly  fitted,  if  not  predestined,  to  save  the 
Republic  from  dismemberment,  and  to  restore  the  country  to 
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the  blessings  of  a  Listing  peace,  and  of  inaugurating  a  future 
of  unparalleled  prosperity  and  happiness;  be  it,  therefore, 
^IcSoU'frt,  That,  in  order  to  give  expression  to  tlie  sorrow 
experienced  by  the  people  of  this  city  for  his  death,  and  in 
order  to  aiford  them  an  opportunity  of  manifesting  their 
<j;rief,  the  public  buildings  and  oifices  of  the  Corporation  be 
closed  for  the  transaction  of  business,  until  the  da}'  succeed- 
ing the  solemnization  of  his  funeral  rites  and  ceremonies ; 
that  we  recommend  to  our  citizens,  also,  to  close  their 
respective  places  of  business  for  the  same  period ;  that  the 
flags  be  disj)layed  on  all  the  public  buildings,  and  the  own- 
ers or  occupants  of  private  buildings,  and  the  masters  and 
owners  of  the  shipping  in  our  harbor  be  requested  to  dis- 
play their  flags  at  half-mast  during  the  same  period ;  that 
the  chambers  of  each  branch  of  the  Common  Council,  and 
the  public  buildings  and  offices  be  draped  in  mourning  for 
a  period  of  thirty  days  ;  and  that  a  Special  Committee  of 
five  members  from  each  branch  of  the  Common  Council  be 
appointed  to  perfect  the  above,  and  to  make  such  other 
arrangements  as  in  their  judgment  may  seem  fitting  and 
appropriate,  to  testify  their  sorrow  for  the  death,  and  their 
respect  for  the  memory  of  the  illustrious  deceased.

Alderman  Jeremiah — Mr.  Chairman,  were  the 
occasion  which  has  called  us  this  day  together  one 
of  ordinary  calamity,  then  might  we,  in  company 
witli  the  friends  of  the  deceased,  i-ange  ourselves 
beneath  tlie  rustling  branches  of  the  weeping-wil- 
low, and  with  them  shed  the  unavailing  tear  ;  but, 
alas !  the  l)reatli  of  the  morning,  in  relating  to  us 
the  sad  story  of  the  assassination  of  the  Pi'esident 
of  the  United  States,  portrays  a  scene,  the  details 
of  which  are  so  overburdened  with  hoi-ror  as  to 
leave  it  altogether  beyond  the  power  of  language 
to  give  an  exjji'ession  at  all  commensurate  with  the 
agonized  throbbingsof  the  great  heart  of  the  Amer- 
ican people.  But  yesterday  the  genius  of  Republican 
Liberty,  as  embodied  in  Young  America,  being 
div-ested  of  most  of  her  trials  and  dithculties  (armed 
at  all  points — ^bold,  defiant,  and  resolute),  was 
already,  with  steady  and  unfaltering  step,  com- 
mencing again  to  tread  the  path  of  Empire,  and 
the  despotisms  of  other  lands  were  watching  the 
arrival  of  the  periodical  ocean  steamers  for  intelli- 
gence, Mnth  an  eagerness,  the  intensity  of  which 
})roved  too  clearly  that  ali'eady  they  scented  danger 
ill  the  air,  when,in  an  unexpected  moment, the  assas- 
sin plies  his  hellish  trade,  and  ^vhat  was  the  Chief 
Magistrate  of  a  great  country  is  now  a  lifeless  corpse. 
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Physically,  liis  race  is  run.  lie  lias  fulfilled  his 
destiny.  His  acts,  and  the  scenes  through  Avhich 
he  has  passed,  are  already  history;  hut,  in  aiming 
at  the  representative  of  a  living  principle,  the 
assassin  struck  at  constitutional  liberty,  and  thirty 
millions  of  people  are  to-day  reeling  and  stagger- 
ing under  the  severity  of  the  blow ;  and,  in  this 
connection,  I  \vould,  as  far  as  my  feeble  voice  can 
reach,  urge  upon  all  our  people  the  propriety  (in 
the  way  best  known  to  themselves),  of  their  ap- 
proaching the  Great  Deity,  with  the  huml  ile  prayer, 
that  the  great  calamity  he  not  to  our  country 
a  mortal  wound.  Who  can  I'end  the  vail  to  show 
us,  from  this  stand-point,  the  future  of  America. 
We  are  surrounded,  as  a  people,  l)y  impenetrable 
darkness.  A  new,  and  as  yet  untried  hand,  has 
now  the  guidance  of  the  great  Ship  of  State.  Will 
he  kee])  lier  running  in  the  channel-way  which  has 
alreaily  given  such  bright  promise  of  a  peaceful  and 
happy  future,  or  shall  ^ve  in  a  few  short  weeks  he 
ao-ain  pounding  upon  the  rocks  and  shoals  of  a  re- 
inaugurateil  rebellion^  Let  us  hope,  rather,  tliat 
the  period  of  doubt  and  uncertainty  through  which 
we  are  now  passing  is,  to  the  American  llepublic 
that  darkest  time  of  night  which  ever  precedes  the 
dawn  of  the  coming  day. 

Alderman  Ryeiis — Mr.  President,  I  cannot,  not- 
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withstanding  the  very  eloquent  tribute  which  my 
colleague,  Alderman  Jeremiah,  has  paid  to  the 
sad  event  that  has  convened  us  together,  let  the 
occasion  pass  without  giving  some  feeble  expres- 
sion to  my  own  feelings  and  sympathies  at  this 
time.  Mr.  President,  I  doubt  much  if,  in  the  past 
histor}-  vi'  nations,  there  ever  Avas  an  event  that 
comj^ares  Avith  this  in  its  deep  and  teirilde  sug- 
gestiveness,  its  mighty  possil)ilitiesfor  evil,  its  sad 
realities.  But  yesterday,  a  nation  rejoiced,  after 
foui'  years  of  trial,  of  sorrow,  of  sacrifice  and 
affliction,  dui'ing  which  time  the  hearts  of  our 
peojale  became  almost  sick  with  a  h(i])e  deferred ; 
when,  after  the  national  heart  drooped  with  a  des- 
pondency that  seems  almost  the  expression  of  des- 
pair, and  as  each  day's  sad  results,  inaugurated  by 
this  fiendish,  damning  spirit  that  has  culminated 
in  the  assassination  of  our  beloved  and  respected 
Chief  Magistrate,  swept  over  us,  the  bright  sun  of 
a  sacred  joy  shone  upon  victories  that  told  us  the 
nation  lived,  and  our  travail  of  sorro\v  was  past. 
But  yesterday  our  hearts  were  filled  with  joy  and 
thanksgiving,  our  lips  jubilant  with  praise  and 
hallehijahs ;  to-day  we  are  bowed  down  by  an 
unutterable  sornjw,  our  hearts  are  crushed  ■with  an 
affliction  l^eyond  onv  ])i)wer  to  express,  and  in  the 
very  ashes  of  a  deep  humiliation,  we  boAv  ourselves 
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to  the  earth.  But  yesterday,  the  nation  came  forth, 
decked  in  flowers  and  dressed  in  lier  Lridal  robes, 
to  be  united  at  the  altar  of  our  country  with  the 
loved  and  long-sought  spirit  of  peace ;  to-day,  on 
that  altar,  has  been  otfered  the  bloody  sacrifice, 
instead  of  the  holy  sacrament.  It  is,  indeed,  true, 
Mr.  President,  tliat  it  has  been  trul}-  said  of  Him 
"  who  rideth  u])on  tlie  whirlwind  and  the  storm," 
that  "  clouds  anil  darkness  are  around  and  about 
Him,"  and  tliat  "  He  moves  in  a  mysterious  way 
His  wonders  to  perform."  And  in  this  instance, 
we  can  most  ti'ul\'  realize  tliat  it  is  so.  In  that 
realization,  let  us  learn  the  lesson  of  the  hour. 
Let  us  remember  that,  no  matter  how  pui'e  we 
may  feel  ourselves  to  be  as  a  nation,  no  matter  how 
grand  were  the  1  tlessings  that  He  showered  upon 
us  in  our  I'ecent  Avonderful  victories,  there1)y 
exalting  us  in  our  own  opinion,  and  to  our  finite 
minds  saying,  "  Well  done,  thou  good  and  faithful 
servant,"  yet  that  He  judges  our  acts  in  the  light 
of  His  countenance ;  our  iniquities  by  the  rule  of 
His  infinite  will  and  wisdom.  Tlien  let  the  nation, 
in  its  sorrow,  examine  and])urge  itself  of  its  secret 
sins,  and  while  passing  through  this  terrible 
ordeal,  let  it  also  remember  that  "  God  is  always 
just,"  and  wait   with   fervent  hope   His  direction 


and  judgment.

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The  President,  Morgan  Jones,  Esq.,  (Alderman 
Brice  being  in  the  Chair) — Mr.  President,  it  is 
difficult  to  express  the  feelings  of  sorrow  we  feel 
at  the  jxreat  loss  the  nation  has  sustained.  It  has 
heen  well  said  here,  that  the  hlow  of  the  assassin, 
which  causes  the  sorrow  we  feel,  was  aimed  not 
only  at  the  breast  of  President  Lincoln,  Imt  at  the 
American  nation.  It  briuojs  lis  a  o-loom  that  has 
dispelled  the  light  Avhich  Avas  gladdening  our 
hearts,  and  jiuts  a  vail  before  the  future,  that, 
yesterday,  we  saw  opened  before  us,  apparently 
briniring  everythinij  of  irood  to  the  nation.  Now, 
how  chanfred  !  There  is  nothino:  Ijut  darkness.  A 
great  nation  will  jiay  its  tribute  of  respect  to  the 
memo]-y  of  the  President  of  its  choice,  and  trust 
to  the  Pcnver  which  controls  all  things,  to  lift  from 
our  hearts  the  i^-rief  that  now  overwhelms  us.

tfulogicsi  S'vouounrcd  in  the  goaul  of  tfouncilmcn. 

Councilman  Green — Mr.  President,  in  rising  to 
move  the  adoption  of  the  preamble  and  resohition 
just  read,  I  do  not  intend  to  eulogize  at  length  the 
character  oH  President  Lincoln.  I  am  sure  there  is 
no  man  in  this  Union,  avIio  loves  his  country,  l:)ut 
can  appreciate  the  virtues  and  the  patriotism  of 
President  Lincoln.  I  presmne  that  no  such  man 
can,  at  this  jiresent  moment,  adequately  give  vent 
to  his  feelings.  To  be  silent,  sir,  upon  such  an 
occasion,  is  to  be  most  ekxpient.  Sir,  it  so  hap- 
pens that  I,  as  one  of  the  Committee  from  this 
liranch  of  the  Common  Council,  had  the  pleasure 
and  honor  of  calling  upon  President  Lincoln,  on 
the  afternoon  of  day  l>efore  yesterday,  and  I  never 
shall  forget  his  kindness  and  condescension  uj^on 
that  occasion.  We  went  up  there  al)out  four 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon  ;  there  ^vas  a  placard  u}) 
announcing  that  "no  visitors,  under  any  circum- 
stances, can  see  the  President  after  three  o'clock,'' 
but  we  soon  ascertained  that  the  President  had 
left  orders,  that  when  the  Committee  from  New 
Yoi'k  should  arrive,  no  matter  when,  they  should 
be  admitted,  and  he  was  ready  and  should  be 
pleased  to  receive  them.  We,  accordingly,  were 
ushered  into  his  presence,  and  the  kindness  with 
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Avhicli  lie  received  us,  and  tlie  wliole  simplicity  of 
his  conduct,  and  liis  joyous  expression  at  the  idea 
that  this  great  rebellion  Avas  about  l:)eing  crushed, 
and  that   he  Avas  upon  the  eve  of  announcing  to 
the  people  of  these  Uniteil  States,  that  there  should 
be  one  grand  jubilee,  that  the  wh(jle  nation  should 
be  called  together  to  rejoice  over  the  downfall  of 
rebellion,  and  the  re-establishment  of  our  national 
supremacy  throughout  the  Avorld.     lie  assured  us 
that,  only  the  night  before,  in  a  speech  to  the  peo- 
ple, he  had  hinted  that  such  a  proclamation  would 
be  issued,  and  he  said,  with  the  utmost  simplicity, 
"I  did  it  on  purpose  that  the  ]ieople  might  under- 
stand that   a  proclamation  would  soon  be  issued, 
calling  upon  all  the-  nation  to  rejoice."     We  did 
not,  sir,  attempt  to  get  fr.im  him  the  time  when 
this  announcement  would  be  made;   we  did  not 
care  to  know.     We  only  asked  him  if  he  intended 
to  issue  a  proclamation  of  that  kind,  and  that  Avas 
all  we  Avanted  to  know,  and   we  assured  him,  so 
tar  as  the  city  of  New  York  Avas  concerned,  her 
people  were  ready  to  present  such  a  gi-and  specta- 
cle of  rejoicing  that  should  be  carried  down  in  the 
history  of  the  land  as  something  wonderful  in  its 
character.     We  gave  him  to  understand  that,  so  far 
as  the  people  here  are  concerned,  Avithout  respect 
to  party,  they  Avere  loyal  and  they   were  true; 


that  wt'  were  rejoiced  at  the  ])ru.>pect  of  returuiug 
peace,  and  we  were  determined  to  make  an  exhibi- 
tion here  which  wouki  satisfy  the  world  of  that 
fact.  Little  did  I  think,  .sir.  in  conversation  ^\■ith 
him,  tliat  in  some  twenty-six  or  thirty  Imurs  after 
that  time,  he  could  lie  low ;  that  he  would  be 
smitten  doAvn  Ijy  the  hand  of  an  assassin.  Sir,  the 
idea  that  a  man  elected  1  ly  the  voice  of  the  people, 
a  man  re-elected  l)y  almost  the  unanimous  voice  of 
a  free  peojile — that  the  President  of  a  Republic, 
not,  sir,  a  despot,  not  a  monarch,  but  placed  at  the 
head  of  a  free  government  by  the  voice  of  a  free 
people — tliat  that  man,  sir,  should  be  stricken 
down,  as  has  been  the  lot  of  many  a  despot  of  old, 
is  an  idea  that  shocks  and  alarms  the  American 
people.  But,  sir,  the  deed  has  Ijeen  done.  No 
lono-er  can  it  be  said  that  the  President  of  the 
United  States  is  safe  from  the  hands  of  the  assassin. 
It  is  a  danming  disgrace  to  our  country,  in  that  re- 
gard. But  I  know,  sii',  I  feel,  that,  uotwithstand- 
ine  an  individual  is  found  recreant  enough  to  do  a 
deed  of  that  kind,  that  the  nation  unanimously 
mourns  over  the  event.  I  know  that  instead  of 
public  rejoicing  over  returning  peace,  that  in  the 
first  place  we  shall  perform  our  duty  in  mourning 
over  tlie  ilKisti'ious  dead.  Sii',  when  we  take  into 
consideration  the  fact  that  he  has  been  endeavor- 
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iuo;  to  fio-lit  the  Itattle  of  the  rel^ellion,  to  cause 
victory  to  percli  upon  the  Union  banners  every- 
where, the  patience  and  perseverance  that  he  has 
manifested,  and  the  good  judgment  that  he  has 
displayed,  and,  last  and  not  least,  the  cro\\Tiing 
glory,  for  he  arrived  at  that  point,  when  we  could 
see  that  the  rebellion  was,  to  all  intents  and  pur- 
poses, cruslied  forever— I  say,  when  we  take  these 
matters  into  consideration,  \vhen  we  remember  the 
character  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  when  we  begin  to 
sum  up  his  many  virtues,  when  we  acknowledge 
liis  patriotism  and  honesty  of  purjjose,  the  lan- 
guage of  one  of  our  own  gifted  poets,  twenty-five 
years  ago,  uttered  upon  the  occasion  of  the  death 
of  President  Harrison,  will  strikingly  apply.  Yes, 
we  can  say  of  Abraham  Lincoln : 

"  He  ascended  fame's  ladder  so  high, 
From  the  round  at  the  top  he  has  stepped  to  the  sky." 

I  move,  sir,  the  adoption  of  the  preamble  and 
resolution. 

Councilman  Lent — It  has  been  well  said,  liy 
my  colleague,  that  silence  is  the  greatest  eloquence 
that  can  be  displayed  on  this  occasion.  Yet,  I 
believe  I  ^^  ould  prove  recreant  to  my  own  feelings 
and  to  the  feelings  of  every  member  of  the  Com- 
mon Council,  were  I  to  allow  the  resolutions  pre- 
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sentecl  for  our  coneurreuce,  to  pass  without  a  ^vor(l 
of  coiiimeiulatioii  from  lae.  The  nation  mourns. 
Oil,  how  sad  tlie  change  !  One  week  ago  to-day, 
we  were  assembled  in  this  very  chamber.  We  were 
then  exulting.  News  of  the  capture  of  the  rebel  cap- 
ital had  been  received.  It  -was  a  day  sacred  to  re- 
joicing, and  not  for  the  transaction  of  business.  We 
adjourned  at  once,  giving  cheers  for  the  National 
Union.  To-day,  we  are  assemljled  under  different 
circumstances.  We  assemble  to-da}-  in  the  midst 
of  the  gloom  and  sorrow  of  a  nation.  Our  head 
has  been  stricken  down,  not  l)y  the  slow  inroads 
of  disease,  but  by  the  hands  of  an  assassin.  A 
man  lioi-n  on  American  soil,  claiming  to  l)e  an 
American,  has  seen  fit  to  place  tlie  loaded  pistol  at 
the  head  of  our  elective  chief  As  has  been  very 
fittingly  said  Ijy  x\ldennan  Jeremiali,  it  was  not 
the  President  of  the  United  States,  merely,  that  has 
been  assassinated,  but  with  him  flic  whole  Amei'i- 
can  people.  God  reigns,  and  that  is  our  only  hope. 
The  nation  still  lives,  though  the  President  has 
been  stricken  down.  We  would  all  rejoice  had  he 
been  spared  and  permitted  to  reap  and  gather, 
during  the  four  years  tliat  renniined  of  his  incum- 
bency, the  fruits  of  the  labors  and  toils  of  the 
past.  But  God  has  ordered  it  otherwise.  Mys- 
terious, indeed,  are  the  ways  of  Providence.    One 

[6]  -^ 
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week  ago,  rejoicing,  did  we  forget  tliat  God  ruled, 
and  was  it  necessary  for  Ilini   to  bring  upon  us 
this  calamity,  to  remind  us  that  God  ruled  in  tlie 
affairs  of  nations,  as  in  tlie  affairs  of  men  ?     So 
it   would    seem,    and,    liowed    do\\-u  to  tlie  dust, 
our  only  hope,  our  ()nly  trust,  our  only  confidence, 
can  lie  in  Ilini.     May  He  give  to  him,  ^^-ho,  l»y  our 
Coustitution,  has  become  our  head,   the  wisdom 
that  he  gave  to  his  predecessor.    May  He  guide  him 
in  the  trials  through  which  he  ^vill  1  )e  called  upon 
to  i^ass,  and  may  this  attemj>t  to  destroy  the  nation 
by  the  destruction  of  its  honored  head  cement,  as 
one  mau  the  entire  North,  to  resolve  to  be  content 
and  satisfied  with  nothing  but  the  entire  subuga- 
tion,   the   entire  sul)mission   of  every  man  to  the 
Constitution,   to   tlie  flag,  and  the    Union   of  t)ur 
common  country.     God  grant  that  good  may  grow 
out  of  this  ;  God  gi'aiit  that  it   may   be  tempered 
for  <^>ur   good,    and    though    wi'    cannot    see  now, 
though  the  vail   is   not    now  rent,  yet  the   time 
I  trust   is  not   far  distant  when  we  Avill  see  it  has 
been    ordered   for   our   go(»d.     A    man    has  been 
stricken  down,  avIio,  if    he  erred   at  all,   erred  on 
the  side  of  meiry  ;  a  man  Avho  stood  ready  to  wel- 
come the  deluded  and  errim^  citizens  of  the  South 
back  into  one  comiuon  fold,  who  was  willing  to 
extend  over  them  the  ])rotection   of  our  Govern- 
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meiit.  It  may  )>e,  it  is,  it  will  l>e,  for  our  good. 
The  nation  lives,  tlioiigli  its  head  is  gone,  and 
may  ^ve  give  our  confidence,  our  hope  to  him  who 
has  now,  by  this  dispensation,  become  President  of 
this  Re2:)ul)lic.  The  blow  is  not  struck  at  the 
President,  nor  the  people,  but  at  the  Republi- 
can form  of  government.  Shall  it  be  the  death- 
knell  of  republicanism?  Shall  it  be  said,  and  be 
said  with  truth,  l>y  the  despots  of  Europe,  that 
man  is  not  fit  for  self-government;  that  man  must 
be  sjoverned  by  one  Avho  claims  the  rin'ht  from 
God?  I  hope  not,  I  trust  not.  I  believe  that  man 
is  still  lit  for  self-government,  and  that  thisRepul)- 
lic  will  emerge  from  the  calamity  that  has  now 
l)efallen  it,  and  will  assert  her  rights,  her  suprem- 
acy among  the  nations  of  the  earth.  I  second  the 
resolutions.  I  know  they  Avill  find  a  response  in 
evci'y  heart,  and  I  hope  arrangements  Avill  l)e  car- 
ried out,  and  all  that  can  will  be  done  to  testify  a 
nation's  sorrow  at  the  loss  of  its  venerable  and 
venerated  head.  Oh,  let  us  now,  in  this  dreadful 
hour,  realize  our  dependence,  with  submission  and 
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^oartl  of    Supeni$oi:iS,  initil  is,  ises.

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The  President  being  absent,  on  motion  of  Su- 
pervisor Roche,  Supervisor  Blunt  was  called  to 
the  Chair. 

Culoflifs;  ^ronounrcil  in  thr  goard  of  «fupcni,soriS. 
Supervisor  Purdy— Mr.  Pi-esident,  I  suppose 
it  is  hardly  necessary  for  me  to  sa}'  for  what 
purpose  this  Board  has  been  convened.  The  news 
has  spread  ^\  itli  the  wings  of  lightning  through- 
out the  lengtli  and  Ijreadth  of  the  land.  We  have 
assembled  upon  an  occasion  of  an  unusual  charac- 
ter, such  has  as  never  been  witnessed  by  the  Ameri- 
can people.  The  Chief  Magistrate  of  the  Repul)- 
lic  has  been  murdered  l>y  an  assassin.  I  hoi)e  he 
isnot  of  the  manor  l)orn  ;  and  hope,  also,  he  is  not 
a  citizen  by  adoption.  It  is  disgi-aceful  to  the 
American  nation  to  contemplate,  for  a  single 
moment,  that  anybody  belonging  to  this  country 
would  commit  so  great  an  outrage  upon  human- 
ity, and  u2)on  the  interests  of  the  Avhole  country. 
I  am  deeply  pained  to  make  this  announcement. 
I  feel  that  it  is  a  foul  disgrace  that  the  Chief 
Magistrate  of  this  nation  should  be  stricken  down. 
He  was  surrounded  Avith  difficulties  on  entering 
upon  his  administration,  which  it  seemed  almost 
impossible  to  overcome,  and  yet  he  ^\as  on  the 
point  of  success  in  re-establishing  the  Constitution 
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and  tlie  laws.  Not  only  that,  luit  the  second  in 
conimand,  the  man  who  has  guided  the  helm  of 
State  so  successfully,  prosti'ated  as  he  was  by  an 
accident  of  a  very  melancholy  character,  was 
attacked  in  his  chand)er  by  the  assassin,  who 
attempted  to  murder  this  assistant  as  well  as  him- 
self. These  events  should  till  every  American 
heart  with  gloom.  Mi'.  President,  T  feel  alarmed 
tor  the  country' ;  I  feel  as  thouijh  ^ve  "were  no"\v 
groping  again  in  the  dark  ;  I  feel  that  we  may  see 
scenes  such  as  have  never  been  seen  l)efore.  The 
war  was  ending,  l)ut  suddenly  tliis  new  scene 
o])ened  before  us;  we  have  now  no  man  upon 
whom  the  country  can  rely,  with  the  same  confi- 
denee,  as  u])on  the  man  who  has  been  stricken 
d(jA\  n,  and  should  Ave  lose  the  Secretary  of  State, 
what  would  become  <tf  this  country?  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, I  think  I  can  truly  say  there  is  no  man  in 
existence,  to  my  knoAvledge,  that  can  occu])y  the 
jdace  of  Abraham  Lincoln.  I  believe  I  can  say 
that  Avith  unquestioned  sincerity,  for  no  man  can 
say  that  I  did  anything  towards  his  election  to 
the  Presidency.  But  I  do  T)elieve,  that  there  is  no 
man  who  is  so  strong  in  the  confidence  of  the  peo- 
ple, who  is  so  earnest  to  do  right,  and  so  anxious 
to  do  justice  to  all,  as  he.  But,  Mr.  President,  my 
feelings  are  so  deep  that  I   cannot  give  them  ex- 
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pressioii ;  I   feel  that  my   time,  also,    has    nearly 
come. 

I  offer  the  followino:  resolutions  : 

WhCtcaS,  Tlie  startling  intelligence  reaches  us  from 
AVashington,  that  President  Lincoln,  the  Head  of  the 
American  Nation,  is  no  more,  having  been  basely  assassin- 
ated on  the  evening  of  the  14th  instant  ;    and, 

IVhCtca.S,  The  horrible  crime  of  assassination  of  officers 
high  in  anthority,  which  has  caused  this  sorroAvfiil  event, 
has  never  before  disgraced  the  pages  of  American  history, 
the  will  of  the  majority  of  the  people  liaving  always  been 
cheerfully  acquiesced  in,  prior  to  the  rebellion  of  the  South- 
ern States,  with  a  unanimity  that  has  formed  the  strongest 
bond  of  republican  unity,  and  the  surest  guarantee  of  the 
perpetuation  of  our  liberties  ;  and, 

'(VhffCa.S,  Tliis  fearful  crime  and  shocking  calamity  has 
occurred  just  at  the  moment  when  every  patriot's  heart  was 
full  of  joy  at  the  glorious  victories  won  l)y  the  Federal 
arms,  and  at  the  prospect  of  an  early  and  lasting  peace  to 
our  beloved  country —  triumphs  which  gladden  and  cheer  an 
American,  and  whirli  bid  fair  to  ]iresent  to  the  nations  of 
the  earth  a  hajipy,  united,  and  ])Owerful  people — triumplis 
resulting  mainly  from  the  honest,  devoted,  pure,  patriotic 
energies  of  him  whose  untimely  end  the  nation  mourns  ;  and, 

WhctcaS,  We,  in  common  with  our  fellow-<atizens,  sufi'er 
the  tcri'ible  shock,  and  our  hearts  swell  with  unassuaged 
grief  at  the  calamity  which  has  been  permitted  to  befall  us, 
in  the  sudden  death  of  our  Chief  Magistrate,  no  such  pang 
of  sorrow  at  the  loss  of  a  beloved  public  officer  having  ever 
occurred  in  the  history  of  this  comitry. 
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Resolved,  That  tliis  Board  receives  witli  unfeigned 
emotion  and  deep  solemnity,  the  dire  and  heart-rending 
intelligence  of  the  death  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  President  of 
the  United  States;  and  that,  while  we  truly  sympathize 
with  the  family  and  relatives  of  the  deceased,  in  their  sud- 
den and  irreparable  bereavement,  and  deeply  deplore  the 
sad  event,  we  fervently  unite  with  our  fellow-citizens 
throughout  the  country  and  nation,  in  expressing  the  deep- 
rooted  sorrow  which  ])ervades  uU  hearts  at  the  loss  of  one 
who  had  peculiarly  signalized  his  administration  of  the 
affairs  of  his  great  office,  and  who  has  enshrined  himself  in 
the  heart  of  every  patriot  and  well-wisher  of  his  country,  by 
the  purity  of  liis  private  character,  and  by  the  elevated  po- 
sition in  which  he  had  been  placed  by  the  voice  of  the 
American  people. 

'^tffolV(&,  That  this  Board  will  i>articipate  in  a  suitable 
demonstration  of  respect  for  tlie  memory  of  the  late  Presi- 
dent ;  that  the  chamber  of  tlie  Board  be  hung  in  black  for 
ninety  days  ;  and  that  the  members  of  this  Board  wear  tlic 
usual  badge  of  mourning  for  the  same  period. 

JU.SoU'Cd,  That  the  officers  of  the  Board  be  requested  to 
transmit  a  copy  of  this  preamble  and  resolutions  to  the 
sorrow-stricken  famdy  of  the  deceased,  and  cause  the  same 
to  be  pubUshed. 

^C^oUcd,  That  a  Committee  of  four  be  appointed  to  facili- 
tate any  arrangements  which  may  be  deemed  advisable  for 
a  suitable  manifestation  of  respect  for  the  nicmory  of  the 
deceased. 

'^t$a\VtH,  That  all  County  officers  be  requested  to  close 
their  offices  until  after  the  obsequies. 


Supervisor  Davis  seconded  the  adoption  of  the 
above,  and  spoke  as  follows  : 

I  rise  for  the  purpose  of  seconding  these  resolu- 
tions, not  for  the  jjurpose  of  attempting  to  2:»ass 
any  eulogy  upon  the  deceased.  I  feel  that,  if  I 
were  competent  to  deliver  a  eulogy  upon  the  char- 
acter of  him  whose  loss  we  are  called  ujion  to 
mourn,  )ny  feelings  upon  this  occasion  are  such 
that  I  cannot  bring  my  mind  to  the  subject. 

It  is  truly  said  in  these  resolutions  (and  they 
seem  to  cover  the  whole  ground  of  what  need  be 
said  upon  an  occasion  of  this  kind)  that  such  au 
event  has  never  before  occurred  in  our  histoiy. 
In  other  countries  and  other  governments  similar 
events  have  occurred ;  Init  in  this  country,  never. 
We  are  not  now  able  to  bring  our  minds  to  con- 
template the  vast  results  ^\-]lich  may  ensue,  so  as 
fully  to  understand  the  great  loss  that  we  have 
suffered. 

We  can  only  bow  in  submission  to  the  stroke, 
and  put  our  trust  in  God  for  the  future.  That 
we  have  suffered  an  overwhelming  loss,  however, 
the  gloom  which  pervades  the  whole  community ; 
the  melancholy  appearance  of  the  buildings, 
draped  in  mourning;  the  flags  floating  at  half- 
mast,  and  the  subdued  manner  in  which  this  event 

is  alluded   to,  indicate   that   the   ])ublic   mind  is 

m 
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deeply  impressed  with  the  fact,  that  a  great  and 
good  man  lias  fallen  in  tlie  discharge  of  his  duty. 
He  has  fallen  a  martyr  to  the  principles  which 
have  guided  him  in  his  public  acts.  His  Country 
will  feel  its  loss,  will  mourn  at  his  untimely  end ; 
l)ut  histoiy  will  record  his  name  high  upon  the 
record  of  the  benefactors  of  liis  race,  and  the  na- 
tion will  rea])  the  fruits  of  the  rich  legacy  he  has 
bequeathed  to  it.  It  is  proper  that  the  action 
which  these  resolutions  contemplate,  should  be 
taken,  and  that  the  members  of  this  Board  should 
co-operate  with  the  other  departments  of  the  City 
and  General  Governments,  in  paying  due  honor  to 
the  memory  of  liim  whose  loss  we  are  called  upon 
on  this  occasion  to  deplore.  I  second  the  resolu- 
tions with  feelings  of  deep  solemnity,  and  trust 
that  they  will  be  properly  engrossed,  and  a  copy 
transmitted  to  the  family  of  the  deceased.

ment  of  those  glorious  triumphs,  which  have  caused  the 
nation  to  joyfully  exult ;  and, 

■^HJhewa.S,  Mr.  Seward,  by  his  marked  ability,  his  long 
experience  in  public  aiiairs,  has  stamped  himself  as  one  of  the 
greatest  statesmen  of  modern  times,  and  his  extensive  knowl- 
edge and  research  have  been  invaluable  during  the  crisis 
from  which  the  country  has  nearly  emerged;  therefore, 

^eSiolVfll,  That  wc  sincerely  and  earnestly  pray  that  the 
Almighty,  in  His  infinite  wis<loni,  may  spare  the  life  of  one 
who  is  an  ornament  to  the  republican  institutions  of  our 
country ;  that  this  long-tried  ability  and  unqtaestioned  devo- 
tion to  the  country  may  yet  serve  the  American  people  in 
many  an  emergency. 

i^CSOlvcrt,  That  we  cordially  sympathize  with  the  fiimily 
and  relatives  of  Mr.  Seward,  in  the  affliction  which  he  and 
they  are  called  upon  to  bear,  and  trust  that  their  hearts  may 
be  gladdened  by  the  speedy  recovery  to  health  and  strength 
of  Mr.  Seward  and  his  son  Frederick.

During  the  morning  of  tlie  IHtli  of  April,  a  large 
meeting  of  our  citizens  convened  in  front  of  the 
Custom  House  in  AVall  street,  ovci-  -wliich  Simeon 
Draper,  Esq.,  was  called  to  preside,  and  Messrs. 
Moses  Tayloi-,  Moses  II.  Grinnell,  and  S.  B.  Chit- 
tenden were  appointed  Vice-Presidents,  and  the 
following  preamble  and  resolutions  were  adopted : 

tVhCVCa.S,  It  has  pleased  Almighty  God  to  take  from  us 
Abraham  Lincoln,  the  President  of  the  United  States,  by  a 
sudden  and  awful  visitation ;  and  by  tliis  great  calamity 
befalling  us  in  the  hour  of  our  national  triumj)!!,  we  are 
warned  of  the  uncertainty  of  all  human  affairs,  and  our 
absolute  dependence  for  our  safety  and  protection,  as  a 
nation,  upon  the  mercy  and  wisdom  of  Divine  Providence; 
therefore, 

^fjiOU'Cd,  Tliat  in  this  hour  of  our  deep  affliction  we  hum- 
bly implore  tliat  the  Divine  protection  and  support  vouch- 
safed to  us  as  a  nation  hitherto,  which  has  borne  us  through 
years  of  bitter  trial,  and  brought  us  safely  through  the  storms 
of  war  to  victory  and  the  prospect  of  peace,  will  not  now 
be  withdrawn  from  us,  but  that,  having  taken  from  us  the 
chosen  and  beloved  Chief  Magistrate,  who  has  earnestly,  and 
faithfully,  and  wisely  labored  and  toiled  in  the  behalf  of 
his  people,  God  will,  in  His  mercy,  enlighten,  guide,  and 
strengthen  His  servants,  upon  whom  devolves  the  authority 
of  the  Government,  so  that  they  may  wisely  and  justly 
administer  the  power  confided  to  them. 
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^CSoU'Ed,  That  while  wc  bow  in  submission  to  the  mys- 
terious dispensation  wliich  thus  afflicts  us,  as  men  and 
citizens  we  must  express  the  anguish  and  grief  which  fill 
our  hearts,  that  the  death  of  AVtrahain  Lincoln  is  a  calamity, 
not  to  this  nation  only,  but  to  the  civilized  world. 

*lc,SolVcrt,  That  while  in  his  personal  character,  exhibiting 
the  most  kind  and  generous  nature,  he,  in  his  public  career, 
manifested  and  illustrated  in  the  highest  degree  the  capacity 
of  free  institutions  to  inspire  and  develop  true  greatness  of 
character;  that  his  services  to  the  nation,  through  all  the 
years  of  trial  and  danger,  his  unwavering  devotion,  his 
high  courage  and  enduring  hope,  have  endeared  him  forever 
to  the  hearts  of  the  people,  and  in  their  memories,  as  in  his- 
tory, he  will  be  recorded  as  the  first  patriot  of  the  age. 
Alas,  that  he  should  be  also  the  most  distinguished  martyr 
in  the  sacred  cause  of  liberty  ! 

^ICSloU'Cd,  That,  as  by  the  last  acts  of  his  life  the  President 
j)roved  that  kindness,  charity,  and  spirit  of  conciliation 
toward  the  enemies  of  the  Republic  animated  him  and 
dictated  his  policy,  so  we  believe  that  we  best  honor  his 
memory  by  emulating  his  example,  and  continuing  to  labor 
for  the  restoration  of  peace  and  harmony  in  the  land. 

dUcSolVfll,  That  to  the  bereaved  wife  and  children  of 
the  lamcTited  dead  we  tender  our  deep  and  heartfelt  sym- 
pathies, but  can  offer  no  better  consolation  than  the  assur- 
ance that  the  whole  people  are  with  them,  and  feel  their  loss 
to  be  irreparable. 

^fSiolt'ftl,  That  we  tender  to  the  officer  upon  whom,  by 
this  sad  calamity,  the  Executive  authority  devolves,  our 
sympathy  in  the  trying  position  in  which  he  is  placed,  and

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measures  which,  guided  by  Divine  wisdom,  he  may  adopt 
for  the  speedy  accomplisliment  of  the  great  object  for  which 
his  lamented  predecessor  labored  and  died. 

^CSolfftl,  Tliat  it  be  recommended  to  the  citizens  to  close 
all  places  of  business  to-day  as  early  as  practicable,  and  that 
they  remain  closed  until  after  the  burial  of  the  deceased 
President. 

^C.S'olVfrt,  That  it  be  requested  that  all  places  of  public 
amusement  be  closed  for  this  evening,  and  that  the  question 
of  the  further  closing  of  all  such  sources  of  pleasure  be 
referred  to  the  sympathy,  loyalty,  and  reverence  of  the 
managers. 

^If.SoU'Crt,  That  a  Committee  of  thirteen  citizens  of  New 
York  be  sent  to  Washington  to  attend  the  funeral  of  the 
President,  and  to  tender  such  aid  and  sympathy  to  the 
Government  as  may  be  needibl  and  proper,  and  that  said 
Committee  consist  of  the  following  gentlemen:

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During  the  day  various  other  meetings  were 
hehl,  at  which  speeches  were  made  and  resolutions 
adopted. 

The  Committees  thus  appointed  by  the  respective 
Boai'ds  of  the  Common  Council,  having  organized 
by  the  selection  of  Alderman  Ottiwell  as  Chair- 
man, immediately  visited  Washington  for  the  pur- 
pose of  attending  the  funeral  solemnities  of  the 
late  President  in  that  city. 

The  following  day,  being  Sunday,  presented  a 
scene  in  the  deserted  streets,  in  which  the  emblems 
of  sorrow  displayed  on  every  side  gave  additional 
solemnity  to  the  ordinary  observances  of  the  day. 
In  all  the  churches  services  were  held  appropriate 
to  the  occasion ;  and  the  public  evidences  of  the 
power  of  religious  ceremonies  were  probably 
never  more  strongly  manifested.  The  suddenness 
and  severity  of  the  blow,  and  the  dread  uncertainty 
as  to  what  might  be  the  consequences  to  the  pub- 
lic welfare,  combined  to  soften  the  hardest  hearts, 
and  make  them  bow  before  the  power  of  the 
Almighty. 
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Immediately  upon  tlie  reception  of  the  mournful 
tidings,  our  citizens  began  to  drape  tlieir  resi- 
dences and  places  of  business  in  mourning,  and 
soon  scarcely  a  Iniilding  in  the  city,  public  or 
private,  from  the  palatial  Fifth  avenue  mansion  to 
the  humblest  tenement-house,  could  be  seen,  which 
had  not  some  outward  funereal  decoration ;  while 
nearly  all  our  citizens  wore  mourning  badges  upon 
their  persons.  Such  universality  of  mourning  Avas 
never  known  before  in  the  annals  of  our  country. 
So  great  Avas  the  demand  for  mourning  goods,  that 
the  stock  of  such  goods  iu  the  city  was  nearly 
exhausted. 

The  following  description  of  the  city,  as  it 
appeared  in  its  mourning  garb,  is  taken  from  the 
newspapers  of  the  city,  published  on  the  19th  of 
April,  the  Ncav  York  Herald  jiarticvdarly,  and  is 
so  strikingly  faithful,  as  to  warrant  its  incorpo- 
ration into  this  Avork. 

^irpf tttancc   of   gtoailwas. 

In  the  foUoAving  descriptions,  tlie  decorations  of 

Broa<iAvay  are  alluded  to  under  the  headings  of 

the    different    Avards    through    Avhich    our    great 

thoroughfare   passes.     The  magnificent    effect    of 
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Broadway  in  moiirning,  can  only  tlius  be  esti- 
mated. From  the  Battery  to  Union  square  there 
was  not  a  building  Tuit  assumed,  in  some  shape 
or  other,  the  garb  of  sorrow. 

A  ride  up  Broadway  ■was  one  long  funeral  pro- 
cession. In  some  instances,  the  habiliments  of 
mourning  ^vere  arranfjed  with  an  amount  of  skill 
bordering  upon  artistic  genius.  In  other  instances, 
somberness  of  effect  appeared  alone  to  have  been 
aimed  at.  In  all  cases  xmaffected  sorrow  and  vene- 
ration were  the  actuating  motives,  and  any  short- 
comings in  execution  Avere  al^undantly  covered  by 
the  excellence  of  the  sentiment  which  inspired  this 
remarkable  and  spontaneous  demonstration.  Na- 
tionalities and  creeds  were  swallowed  up  in  the  all- 
pervading  sorrow.  Germans,  Frenchmen,  Span- 
iards, and  British  residents,  all  imited  in  the  ex- 
pression of  their  grief;  and  this  was  only  a  jirelude 
to  the  feeling  which  stiiTed  eveiy  free  nation  of 
the  Old  World,  when  the  tidings  of  the  President's 
deatli  were  made  kno'wn.  What  Byron  fittingly 
said  of  Pitt,  will  apply  with  even  greater  force  to 
Abraham  Lincoln : 

Not  one  great  people  only  raise  liis  urn : 
All  Europe's  far-extended  regions  mourn. 

The  foreio-n  consulates  were  amonfrst  the  build- 
ings  most  heavily  draped  in  the  insignia  of  woe. 
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At  tlie  office  of  the  Iiiiuaii  Steamship  Company, 
the  Stars  and  Stripes  and  the  Union  Jack  were 
looped  together  side  by  side  in  one  common  badge 
of  mourning. 

The  banks  and  insurance  offices  first  command 
attention.  The  whole  proportion  of  some  of  these 
buildings  afforded  almost  unlimited  scope  for  dec- 
orative display,  and  as  a  rule  this  adv^antage  was 
made  the  most  of.  Nothing,  for  instance,  could 
Tje  in  better  character  Avith  the  occasion  than  the 
funereal  canojiy  over  the  entrance  to  the  Bank  of 
the  Republic ;  and  the  hangings  of  black  and  the 
huo;e  funereal  bads^es,  over  and  in  the  windows  of 
the  Atlantic  Bank,  stood  out  in  startling  relief 
from  the  white  marble-front  of  tlie  l)uilding.  The 
Hope,  Continental,  and  New  York  Insurance  Com- 
panies also  were  conspicuous  for  the  admirable 
arrangement  of  their  drapeiy.  The  hotels  were 
not  prominent  for  the  elaborate  nature  of  their 
outward  trappings.  The  New  York  Hotel  (a 
great  resort  of  Southerners)  and  the  Astor  House 
must,  however,  be  excepted.  Over  the  entrance 
to  the  latter  hotel  were  the  lines  :

The  skillful  manner  iu  which  the  American  flag 
was  transformed  into  an  emblem  of  mourning,  was 
a  noticeable  feature  in  the  decorations.  Messrs. 
Stewart's  store,  on  the  corner  of  Chambers  street 
and  Broadway,  Avas  the  best  exemplar  of  this;  but 
Zechiel's  fur  warehouse,  Coughlan,  Detmars  & 
Co.'s,  No.  414  Broadway,  the  Singer  Manufactur- 
ing Company's,  Wheeler  <k  Wilson's,  Union 
Adams',  and  other  buildings,  afforded  specimens  of 
the  same  eft'ective  mode  of  arrangement.  Busts  of 
the  martyred  President,  and  paper  monuments, 
cunningly  contrived  to  look  like  marble,  were  of 
fre(pient  occurrence.  None  Avere  more  l>eautiful 
than  those  at  357  Broadway.  Among  the  deco- 
rations the  initiated  Avould  recognize  here  and 
there  the  expressive  symbols  of  Freemasonry, 
shoAvinij  Avhere  members  of  tliat  omnipresent  craft 
mourned  for  one  Avho  Avas  a  Mason  in  the  noblest 
acceptation  of  the  term,  though  not  actually  a 
"  brother  of  the  mystic  tie." 

Slate-colored  silk,  intermingled  Avith  American 
flags  and  mourning  bands,  Avere  introduced  Avith 
admiralde  taste  at  Osborne  &  May's,  394  Broad- 
way. 

Among  the  inscriptions  not  elscAA^here  noticed, 
Avere  some  of  signal  appi'opriateness.  Under  an 
obelisk  bearing  the  name  of  "Lincoln,"  at    356 
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Broadway,  were  lines  Avliicli  must  liave  suggested 
themselves  to  many  witliin  the  last  few  days :

Taken  as  a  whole,  the  spectacle  which  Broad  wa;y 
presented  has  probably  never  lieen  paralleled  in 
liistory.     The  nearest  apjiroach  to  it  in  modern 
times,  was  the  aspect  of  Great  Britain  Avlieii  Prince 
Albert  was  so  suddenly  cut  off.     The  Avriter  visit 
ed  the  great  manufacturing   centres   of  England 
when  the  grief  and  excitement    caused    l)y   thai 
event  were  at  their  height.     But,  though  the  pub 
lie  sorrow  was  intense,  spontaneous  outward  mani- 
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festations  of  grief  were  almost  entirely  Avanting. 
So  also  Avere  the  feelings  of  liorn^r  and  detesta- 
tion at  a  heinous  crime  which  give  to  our  grief 
a  deeper  gloom,  and  render  our  national  mourning, 
in  its  uniqueness,  the  appropriate  accompaniment 
of  a  loss  the  most  terrible  that  any  nation  has  en- 
dured, and  of  a  deed  une(pialed  in  its  atrocity  in 
the  annals  of  the  world. 

©he  t^ir.st,  f  frond,  and  (Third  Ward.'Si. 
The  lower  part  of  the  city,  ulthougli  devoted 
largely  to  business,  and  filled  with  stores  and  pub- 
lic offices,  was  nevertheless  very  generally  covered 
■with  the  eml)lems  of  m<nn'ning.  It  is  true  there 
Avas  a  great  sameness  and  lack  of  vaiiety,  Imt  the 
spontaneity  and  extent  of  the  display  Avere  very 
remarkable.  Commencino;  doAvn  at  the  BatterA', 
a  siu'vey  of  all  the  streets  up  as  far  as  Chambers 
street,  betAveen  the  East  and  North  riA'ers,  exhiT)ited 
scarcely  a  building  that  Avas  not  coA-ered  in  some 
part  Avitli  the  external  eA'idences  of  the  national 
grief  The  barge  office  at  Whitehall  presented  a 
front  coA-ered  Avith  tastefully  arranged  folds  <.)f 
black  and  Avhite.  The  Hamilton  and  South  ferry 
house  Avas  festooned  Avith  similar  colors.  Looking 
up  BroadAvay,  the  office  of  the  British  Consul  ap- 
peared Avith  its  flags  at  half  mast,  and  the  roof  and 
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windows  Imng  with  sahle  trappings.  Next  door 
to  this  Avas  tlie  Stevens'  House,  very  heavily  di'aped 
and  very  neatly. 

Tlie  Produce  Exchange,  in  Whitehall  street,  was 
decked  -with  very  reracrkable  taste  and  touching 
simplicity.  Over  the  entrances  on  each  street 
Avere  hangings  of  black  muslin,  and  inside,  the 
hi-oad  pillars  were  AATeathed  with  wide  bands  of 
crape,  lending  a  very  impressive  aspect  to  the 
bnildino-. 

The  Sill  )-Treasury  office  in  Nassau  street  was 
extensively  draped,  particularly  in  the  interior, 
where  the  -walls,  counters,  desks,  and  arches  were 
appropriately  festooned.  The  chandeliers  and 
clocks  even  were  decked  with  drooping  flags  and 
mourning  rosettes. 

The  United  States  public  store,  corner  of 
Exchange  place  and  Broadway,  Avas  covered  Avith 
streamlets  of  Avhite  and  black. 

The  Express  offices,  particularly  Harnden's  and 
the  National,  Avere  beautifully  ornamented. 

We  have  already  alluded  to  the  manner  in 
which  the  City  Hall  has  been  fixed  up,  as  a  mark 
of  respect  for  the  memory  of  President  Lincoln. 
The  fine  old  buildins;  formed  one  of  the  most  strik- 
ing  features  of  the  city's  tribute  to  the  memory  of 
the  departed  and  deeply  lamented  Chief  Magistrate. 
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From  the  figure  of  Justice,  crowning  tlie  cupola, 
down  to  the  l>asement,  was  to  l)e  seen  a  continuous 
exhibition  of  funereal  decorations.  The  little  pil- 
lars of  the  cupola  were  surrounded  with  bands  of 
l)lack  muslin  ;  the  cornices  fringing  the  roof  held 
lilack  pendants;  the  windows  were  arched  with 
black  strips,  and  the  heavy  solid,  pillars  beneath 
the  balcony  were  encircled  with  rolls  of  drapery 
of  the  same  color.  On  the  front  of  the  balcony, 
just  above  the  pillars,  appeared  in  large,  white  let- 
ters on  a  dark  sheet  the  following  inscription  :

Under  this  scroll  was  a  neat  piece  of  heavy 
black  trimming.  The  interior  of  the  building  was 
similarly  dressed. 

Barnum's  Museum  deserves  a  place  among  the 
public  buildings  that  attracted  attention,  by  reason 
of  its  appropriate  draping  and  ornamentation ; 
Avhite  and  l)lack  rosettes,  streamers  of  black  and 
\vhite  hangings,  trimmings,  <fec.,  were  to  be  seen 
in  abundance.  Over  the  Broadway  entrance  ^vas 
an  elaborate  design  representing  a  toml),  the  form 
of  ^vhich  was  an  urn  resting  on  a  lai'ge  pedestal, 
the  entire  affair  being  about  five  feet  high  and 
three    feet    wide.      On   the    urn    was   the    word 
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"Lincoln,"  ami  on  the  pedestal  was  the  inscrip- 
tion :

St.  Paul's  Church  -was  only  putting  on  its  garb 
of  ^voe  at  a  late  hour  Monday  afternoon.  The  pil- 
lai's  and  capitals  Avere  being  tastefully  hung  and 
intertA\aned  in  the  same  manner  as  the  hundreds 
of  other  buildings  throughout  the  city. 

The  Custom  House,  lately  decorated  in  such  a 
lively  and  appropriate  manner  in  honor  of  our 
victories,  presented  an  entirely  dift'ereut  spectacle 
on  Monday.  The  rotunda  was  covered  with  "  the 
trappings  and  suits  of  Avoe."  The  massive  jnllars 
were  enveloped  in  sable  garments,  and  the  j>anels 
likewise  moui'nfully  draped,  while  the  busts  of 
Washington,  Jackson,  Clay,  Scott,  and  AVel)ster 
were  surrounded  A\-ith  folds  of  white  and  Idack 
muslin.  A  l)ust  of  the  martyred  President  stood 
out  in  bold  relief  in  a  prominent  position,  lieinf 
entirely  divested  of  every  attempt  at  decoration. 
In  the  language  of  a  gentleman  who  was  asked  the 
reason  of  this  bareness  of  ornamentation,  "  No  dra- 
pery nor  sorrow-suggesting  eml>lems  are  needed 
around  such  a  statue.  The  thousxhts  occasioned 
by  the  mere  view  of  that  face  are  sufficiently  sad-

deniug,  -without  the  assistance  of  any  inourufii' 
symhols." 

The  decorations  of  the  Post  Office  have  also  been 
changed  from  gay  to  grave.     Tlie  flags  floating 
from  its  roof  were  yesterday  covered  with  crape 
and  the  entire  interior  was  dressed  in  black. 

The  house  next  to  the  Herald  oflice,  in  Nassau 
street,  displayed  the  two  follo^ving  inscriptions  :

The  display  of  emblems  of  mourning  in  the 
l<\)Ui-th  Ward,  Monday,  was  pretty  general.  .Vlder- 
man  Walsh's  house,  No.  48  Madison  street,  was 
tastefully  draped  witli  black,  arranged  in  festoons 
from  window  to  window,  leaving  a  clear  space  in 
the  centre  for  the  figure  of  an  American  eagle 
covered  with  crape,  :ind  underneath  -which  was 
])laced  a  portrait  of  the  late  President,  framed  in 
black,  and  with  the  niottu  :

The  store  of  Brooks  Brotliers,  in  Catharine 
street,  also  deserves  notice  for  the  artistic  manner 
in  which  the  sable  streamers  were  arranged  in 
front  of  the  establishment.  The  ]\Iariners'  Church, 
in  Madison  street,  had  its  flag  at  half-mast,  from 
Avhicli  drooped  a  long,  narrow,  black  pendant. 
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Tlie  other  ilecoratloiis  iu  the  ward  were  not  of 
ail  iiiterestinff  character.

Each  street  in  this  ward  was  hung,  j\Ionday,  '^^•ith 
an  ahnost  continuous  festoonino:  of  mournin<r 
colors.  Even  in  the  poorest  portions  the  deep 
regret  for  the  nation's  loss  was  shown,  from  tlie 
humhle  store,  with  its  simple  and  expressive  wreatli 
of  immortelles  suspended  over  the  door,  to  the 
stately  l)uilding  clothed, 

III  every  casement 

From  garret  to  basement, 

-with  the  melancholy  haljilinients  of  woe.  Great 
taste  "was  displayed  in  the  arrangement  of  the  fuue- 
I'eal  colors  in  many  cases.  Passing  uj)  Broadway 
on  the  \vest  side,  the  estaljlishment  of  Messrs. 
Loder  tt  Co.  struck  the  eye  as  being  very  taste- 
fully drai>eil.  Festoons  of  l)lack  and  white  crape 
passed  from  window  to  window  in  each  store  of 
the  building,  looped  with  white  rosettes.  From 
the  highest  vow  of  win<lows  streamlets  of  crape 
were  hung,  which  Avaved  to  and  fro  Avith  an  almost 
noiseless  rustle.  A  finely  executed  engraving  of 
tlie  late  President,  placed  in  one  of  the  lower  win- 
dows, appropriately  draped,  attracted  general  :it- 
tention.  A  larsre  star,  formed  of  two  trianojles  of 
black  crape,  formed  a  pleasing  contrast  to  the 
white   front   of  the    Tradesmen's    Bank.     (t.   W. 
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Moore's  premises,  331  Broadway,  had  on  tlie  front 
a  large  St.  Andre\v's  cross,  foi-ined  of  two  hands 
of  black,  wliicli  j^assed  iVoiii  (>j)posite  corners.  At 
their  juncture  there  Avas  a  Avhite  star,  \vhich  showed 
exceedingly  Avell  on  the  dark  background.  The 
ingenious  manner  in  Avliich  tlie  colors  were  inter- 
laced in  tlie  surroiuiding  of  the  pillars  at  341,  was 
worthy  of  notice.  In  ]\Iessrs.  Marshall,  Johnston 
&  Co.'s  window,  351  Broadway,  was  a  small  white 
tomb,  on  Avhich,  in  black  letters,  was  the  one  word, 
"Lincoln,"  surnioiuited  l)y  an  amaranthine  AVTeath. 
In  front  cf  this  Avas  placed  a  Union  flag,  on  Avhich 
Avas  throAvn  a  laurel  Avreath.  The  entire  of  the 
other  AvindoAV  Avas  draped  Avitli  black,  and  iu  the 
centre,  placed  on  a  Avhite  marble  pedestal,  Avas  an 
elegantly  chiseled  l)ust  of  Mr.  Lincoln,  a  Idack 
scarf  passing  across  his  shoulders,  and  the  pedestal 
had  the  impressiA^e  inscription  :

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The  initials  of  tlie  late  President's  name  were 
carefully  worked  in  white,  on  black  rosettes,  loop- 
ing up  the  drapery,  over  Isaac  Smith  tfe  Co.'s,  405 
Broad^vay.  Passing  down  Canal  street,  each  house 
had  some  proof  of  its  sorrow  exhibited.  In  St. 
John's  Pai'k  the  In-own  stone  jiillars  of  the  church 
were  Avound  round  -with  black,  which  was  inter- 
woven ^v'lili  the  scroll  work  of  the  capital.  The 
various  engine-houses  and  schools  in  this  Avard  also 
bore  marks  of  mourninc'.  Alono;  IIu<lson  street. 
West  Broad\vay,  and  Church  street  every  house 
was  draped.  The  large  building  of  Messrs.  H.  B. 
Claflin  tt  Co.,  passing  from  Church  street  to  West 
Broadway,  was  extensively  festooned  its  entire 
length.  The  Fifth  Ward  Hotel  and  American 
Expi-ess  1  )uilding  followed  the  general  rule  of  dec- 
orating. A  handsome  flag,  fringed  and  looped 
with  black,  and  Avith  a  medallion  portrait  of  the 
late  President,  Avas  suspended  across  Duane  street, 
from  Mr.  Graham's  to  the  house  of  Messrs.  Den- 
nison,  Birde  &  Co.,  Avhich  Avas  adorned  Avith  a 
large  double  star  of  black  and  white  crape,  Avhich 
covered  the  entire  front  of  the  buildinir.  In  the 
portions  of  this  and  the  Eighth  Wards,  Avhere  the 
greatest  number  of  colored  people  reside,  the 
mourning  ^vas  universal,  and  many  tasteful  decora- 
tions could  have  been  seen  there.

Throuchout  the  entire  Sixtli  Ward  the  residents 
seemed  to  vie  with  each  other  in  paying  tribute 
to  the  memory  of  the  late  President.  In  many 
places  the  streets  exhibited  one  continuous  line  of 
emblems  of  mourning.  The  humblest  dwelling,  as 
well  as  the  marble  palace,  had  its  emblem  of 
mourniuo;— no  doubt  feelino;  that  as  the  widow's 
mite  was  as  acceptable  to  our  Lord  as  the  I'ich 
man's  gift,  so  the  tribute  of  a  loyal  heart,  hoAvever 
humble,  was  grateful  to  the  nation  as  the  proudest 
display.  The  same  feeling  of  affection  which 
pi'ompts  the  living  to  decorate  the  graves  of  the 
departed,  with  flowers,  and  instinctively  teaches 
how  to  group  them  with  the  greatest  effect, 
directed  the  eff'orts  of  the  citizens  to  arrange  the 
limited  materials  which  mourning  etiquette  allo\v- 
ed,  to  the  best  advantage,  as  no  art,  except  accom- 
panied -with  the  sincerest  affection,  could  accomplish 
such  an  efi'ective  and  appi^opriate  displa}'. 

Tlie  east  side  of  Broadway,  from  Chambers  to 
Canal  street,  seemed  one  continuous  link  of  sable 
emblems.  Among  the  most  prominent  was  the 
wholesale  department  of  A.  T.  Stewart,  Esq.,  cor- 
ner of  Chambers  street  and  Broadway.  The  col- 
ruiins  at  each  side  of  the  entrances  were  laced  with 
black  and  white  bands,  festooned  overhead  Avith

the  national  colors,  wliieli  ivlicxcd  the  somber  hue 
of  death  to  a  great  extent,  and  from  the  upper 
story  of  the  Iniilding  large  streamei's  hung  pend- 
ent. The  establishment  of  Halstead,  Haines  & 
Co.,  was  also  very  effectively  decorated,  the  massive 
pillars  at  the  entrance  being  laced  with  black,  and, 
except  the  absence  of  the  national  colors,  very  like 
Mr.  Stewart's  decorations.  Latins )p,  Ludington 
&  Co.'s  establishment  presented  a  very  neat 
appearance.  The  building  4()('i  and  -408  Broadway 
has  an  uui(|ue  appearance,  the  black  l)ands  de- 
scending from  the  figure  of  an  eagle  })laced  on  the 
roof,  and  radiating  as  from  a  common  centre  to 
each  side.  Some  art  was  shown  in  the  decorations 
on  the  house  of  Messrs.  Phelps,  Je^vett  &  Co., 
Canal  street  near  Broadway,  long  black  streamers 
beinof  arranged  so  as  to  f  >i"m  the  outline  of  a  mas- 
sive  funereal  urn,  with  the  1  >ase  ruiuiins;  alonij  the 
parapet,  over  the  entrance  an<l  top,  reaching  the 
eaves  of  the  l)uildino:.  At  the  Sixth  Precinct 
Police  Station,  in  Franklin  street,  long  black  and 
white  streamers  fell  from  the  roof,  and  were  looped 
up  at  each  side  of  the  enti-ance. 

The  front  of  Fox's  Old  Bowery  Theatre  was 
nearly  hidden  beneath  the  lavish  display  of  draped 
flasrs  and  sable  and  white  streamers,  \vhich  were 
looped  along  the  entire  front  of  the  edifice,  or  fes-

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tooned  from  pillar  to  pillar.  Ou  the  roof  stood 
three  flagstaifs,  from  whicli  Imng  iiarro\V  strips  of 
l)lack  crape,  giving  them  a  lonely  and  deserted 
appearance. 

In  tlie  centre  of  the  building  was  a  lai-ge  por- 
trait of  the  President,  beneath  which  was  the 
motto  :

The  Atlantic  Garden,  in  the  Bowery,  was  draped

At  No.  32^  Bowery  a  very  affecting  emblem 
was  displayed  in  the  window,  representing  the 
President's  grave,  surmounted  by  a  tombstone,  ou 
which  were  the  Avords  "A.  Lincoln,''  and  a  wreath 
of  inimovtelles. 

The  Atlantic  Savings  Bank,  in  Chatham  square, 
was  appropriately  decorated. 
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At  159  Chatham  street,  surrounded  l)y  mourn- 
ing emblems,  was  the  motto  :

At  IGl  Chatham  street  the  streamers  of  black 
were  arranired  in  the  form  of  a  large  star,  ■which 
had  a  very  pleasing  effect. 

Sweeny's  Hotel,  corner  c>f  Chambers  and  Chat- 
ham streets,  showed  great  care  had  lieen  taken  in 
the  arrano;ement  of  the  mournimx,  heavy  festoons 
beiuo-  continued  from  win<lo\v  to  window  alonti" 
the  two  first  tiers,  and  running  the  entire  length 
of  the  liuilding. 

French's  Hotel,  corner  of  Chatham  and  Frank- 
fort sti'eets,  also  showed  great  taste  had  been  dis- 
played in  its  ornamentation,  the  windows  in  each 
tier,  from  curb  to  roof,  being  connected  with  each 
other  by  black  drapery,  relieved  at  equal  distances 
by  heavy  square  folds  of  white. 

Like  Broadway,  Chatham  street  and  the  Bowery 
were  an  endless  succession  of  sable  emblems. 

The  house  of  Hose  Company  No.  15,  Elizabeth 
street,  Avas  tastefully  arrayed  with  sable  streamers, 
the  centre  window  over  the  entrance  being  deco- 
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rated  with  a  portrait  of  the  late  President  di-aped 
ill  lihiek. 

The  house  of  Mr.  Decker,  Chief  Engineer  of  the 
Fire  Department,  next  door,  had  also  festoons  of 
black,  and  froiu  the  flairstaff  on  the  roof  hunir  a 
large  Union  flag  at  half-mast. 

®hf  ^n-firth  Ward. 

There  was  scarcely  a  house  in  this  Avard  yester- 
day that  did  not  exhibit  some  eml)lem  of  mourn, 
ine:.  All  al(<u<r  Madison  and  Monroe  streets  this 
was  especially  the  case.  There  were  different 
(piantities  of  muslin  displayed,  and  sometimes  it 
was  entirely  black;  sometimes  l)lack,  ^vith  white 
rosettes;  sometimes  white  muslin  \\itli  black  knots 
or  rosettes ;  sometimes  white  and  Idack  strips  oi 
nuislin  intwined  or  looped  together;  sometimes 
there  was  only  a  little  white  and  black  I'iljbon  sus- 
pended from  the  door  handle.  While  this  was  the 
case  in  a  few  instances,  every  window  and  door,  in  a 
majority  of  cases,  were  profusely  draped  in  A\diite 
and  black,  festooned  iu  moui'nful  folds  across  the 
whole  front  of  the  dwelling.  It  was  rather  sti'ange, 
in  the  universal  display  of  mourning  exhibited  by 
the  citizens  of  the  Seventh  Ward  on  their  resi- 
dences, that  the  churches  and  public  schools  should 
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not  liave  lieeu  draped.  Tlie  house  corner  of 
East  Broadway  and  Catharine  street,  bad  tlie 
A\'ords, 


Jiffi  c     mourn      our     loss, 


extended  tlie  whole  length  of  the  hullding,  in 
large  capitals,  over  the  entrance.  The  letters  were 
on  a  white  ground.  The  flag  over  the  Iniilding 
was  draped,  as  -well  as  the  liuilding  itself.  Many 
of  the  firemen  woi'e  mourning,  and  the  whole 
aspect  of  the  place  \vas  one  which  suggested  deep, 
quiet,  impressive  sorrow.  The  houses  of  Engnie 
Companies  No.  2  and  No.  0,  an<l  Hose  Companies 
No.  1  and  No.  2('),  were  draped  in  mourning, 
from  eave  to  foundation.  The  flags  over  them  were 
in  all  cases  streaked  with  black,  or  looped  with 
hlack  crape,  and  the  flagstafli^s  covered  with  it.  In 
short,  the  Seventh  Ward  presented  the  appearance 
of  a  place  in  which  it  might  be  said,  as  truly  in  one 
sense  as  it  ever  was  of  Egypt,  "  There  -was  not  a 
house  in  which  there  was  not  one  dead ;"  for  the 
emblems  of  nioTU'ning  Avere  almost  universal,  and 
the  people  seemed  to  regard  th<'  death  of  x\braham 
Lincoln  as  if  death  had  carried  off  one  of  their  own 
members.

The  -windows,  balconies,  railings,  and  doors  of  all 
tlie  private  houses,  as  well  as  the  business  estab- 
lisliments  of  this  ward,  bore  tokens  of  sadness, 
which  caused  a  feeling  of  desolation  to  pervade 
those  thoroughfares,  and  a  dark  shallow  of  gi-ief 
to  be  reflected  on  the  face  of  each  of  our  citizens. 
Sable  ornaments  met  the  eye  everywhere.  Many 
private  houses  had  poi'traits  of  the  late  Mr.  Lin- 
coln suspended  from  the  upj^er  windows,  .sur- 
rounded \vith  crape,  &r.  Flags,  looped  Avith  crape, 
hung  across  the  .streets,  and  drooped  from  tops  of 
churches  and  many  public  buildings.  West  Hous- 
ton street.  Spring  and  Prince  streets,  with  other 
portions  of  the  Avard,  were  heavily  and  universally 
draped;  there  was  little  variety,  however,  in  the 
adornment.  On  Broadway,  Anson's  photographic 
establishment  was  extensively  draped,  and  over 
the  entrance  was  insci'ibed,  on  a  l)annei',  the  folloAV^- 
ing  suggestive  sentence :

Messrs.  Ball,  Black  tfe  Co.,  ."iOT   Broad^vay,  wa^ 
one  mass  of  streamers.     The  windows  were  covere( 
with  black,  and  bands  passed  from  toj)  to  bottoii 
of  the  house. 

The  St.  Nicholas  Hotel,  Lord  S:  Taylor's,  ant 
others  were  also  drajjed   very   tastefully  ;   but  ; 
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want  of  any  attempt  at  variety  rendered  them  un- 
conspicuouw. 

She  5i\intli  WnrtJ. 
In  tliis  Avard,  like  all  other  portions  of  the  city, 
a  general    feeling   of   deej)   sorroAV    pervaded    all 
classes  of  citizens.     Never  in  the  history  of  this 
countiy  have  the  people  of  all  religious  and  i)oliti- 
cal  parti(^s  exdiil-.ited  such  manifestations  of  regret, 
as  at  the  great  calamity  Avhich  has  fallen,  like  a 
funeral   i)all,  upon    the    country.     Ahnost    every 
house  in  the  ward  Avas  draped  in  dee])  mourning. 
The  churches,  with  few  exceptions,  discarded  the 
usual    Easter   decorations,  to    give    place    to   th(^ 
emblems  of  death,  that  the  peojde  might  oifer  u]) 
their  tribute  of  respect  to  the  nieuKny  of  the  illus- 
trious deceased.      The    enginedionses  throughout 
the  ward  were  also  draped  in  mourning,  and  many 
of  the  firemen,  as  Avell  as  the  citizens  genei'ally, 
Avore  on  their  persons  mourning  badges,  to  more 
fully  attest  their  abhorrence  of  the  foul  and  brutal 
deed  Avliich  had  robbed  the  nation  of  its  chosen 
Chief  Magistrate.     Many  of  the  mottoes  Avere  very 
afTectinix.

the  tragic  event  which  has  thi-owu  the  whole 
American  people  into  the  profoundest  sorrow. 

Che  5^o>tU  Wiivtl. 
The  display  of  mourning  u|)oii  the  private 
houses  in  this  Mard  was  the  principal  feature  in  it. 
In  some  localities  the  muslin  Avas  so  lavishly  fes- 
tooued  in  front  of  the  Imildings  that  it  covered 
one-half  their  area.  This  was  particularly  the 
cas(^  in  tlui  localities  where  the  (lerinans  conare- 
gate  and  dwell  most.  There  wan  Allen  street,  for 
example,  frc^m  Broome  to  Rivington  street.  It 
Avas  one  solemn  porch  in  aj)pearance,  more  than  a 
street.  One  could  not  pass  through  the  more 
quiet  and  private  streets  of  the  Tenth  Ward 
without  l)eing  solemnly  impi'essed,  and  having 
thoughts  constantly  of  death,  affliction,  graves, 
and  tombstones.  Grand  street  reseml)led  Broad- 
way in  its  sudden  transformation  from  gay 
attire  to  mourninc:.  Every  store  in  the  thorouo-h- 
fare  was  dra])ed — some  of  them  -with  great  taste. 
So  vast  Avas  the  quantity  of  cloth  used  for  mourn- 
ing in  the  Tenth  Ward,  that  there  Avas  not  a  hit  of 

Avhite  or  hlack  nuislin   to  he  had  in  any  of  the 
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stores,   for   love    or    money.     One  store  had   tlie 
motto,

and  tliere  were  some  others  in  the  street  which 
displayed  mottoes  of  a  similar  nature.  The  Police 
Station-house  at  Essex  INIarket  was  A^ery  tastefully 
draped.  The  windows  Avere  huni^  around  Avith 
Avhite  and  lilack  stripes  of  muslin  intertwined- 
These  Avere  lx)und  togetlier  Avith  sillcen  crape,  and 
festooned  in  arches  one  to  the  other.  Rosettes  of 
AA^hite  and  l)lack  muslin  decked  them  here  and 
there.  The  effect  Avas  extremely  solemn,  and  dis- 
played A-ery  fine  taste.  The  house  of  Engine  Com- 
pany No.  8  Avas  draped  in  a  rather  i)ecidiar  manner. 
It  Avas  hunsr  Avith  lon<x  streamers  of  l)lack  and 
Avhite,  one  of  each  being  bound  loosely  together 
by  alternate  loops  of  AA^hite  and  black.  These 
huncj  in  parallel  lines  all  across  the  building,  and 
al)OA'e  them.  Depending  from  the  mouth  of  a 
zebra,  Avhicli  surmounts  the  engine-house,  Avere 
several  streamers  of  Avhite  and  l)lack  ribbon,  while 
surmounting  all  Av^as  the  flag,  the  staff  dressed  in 
mourning,  and  the  colors  shaded  Avith  the  same 
somber  shade.     The  other  fire  companies  in  this 
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ward  liad  their  Louses  in  inourning,  and  all  Avere 
liberally  clad  in  their  solemn  habiliments. 

She  (glcicntU  Ward. 

In  the  Eleventh  Ward  there  was  a  general  expres- 
sion of  grief  by  the  German  population,  who  had 
all  their  houses  neatly  dec(jrated  with  black  and 
white  drapery. 

There  are  very  few  public  buildings  in  this 
ward,  the  pi'incipal  ones  being  Engine  Com^sany 
No.  44,  Union  Market,  and  Eleventh  Ward  Station 
house. 

Engine  Company  Xo.  44  had  their  house  very 
nicely  trimmed  ^vitll  Idaek  and  white,  with  neat 
rosettes  set  in  the  centre  of  each  fold  of  the  drap- 
ino'  In  the  centre  of  the  buildinor  was  the  banner 
of  the  comi)any,  draped  in  Idack  crape,  with  an 
appropriate  inscription. 

The  market  and  station-house  were  dressed  in 
a  very  similar  manner  to  the  other  buildings  in 
the  neighborhood,  with  no  inscriptions  or  mottoes. 
The  residence  of  the  Res-.  Father  Mooney,  situated 
next  St.  Bridget's  Church,  C(n'ner  of  avemie  B  and 
Eighth  street,  ^vas  in  deep  inourning. 

(The  thirteenth  Wavd. 
The  draping  and  decorating  in  this  Avard  were, 
perhaps,  not  quite  so  profuse  as  in   some  of  the 
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otlier  wards,  but  what  tliere  was  of  it  showed  that 
tlie  feelings  and  sympathies  of  the  citizens  of  the 
^val•d  were  not  less  deep  or  heartfelt  than  their 
more  demonstrative  neighbors.  A  great  many  of 
the  houses  in  this  ward  are  tenements,  and  in  the 
windows  of  many  of  these,  miniature  flags  and 
knots  of  V»]ack  and  white  ribbon  were  fastened. 
In  Norfolk  street,  the  house  of  Hose  Company  No. 
2(j  was  neatly  draped.  In  the  windows  of  No.  27, 
of  the  same  street,  curtains  of  black  and  white 
replaced  damask  and  Nottingham,  and  in  the  centre 
of  each  window  was  a  wheel  or  wreath  formed  of 
the  same  colored  ril)l)ons.  At  the  residence 
inunediately  opposite  this,  a  large  flag  \vas  dis- 
played at  half-mast,  while  the  doors  and  windows 
were  partially  covered  l)y  graceful  festoons  of 
black  crape.  Over  the  door,  on  a  black  ground, 
was  the  word,

in  silver  letters.  On  many  of  the  other  residences 
in  this  street,  as  well  as  many  in  Suftblk,  Attorney, 
Ridge,  Lewis,  Goerck,  Division,  Broome,  Delancey, 
Rivington,  and  other  streets  in  the  neighborhood, 
the  emblems  of  mourning  were  displayed,  but  the 
style  of  hanging  was  not  much  varied. 
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The  house  of  ]Mariou  Hose  Company  No.  24,  iu 
Attorney  street,  wan  trimmed  witli  festoons  extend- 
ing and  depending  over  the  entire  front,  and  at  the 
up23e)'  windows  was  fastened  a  strip  of  Idack,  bear- 
ing the  following  motto,  in  white  letters:

The  school-liouses  in  K.iviu<j;t(jn  aud  Broome 
streets  were  conspicuous  for  the  style  of  their  drap- 
ings.  Tlie  Thirteenth  Precinct  Station-house  was 
also  conspicuous;  l)etween  the  windows  of  the 
second  story  a  fine  j^ortrait  of  the  late  President, 
framed  with  black,  was  fastened,  while  ample  fes- 
toons of  black  and  Avdiite  fell  from  every  window 
in  the  liouse. 

In  (Irand  street  there  was  scarcely  a  house  or 
store  that  was  not  more  or  less  draped.  The  oys- 
ter barges  lyiug  in  the  river,  l>et\veon  East  and 
Delancey  streets,  were  all  festooned  with  the 
a2:>propriate  colors,  and  the  vessels  along  the  docks 
all  carried  the  Stars  and  Stripes  at  half-mast,  Avhile 
sable  streamers  floated  from  their  mast-heads. 

Cltt  Jouvtffnth  Ward. 
Every  public  building  in  the  Fourteenth  Ward 
bore  some  allusion  to  the  national  calamity.     The 


season  of  Easter  precludes  the  churclies  from  dis- 
playing, to  any  great  extent,  the  garl)  ()f  mourning ; 
but  most  of  tlie  entrances  to  those  edifices  were 
hung  around  ^vitll  mournino;,  and  all  the  flasrs 
were  half-masted  and  trinnned  Avith  hlack.  AmouQ- 
the  stores  and  private  houses  mourning  was  general. 
The  establishment  of  Messrs.  L.  J.  S:  I.  Phillips,  65 
Canal  street,  was  closed  until  after  the  funeral,  and 
huno;  with  black.  Other  large  stores  in  the  same 
neighborhood  were  also  wholly  or  partially  closed. 
In  the  thronged  and  bustling  Bowery,  emblems  of 
death  met  us  at  every  stejj.  In  most  cases  the  drap- 
ery was  arranged  with  luore  regard  to  quantity  than 
taste  ;  but  some  exceptions  must  l)e  made.  Francis 
&  Baldwin's,  No.  72,  was  remarkable  for  its  simplic- 
ity of  adornment.  A.  Rankin,  No.  KG,  supplied  in 
effect  what  it  lacked  in  bulk  ;  and  the  ( )i"iental  Bank 
was  simply  and  prettily  dressed  out.  The  New 
Bowery  Theatre  was  of  course  closed.  The  boards 
on  which  the  gayly  printed  play-bills  are  usually 
exhil)ited,  were  painted  in  l)lack;  the  pillars  were 
intwlned  with  black,  moui'uiug  festoons  hung  from 
the  balconj-,  and  the  l)anners  were  tied  up  with 
crape.  In  front  of  the  entrance  was  the  announce- 
ment, "  Closed,  in  consequence  of  the  death  of  the 
President."  Cook's,  No.  ]  00  Bowery,  a  bright  red 
brick  building,  was  heavily  hung  with  black,  which 
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looked  all  the  more  somber  from  the  contrast.     At 
the  Bowery  Savings  Bank,  the  word,

appeared  on  a  mourning  l)adge  in  the  centre,  second 
floor  window,  and  underneath  ^vere  festoons  of 
crape.  Next  door  was  displayed  a  portrait  of  the 
late  President,  an<l  over  it  tlie  words  :

Hallett  &  Bond's,  l.'iii  Bowery,  was  another 
instance  of  good  taste  and  sjiare  decoration.  Elly 
&  Zacharie,  210  Boweiy,  had  a  porti-ait  of  Mr. 
Lincoln  in  a  mourning  frame  suspended  above  the 
doorway,  and  festoons  of  black  depending  from  the 
window  bases.  Further  u})  tlie  street  there  was  a 
transparency  of  a  dove,  bearing  an  olive  branch  in 
its  mouth,  and  underneatli  tlie  words  :

The  portraits  of  the  late  President  and  Mr. 
Seward,  e.v]iil)ited  in  the  print-shops,  were  gazed 
at  by  large  crowds. 
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Passing  out  of  the  Bowery  into  Broadway,  the 
most  noticeable  feature  was  tlie  altered  aspect  of 
the  theatres  and  music  halls.  The  Olympic 
reminded  one  of  a  clock  that  had  stopped,  Init 
wliose  dial-plate  still  revealed  to  us  the  houi'  at 
which  its  action  ceased.  The  theatre  was  closed 
and  draped  with  mourning,  but  Fi'iday's  play-bills 
remained  undefaced  on  each  side  of  the  entrance. 
In  the  front  of  NiVjlo's  were  the  national  flags, 
intermingled  with  black  crape.  "444"  was  in 
deep  mourning,  and  the  lamp  pillars,  in  their 
sable  dress,  stood  on  each  side  of  the  doorway 
like  giant  mutes.  In  front  of  Wood's  Minstrels' 
hall,  the  lamp  pillai-s  were  turned  to  most  eftective 
jmrpose.  Di'aped  in  1>lack  crape,  and  studded 
with  silver  stars,  they  stood  up  like  imposing 
sarcophagi,  the  lamps  which  surmounted  them 
being  so  covered  as  to  re2:)resent  funereal  urns. 
Upon  some  of  the  noble  marble  buildings  of 
Broadway,  the  sal)le  garl>  of  mourning  sat  most 
imjjressively.  This  was  especially  the  case  where 
black  alone  had  been  used,  or  was  only  very 
sparingly  intermixed  vntli  white.  The  store  of 
Tomlinsou,  Demarest  &  Co.  was  hung  Avith  black 
crape ;  No.  590  Broad\vay  (Wood  Brothers)  pre- 
sented a  beautiful  appearance.  The  JMetropolitan 
Hotel  was  simply  decked  out,  and  the  draping  of 
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Tiffany  &  Co.,  No.  550  Broadway,  was  also  both 
simj^le  and  effective. 

®hc  Jtftcrntit  Watd. 

Many  of  tlie  piivate  houses  in  this  ward  Avere 
decorated  in  a  most  becoming  manner.  Where 
there  Avere  balconies,  they  Avere  largely  made  use 
of  Avith  graceful  effect.  Mourning  trophies  of  elalv 
orate  design,  Avere  displayed  in  some  of  the  first- 
floor  AvindoAA's.  Amons:  the  most  lieautiful  of 
these  designs  Avas  a  cross  of  Avhite  floAvers,  on  a 
background  of  black  crape,  at  No.  10  East  Four- 
teenth street.  The  Maison  Dor^Se  had  a  mourning 
festoon  over  the  doorAvay.  In  the  Sixth  avenue 
quite  a  number  of  stores  Avere  closed  until  after 
the  funeral.  Jefferson  Market  Avas  hung  Avith 
black.  The  Amity,  the  Phcenix,  and  other  engine- 
houses,  Avei'e  in  mourning,  and  all  the  hotels  dis- 
played similar  tokens  of  Avoe.  Washington's 
monument,  in  Union  square,  Avas  appropriately 
draped.  In  future,  our  memory  of  the  one  Avill  l)e 
commingled  with  that  of  his  lamented  antitype, 
Avho  is  the  only  man  that  can  be  placed  beside  the 
illustrious  Father  of  our  Country. 
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©he  ^^ixtccnth  Ward. 
Throughout  the  Avhole  of  the  Sixteenth  Ward 
the  s;iiiie  feeling  of  unaffected  sorrow  Avas  YisiV)le 
on  ever}'  countenance.  In  ti'aversing  the  ward, 
nothing  l)ut  tlie  somlx'r  emldems  of  deatli  met  the 
eye.  It  would  lie  impossible  to  describe  in  detail 
the  decorations  on  ])ul)lic  and  private  l)uil(lings. 
Every  street  and  avenue  presented  one  unl)roken 
line  of  crape  and  white  cloth,  arranged  according 
to  the  varied  tastes  of  the  citizens.  Tlie  national 
emblem,  ensliroude<l  in  l)]ack,  was  suspended  from 
all  puldic  and  many  ^:)rivate  buildings,  and  the 
solemn  scene  was  one  well  calculated  to  inspire  the 
lieart  witli  awe.  In  many  of  the  windows,  ]>ictures 
of  tlie  late  President  were  exposed  to  view,  and  it 
was  the  sulyect  of  gem-ral  ivmai'k  that  the  features 
bore  an  expression  of  deep  melancholy,  entirely  at 
variance  with  the  popular  idea  of  his  temjserament. 
Pictures  of  the  deceased  President,  -which,  a  few 
days  ago,  could  have  1  )een  purchased  for  fiftj^  cents, 
readily  sold  for  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents,  so  eager 
wei'e  the  public  to  secure  relics  of  the  great  man 
whose  memory  the  country  loves  to  honor. 

©he  Seventeenth  Ward. 

This   ward    demonstrated   its   respect    for    our 
lamented    President    in    the    draping    of    all   its 
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houses  aud  stores,  and  general  display  of  flags  at 
half-mast. 

The  principal  l)uildings  in  the  ward,  are  the 
Cooper  Institute,  Tompkins  Market,  Seventh  Regi- 
ment Armory,  and  the  Mercantile  Library. 

The  Cooper  Institute  was  deeoi-ated  v^ery  neatly. 
On  the  front,  over  the  arch  and  door,  were  streamei's 
of  black  and  white  muslin,  and  in  the  centre  a  large 
star  made  of  black  and  Avhite  crape,  with  the 
initials.

Tompkins  Market  and  the  Seventh  Regiment 
Armory  were  draped  in  a  most  l)eautiful  manner. 
In  fact,  it  was  the  finest  we  noticed  in  the  ward.  All 
the  windows  of  the  regimental  drill-room  Avere 
covered  with  Idack,  and  each  c(»rnice  set  off  the 
dressings  with  very  neat  black  and  white  rosettes. 
Each  company  room  was  adorned  in  a  similar  man- 
ner. The  flags  on  the  armory  ^V('l■e  at  half-mast,  and 
the  flao-stafts  were  covered  Avith  l)lack  crape.  In 
fact,  the  taste  Avith  which  this  building  was  dressed 
exceeded  almost  any  place  we  had  seen. 

The  Mercantile  Library,  situated  in  Astor  place, 
and  all  the  stores  in  the  building,  were  in  deep 
mourning.     Tlie    private    residences    in     Second 
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aveuue  were  all  draped,  and  many  shrouded  flags 
from  the  windows  and  tops  of  the  houses,  all  half- 
masted  and  lined  with  l>lack  crape. 

Amonof  those  we  noticed  in  Second  avenue  was 
house  No.  188,  whicli  was  very  neatly  decorated 
with  black  and  white  strino;s  extendinf;  from  each 
window,  and  hlaek  and  white  rosettes  in  each  cor- 
ner of  the  cornices.  In  the  parlor  windows 
might  be  seen  a  statue  of  the  Goddess  of  Liberty, 
holding  the  olive  branch,  the  frame  of  which  was 
draped  with  Idack  crape  and  white  rosettes,  with 
the  inscription :

Had  an  angel  of  death  visited  every  mansion  in 
this  region  of  wealth  and  fashion,  there  could  not 
have  been  more  tokens  of  his  presence,  embodied 
in  sable  drapery  and  symbolic  cerements,  than  ap- 
peared upon  the  stately  porticoes,  pillars,  and  Avin- 
dows  of  its  palatial  buildings.  If  one  knew  not 
that  the  gloomy  ornamentation — sufficiently  mo- 
notonous to  tire  and  weaken  ordinary  vision — was 
intended  as  mourning;  for  the  assassinated  Presi- 
dent,  he  would  have  concluded  that  he  was  jjassing 
through  the  haunts  of  a  great  plague,  and  that 
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there  was  death  iu  every  house.  The  ordinary 
siffiis  of  a  demise,  which  create  terror  and  sorrow 
among  those  wlio  first  see  in  them  the  mute  an- 
nouncement of  the  departure  of  a  rehxtive  or  friend, 
were  observed,  steji  l:)y  step,  till  the  heart  Ijecame 
thrilled  by  the  emblems  of  human  dissolution,  with 
which  its  own  fate  was  inseparably  bound.  Crape 
besieged  brick  and  stone,  blinds  and  panels,  staffs 
and  porches,  roofs  and  stories,  till  it  seemed  that 
the  occupants  of  these  improvised  mausoleums  had 
surrendered  themselves  unconditionally  to  a  rep- 
resentative reign  of  death.  The  marble  and  bronze 
door-handles  were  vailed  in  crape  ribbons,  which 
hung  ominously  down,  almost  to  the  Brussels  rugs 
beneath,  and  from  the  oriels  above  were  suspended 
semicircular  curtains  of  sable  cloth,  serge,  or  al- 
paca. Occasionally  the  national  colors,  with  the 
"  field  "  up,  and  its  red  stripes  vainly  struggling  to 
escape  the  dark  hues  of  the  draj^ery  by  which  they 
were  rendered  as  gloomy  as  night,  hung  from  the 
parapets,  and  revealed  that  the  bereavement  ^\•as 
national.  If  the  display  was  not  seen,  its  variable 
character  could  not  be  realized.  To  behold  it  is 
to  know  that  there  can  be  art,  taste,  and  fashion 
in  the  shapes  of  the  drapery  by  which  death  is 
announced.  There  was,  of  course,  in  the  decora- 
tions of  some  of  the  streets  of  the  ward,  the  dull 
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routine  of  tlie  tiresome  festoons,  which  add  impos- 
ing emphasis  to  a  moving  catafalque  ;  but  the 
general  ornamentation  was  as  ingeniously  tasteful 
and  dissimilar  as  the  limits  of  appropriate  habili- 
ments could  justify.  There  were  urns  of  crape,  of 
faultless  models — such  as  once,  in  stone,  held  the 
ashes  of  Roman  nobles ;  there  were  bright-colored 
American  shields,  half-hidden  by  dark  rosettes, 
with  petals  of  Avhite  satin ;  there  were  broad 
sheets  of  crape  hung  in  neglige  shapes  down  from 
the  lofty  stories  to  the  breakfast  parlors  and 
"  studies ;"  there  Avere  miniature  flags,  running 
obliquely,  in  the  shape  of  a  St.  AndreAv's  cross, 
Avith  broad  black  ril)l)ous  and  roljes  of  sable  loom- 
ing up  from  the  staffs  Avhich  secured  them  ;  and 
there  were  photogra])hic  portraits  of  the  murdered 
President  centred  in  a  labyi'inth  of  beautiful  flags, 
shrouded  and  bordered  AA'ith  the  tokens  of  Avoe. 
It  Avas  this  aspect  of  A-ariety  that  relieA-ed  the 
monotony  of  ul)iquitous  crape,  AAdiich  transformed 
for  the  hour  the  mai'ble  and  brick  mansions  into 
lofty  monuments  to  the  memory  of  ]\Ir.  Lincoln. 

The  A'ieAV  from  Union  square  upward  Avas  speci- 
ally solemn.  Looking  toAvard  Fifth  aA^enue,  the 
eye  rested  on  miles  of  crape,  and  beheld  a  sad  but 
tasteful  picture  of  the  sorrow  Avhich  the  emblems 
expi'essed.     All  the    hotels,  the    club-houses,  the 
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mansions,  the  statues,  the  fountains,  wore  rol:>es  of 
varied  niournin<x,  or  Avere  decorated  with  sable 
tokens  of  the  national  loss.  From  piazza,  obser- 
vatory, windows,  and  roof,  the  dismal  and  chang- 
ing emblems  Avere  observed. 

The  various  club-houses  liad  an  elal)orate  and 
tasteful  display.  The  mansion  of  the  Loyal  League 
was  covered  witli  crape  from  the  dormer  to  the 
lower  parlors,  the  windows  being  vailed  with 
shrouded  flags. 

Tlie  New  Yoi'k  and  the  Union  clul)-houses,  in 
Fifth  avenue,  Avere  ornamented  with  ci-ape  and 
white  streamers,  the  pillars  and  porticoes  of  the 
former  building  l)eing  festooned  Avith  dark  cloth. 

One  building — the  National  Academy  of  Design 
— seemed  naturally  in  mourning.  The  mosaic  sable 
stones  which  A-ary  the  front,  looked  at  first  sight 
like  the  general  tokens  Avliich  appeared  CA'ery- 
where.  But  a  closer  glance  and  a  knoAvledcre  of 
the  edifice  reA'-ealed  the  mistake.  There  Avas,  Iioav- 
ever,  a  fine  display  of  drajieiy  OA-er  the  entrance, 
which  was  artistically  and  profusely  extended  to 
the  upper  stories. 

In  the  Fifth  avenue,  almost  CA'ery  mansion  liad 
some  emblem  of  the  nation's  loss.  Shields  of  crape, 
sable-covered  flags,  dark  riljbons  from  staffs  and 
balconies,  and  semicircular  decorations  of  the  same 
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amiiious  material,  were  suspended  from  every 
lioiise. 

The  exterior  and  interior  of  the  Fifth  Avenue 
Hotel  were  covered  with  crape  festoons,  and  in 
;he  vestibule  arches  of  mourning  appeared.  Even 
the  street  clock  before  the  building  wore  an 
elongated  shroud. 

At  Irving  Hall — besides  profuse  spectacles  of 
nourning — appeared  the  inscription  :

The    Gramercy   Park    Hotel   was  very  beauti- 
fully and  tastefully  decorated. 

It  would  l)e  impossible  for  us  to  attempt  a 
description  of  the  sjniibols  of  mourning  which 
appeared  on  almost  every  house  in  the  Nineteenth 
Ward.  Cast  your  eyes  on  whatever  side  you 
might,  there  -was  nothing  but  mourning  and  grief 
over  the  sad  and  melancholy  event. 

The  enginediouses  in  the  various  parts  of  the 
ward  were  tastefully  festooned  Avith  white  and 
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black  clotli,  and  their  flags  at  lialf-mast,  draped  iu 


mourning. 


The  femah;  and  j^rimaiy  departments  of  Gram- 
mar School  No.  IS,  in  Fifty-first  street,  were  deco- 
rated with  appropriate  emblems  of  grief,  as  were 
also  Grammai'  Schools  No.  53,  in  Seventy-ninth 
street,  and  No.  L'7,  iu  Forty-second  street;  in  the 
latter  school  the  teachers  wore  a  badire  of  mom-n- 
ing  on  their  breasts. 

The  Ladies'  Home  United  States  General  Hos- 
pital, situated  on  the  corner  of  Fifty-first  street 
and  Lexington  avenue,  ^\'as  covered  Avith  moui-n- 
ing,  and  the  words,

appeared  on  the  front  of  tlie  main  l>uildiuir,  in 
large  black  letters.  The  hallways  leading  to  the 
difterent  Avards  were  als(j  neutly  hung  in  black 
cloth,  and  every  soldier's  face  thi'oughout  the 
building  depicted  grief  and  sorrow. 

©he  Sticnticth  'iVixxA. 

The  principal  ])ortion  of  this  \\ard  is  comj^osed 
of  private  residences.  Those  jjlaces  were  nearly 
all  decorated  in  a  similar  manner.  Black  and 
white  fluttered  from  tlie  windows  in  mournful  pro-

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fusion,  wliile  flags  and  streamers  were  liung  out 
in  many  instances.  Tlie  effect  was  truly  solemn 
and  impressive.  As  tlie  different  houses  Avere 
nearly  all  similarly  decorated,  it  is  not  necessary 
to  particulai'ize  them.  Al><)ut  half  a  dozen  mot- 
toes were  noticeable  tln'oughout  the  ward.

A  general  feeling  of  intense  grief  seemed  to  per- 
vade the  masses  of  the  people,  while  the  mournful 
events  of  the  hour  wei'e  the  theme  of  every  tongue. 
In  the  fcAV  hotels  and  jiuldlc  places  of  the  vicinity, 
groups  of  persons  congregated,  Avho  canvassed  the 
events  of  the  hour  witli  stern  earnestness.  Along 
Sixth  and  Eighth  avenues,  Avhich  are  the  principal 
l)usiness  quarters,  miniature  flags  and  appropriate 
drapery  were  susjiemh'd  from  over  the  doors  and 
windoAvs.  All  seemed  to  A'ie  one  Avith  the  other  in 
paying  a  just  homage  to  the  memory  of  one  who 
Avas  esteemed  as  an  excellent  President  and  an 
honest  man.

Passing  up  the  Fifth  aveiuie,  one  eouhl  not  help 
being  struck,  amidst  the  rushing  and  rumbling  of 
fashionable  ec^uipages,  witli  the  almost  general 
mourning  appearance  of  the  place.  Almost  every 
house  manifested,  in  some  way  or  othei-,  the  deep 
and  heartfelt  grief  of  its  occupants  for  our  great 
national  loss.  Some  houses  were  covered  with 
masses  of  heavy  drapery,  almost  shutting  out  the 
rays  of  the  sun.  Others,  again,  presented  a  more 
modest,  but  perhaps  not  less  deep  sorrow. 

A  great  many  houses  in  the  fashicuial  ile  portions 
of  this  ward  were  not  attired  in  mourning  up  to 
five  o'clock  on  Tuesday  afternoon,  l)ut  men  could  be 
seen  busily  engaged  on  them,  arranging  the  fune- 
real devices.  Amongst  the  j)oorer  classes  through 
this  ward  the  feeling  of  sorrow,  if  not  so  exi)en- 
sively  expressed  at  it  was  by  its  more  favored  fel- 
low-citizens, was  nevertheless  as  feelingly  and 
touchingly  depicted.  A  single  rosette  or  streamer 
of  mourniner  here  and  there,  in  front  of  some  hum- 
ble  dwelling,  told  at  a  glance  the  feeling  that  jter- 
meated  the  poor  as  well  as  the  rich.  It  would  be 
impossible  to  particiilarize  all  the  houses  that  dis- 
played mourning  in  this  ward,  because,  as  first  above 
stated,  many  of  the  decorations  were  al»out  to  be 
put  up,  and,  secondly,  from  the  extent  of  the  wai'd.

In  tliis  locality  a  large  number  of  the  houses  had 
approjOTate  mourning  insignia.  The  decorations 
of  sorrow  were  similar  to  those  in  tlie  other  up- 
town districts  of  the  city.  Muslin  was  suspended 
from  the  Avindows  and  over  the  doors,  while 
rosettes  of  black  and  white  mingled  with  the  gene- 
ral funereal  decorations.  The  inhabitants  of  the 
Twenty-second  showed  their  feelings  of  genuine 
sympathy  and  sorrow  by  the  profuse  manner  in 
Avhich  they  decorated  their  houses.  There  was 
scarcely  a  dwelling  that  had  not  some  emblem  of 
the  universal  o;rIef. 

Besides  the  above  popular  displays,  Ave  should 
mention  the  fact  that  badges  Avere  t(i  be  seen  on 
thousands  of  our  people,  male  as  Avell  as  female ; 
and  many  other  modes  of  exhibiting  the  universal 
sentiment  of  regret  Avere  adopted.  The  public 
mind  continued  to  be  engrossed  Avith  the  subject, 
and  though  l)usiness  to  a  considerable  extent  Avas 
resumed,  the  excitement  shoAved  little  sign  of 
abatement. 

Though  alive  Avith  busy  men,  did  not  portray  its 
usual  active  aspect.  Men  gathered  in  groups  on 
street  corners,  and  conversed  not  of  the  price  of 
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gold  or  the  "corner  in  Erie,''  Init  upon  the  great 
and  sad  event  now  convulsing  the  community  with 
anguish.  Many  of  tlie  brokers  left  the  street  at  an 
eai'ly  hour  to  superintend  the  draping  of  their 
residences  with  suitable  emblems  of  woe.  Though 
there  was  no  pul)lic  meeting,  yet  unprompted 
gatherings  of  people,  ranging  from  twenty  to  one 
hundred  in  number,  were  of  frequent  occurrence; 
addresses  would  be  made  by  nearly  every  man 
capable  of  expressing  a  clear  thought,  and  thus 
Wall  street  ma}'  l)e  said  to  have  l>een  a  vast  arena 
for  popular  sentiment. 
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%\\t  ^uncial  in  '^Vashin^tou, 

During  the  wliole  of  Tuesday,  April  18,  the 
remains  of  the  deceased  President  lay  in  state  in 
the  East  Room  of  the  White  House,  and  Avere 
visited  hy  many  thousands,  representing  all  classes 
of  the  poj^ulation,  while  many  thousands  more 
were  turned  away,  imable  to  obtain  admission. 
The  scene  inside  the  White  House  was  deeply 
impressive.  The  room  was  heavily  di'aped  in 
mourning,  and  upon  a  catafalque,  in  the  centre  of  the 
room,  lay  the  coffin  containing  the  remains.  The 
coffin  was  covered  with  Idack  clotli,  heavily  fringed 
with  silver,  with  four  silver  medallions  on  each 
side,  in  which  were  set  the  handles.  The  upper 
third  of  the  coffin,  lined  with  rich  white  satin,  was 
throwTi  hack  so' as  to  reveal  the  head  and  bust. 
A  guard  of  honor,  composed  of  ]\Iajor-General 
Hitchcock,  Brigadier-General  Eaton,  and  a  number 
of  other  officers,  of  all  grades,  representing  all 
l)ranches  of  the  military  and  naval  service,  all  in 
full  dress,  were  on  duty  in  the  room.  Upon 
approaching  the  catafalque,  the  mourners  separated, 
proceeding  singly  on  either  side  of  the  raised  plat- 
form, which  constituted  the  base  of  the  catafalque, 
passing  from  the  foot  to  the  head  of  the  coffin,  and 
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each  lingering  for  only  a  second  to  look,  for  a  last 
time,  on  those  loved  features.  ]\Iauy  wept  audibly, 
and  much  genuine  emotion  Avas  exhibited.  Indeed, 
one  of  the  most  niarked  features  of  the  day  was 
the  univei-sality  of  the  mourning.  On  all  sides 
and  in  all  directions,  Avere  the  unmistakable  signs 
of  hea\"y  heai'ts,  l)orue  d(jwn  with  sorroAV,  and  car- 
rying a  heaA"y  load  of  grief 

On  the  morning  of  Wednesday,  April  10,  the 
funeral  ser\dces  were  held  at  tlui  White  House. 
Alw)ut  six  himdred  persons  Avere  admitted  to  the 
room,  AA'here  the  Ijody  lay  as  heretofore  descril)ed, 
the  hea<l  resting  towards  the  north.  From  the 
entrance  door  at  the  nortlnvest  en<l  of  the  room 
Avere  placed  the  pall-bearers  ;  next,  the  representa- 
tiA'es  of  the  Army  ;  then  the  Judiciary ;  at  the 
corner,  the  Assistant  Secretaries  of  the  Depart- 
ments. First,  on  the  eastern  line,  the  Governors 
of  the  States ;  next,  the  Diplomatic  Corps ;  then, 
the  ladies  of  the  Cal^inet  Ministers;  next,  the 
Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court ;  next,  in  the  cen- 
tre, and  in  front  of  the  catafalque,  stood  the  neA\- 
President,  AndreAV  Johnson,  and  Ijehiud  him  the 
Cabinet  Ministers.  The  members  of  the  Senate 
joined  their  left,  the  House  came  next,  AAdiile  the 
remainder  of  the  space  Avas  occupied  by  various 
other  delegations.     In  the  centre  Avere  seated  the 
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officiating  clergy  and  tlie  mourners,  consisting  of 
the  late  President's  two  sous,  liis  ])rivate  Secre- 
taries, and  tile  nienil>ers  of  his  household.  At 
twelve  o'clock  the  services  were  commenced,  l)y  the 
reading  of  a  portion  of  the  Scriptures,  by  Rev.  Dr. 
Hall,  Episcopalian,  after  which  prayer  was  offered 
by  the  Eev.  Bishop  Simpson,  of  the  Methodist 
Church.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Gurley,  Presbyterian,  then 
delivered  an  eloquent  and  impressive  address,  after 
^vhich  a  closing  prayer  Avas  offered  by  Rev.  Dr. 
Gray,  Baj)tist.  The  remains  were  then  i-emoved 
to  the  hearse,  which  stood  in  front  of  the  Execu- 
tive Mansion,  and  at  two  o'clock  the  procession 
was  formed. 

First  in  the  order  of  procession  was  a  detach- 
ment of  colored  troo])s ;  then  followed  white  regi- 
ments of  infantry  and  bodies  of  artillery  and  cav- 
alry ;  navy,  marine,  and  army  officers  on  foot ;  the 
pall-bearers  in  carriages  next;  the  hearse,  drawn 
by  six  white  horses,  the  coffin  prominent  to  eveiy 
Ijehokler.  Then  followed  tlie  President  and  Cabi- 
net, the  Diplomatic  Coips,  Members  of  Congress, 
Goveruois  of  States,  the  delegations  from  the 
various  States,  fire  companies,  civic  associations, 
the  clerks  of  the  various  departments,  and  others, 
followed  by  many  carriages,  all  closing  up  ^vith  a 
large  number  of  colored  men.     This  was  the  largest 
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fuueral  procession  tliat  ever  took  place  in  Wash- 
ington. One  liour  and  a  half  Avas  occupied  in 
passing  a  given  point.  It  was  in  the  highest 
degree  imposing,  and  many  thousands  of  hearts 
throlibed  in  unison  with  the  solemn  dirges,  as  the 
procession  slowly  m(ived  upon  its  Avay.  Upon  the 
arrival  (.)f  the  procession  at  the  east  front  of  the 
Capitol,  the  coffin  was  liorne  to  the  centre  of  the 
rotunda.  Pi'esident  Johnson  stood  at  the  foot  (if 
the  coffin,  surroundeil  hj  a  throng  of  Senators  and 
high  military  officers,  and  others..  Dr.  Gurley, 
standino;  at  the  head  of  the  coffin,  uttered  a  few 
brief  and  most  impressive  remarks,  chiefly  in 
solemn  -words  of  Scripture,  consigning  the  ashes, 
once  animated  by  the  soul  of  Abhaiiaa:  Lixcoln, 
to  their  original  dust.  Thus  ended  the  solemn 
services  of  the  day.

lu  aeconlauee  witli  tlie  foregoing  proclamation, 
and  in  olieJience  to  piil)lic  sentiment,  lousiness 
was  entirely  suspended  tln'ougliont  tlie  city.  At 
twelve  o'clock,  tlie  Lour  appointed  for  the  funeral 
services  in  Washington,  nearly  all  the  churches 
were  opened  and  thronged  hy  devout  and  atten- 
tive audiences.  The  services  in  each  of  the 
churches  were  of  the  most  solemn  and  impressive 
order,  and,  to  many  of  the  audiences,  it  seemed  as 
if  the  funeral  Avas  actually  taking  place  before 
them.  The  heavy  mourning  draperies,  the  solemn 
requiems,  the  impressive  prayers,  the  eloquent  dis- 
courses, all  combined  to  render  the  scene  one  long 
to  l)e  remembered.  Thi'oughout  the  entire  day  a 
Sabbath  stillness  prevailed,  Ijroken  only  by  the 
solemn  tollino-  of  the  bells  and  the  firinir  of  minute 
guns,  as  the  hour  arrived  when  the  funeral  coi'tege 
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was  to  take  up  its  line  of  march  from  tlie  White 
House. 

The  following  day  (the  20th)  was  also  ol>served 
as  a  day  of  fostiug  and  huiuiliation.  Business  was 
again  almost  entirely  suspended,  and  many  of  the 
churches  were  opened  for  religious  services. 

On  Friday,  the  21st,  business  began  to  be  in  a 
measure  resumed.  The  stores  were  opened,  but 
still  but  little  business  was  actually  done,  except 
in  the  making  of  preparations  for  the  reception  of 
the  remains  in  this  city.  ]\Ieetings  of  various  socie- 
ties and  other  bodies  were  held,  and  approj^riate 
resolutions  adopted. 

The  Committee  appointed  at  the  meeting  of  the 
citizens  held  in  Wall  street  on  the  15th,  assembled 
at  the  Custom  House,  and  adopted  the  following 
resolutions :

^fSioU'frt,  Tliat  with  the  view  to  give  a  fitting  expression 
of  the  universal  sentiment  entertained  of  the  exalted  public 
character  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  and  the  excellence  of  his  per- 
sonal attributes,  the  follo^ving  programme  of  arrangements 
be  adopted : 
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1.  That  the  citizens  of  Xcw  York  and  Brooklya  engaged 
in  the  pursuits  of  commerce,  letters,  and  the  arts,  and  all 
industrial  professions,  be  rccjuested  to  assemble  at  Union 
square,  on  Fourteenth  street,  between  Broadway  and  Uni- 
versity place,  on  Tuesday,  the  2.5th  instant,  at  an  hour  to  be 
hereafter  named.

In  conformity  with  a  resolution  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Common  Council  appointed  to  make  arrangements  for  the 
solemnization  of  the  funeral  obsequies,  I,  C.  Godfrey  Gun- 
ther.  Mayor  of  the  city  of  New  York,  do  hereby  respect- 
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fully  request  the  people  thereof  to  suspend  their  regular 
avocations  on  Monday  and  Tuesday  next,  and  that  all  secu- 
lar business  cease.  Let  us  observe  these  days  with  a  deep 
sense  of  duty,  mindful  of  what  we  owe  to  the  dead  and  not 
forgetful  of  the  living;  and  while  expressing  our  sorrow  by 
every  symbol  of  mourning  and  all  the  pageantry  of  love,  let 
us  honor  the  dead  still  more  worthily  by  utterly  eradicating 
from  our  hearts  the  heathenish  and  atrocious  spirit  of  revenge 
— the  cause  of  the  heinous  deed  to  which  he  fell  a  victim — 
as  repugnant  to  the  maxims  of  religion  and  the  principles 
of  civilization,  on  wliich  social  order,  national  liberty,  and 
the  happiness  of  mankind  depend.

The  train  containino;  the  remains  of  the  late 
President,  left  the  Kensington  depot,  Philadelphia, 
at  a  few  minutes  before  four  o'eloek  on  the  morn- 
ing of  Monday,  the  24th.  The  train  consisted  of 
nine  elegant  cars,  all  approj^riately  decorated.  On 
reaching  the  State  line.  Governor  Parker,  of  New 
Jersey,  came  on  hoard,  accompanied  l>y  his  staff. 
As  the  train  passed  through  the  vari(nis  cities  on 
the  line  of  the  I'ailroad,  the  ])eople  tiu'ned  out  en. 
mas-se^  to  view  its  passage,  Avhile  l)ells  were  tolled 
and  minute-guns  were  fired.  At  Jersey  City  at 
an  early  hour  the  balconies  running  round  the 
interior  of  the  spacious  depot,  were  filled  with  spec- 
tators. The  depot  was  tastefully  dressed  in 
moui'ning,  arranged  in  diagonal  pattei'us  of  black 
and  white,  and  at  the  eastern  end  of  the  building- 
was  the  inscrijition  :

The  exterior  of  the  depot  was  also  draped,  and 
the  clock  was  stopped  at  twenty-two  minutes  past 
seven,  the  hour  at  which  the  President  died.  At 
tlie  western  end  of  the  depot,  close  to  the  entrance 
throu2:h  which  it  was  arransred  the  funeral  cortecre 
should  pass,  one  of  the  tracks  was  boarded  over 
from  platform  to  platform,  so  as  to  give  al)imdaut 
room  for  the  removal  of  tlie  body  from  the  funeral 
car,  while  the  platforms  were  guarded  by  detach- 
ments from  the  Second  and  Sixth  Regiments. 
Outside  the  depot,  at  every  place  along  the  track 
where  a  view  of  the  train  could  l)e  obtained,  the 
crowd  collected.  Among  the  earliest  official  arri- 
vals, were  Brigadier-General  Hatfield,  of  the  Hud- 
son Brigade,  and  lion.  Chauncey  M.  Depew, 
Secretary  of  State  for  New  York,  to  whom,  owing 
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to  the  iiuavoidable  absence  of  Governor  Fenton, 
was  deputed  tlie  task  of  receiving  tlie  body  in  the 
name  of  the  Empire  State.  Shortly  after  nine 
o'clock,  A-arious  New  Jersey  delegations  were 
admitted  to  the  depot,  and  also  several  German 
sino-inir  societies,  who  were  arrana;ed  alono;  one 
of  the  platforms. 

At  jirecisely  ten  o'clock,  the  sound  of  a  minute- 
gun  was  heard,  and  in  a  few  seconds  the  pilot 
engine  came  in  sight.  Then  every  head  was  un- 
covered as  the  train  entered  the  depot.  The  guard 
of  honor  and  other  officials  immediately  alighted, 
and  the  coffin  was  removed  from  the  funeral  car  by 
four  sergeants  of  the  Veteran  Reserve  Corps,  while 
the  choral  societies  commenced  to  chant  the  dirge 
known  as  "Integer  Vit;^."  A  body  guard  of 
twentj^-five  sergeants  of  the  Veteran  Reserve 
Corps  surrounded  the  coffin. 

Before  the  last  notes  of  the  funeral  dirsre  were 
ended,  the  coffin  was  raised  on  the  shoulders  of 
ten  stalwart  veterans,  and  the  order  of  procession 
was  formed. 

First  walked  General  Dix  and  General  Sand- 
ford  ;  next,  the  undertakers  and  General  Dix's 
staff;  then  came  the  corpse,  flanked  l)y  the  body 
guard,  with  drawn  swords,  and  followed  in  irregu- 
lar order,  by  the  various  officials  present. 
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jNIoviiig  (l(>\vn  tilt!  north  platforiu,  at  ^vhifli  tlie 
train  was  dra-\vu  iij),  toward  tin;  eastern  end  of 
the  building,  the  ]»r<)cession  wound  round  and 
ni()ve<I  uji  the  next  platform,  and  so  out  at  the 
western  entrance  of  the  dej^ot,  the  choral  societies, 
meanwhile,  singing  the  choral,  "Rest  in  the 
Grave."  At  the  entrance  of  the  depot  the  coffin 
was  deposited  in  the  hearse,  and  tlu^n,  in  solemn 
silence,  broken  only  by  the  l)Ooming  of  minute- 
guns,  and  the  tolling  of  the  bells,  the  procession 
moved  through  the  crowded  streets  of  Jersey  cit\-, 
to  the  ferry.  The  feri-y-1  )oat,  "  Jersey  Citj',"  ^vas  in 
readiness  to  transport  the  funeral  party  across  the 
river.  The  l)oat  ^vas  apjjropriately  dressed  in 
mourning.  Over  the  pilot  house  and  along  the 
cabins  were  stretched  folds  of  crape,  Avhile  the 
tlao-s  hiino;  at  half-mast  from  their  staffs.  On  1  ><  )ard 
the  boat  were  the  Mayor  and  Common  Coinicil  of 
New  York,  and  various  other  officials,  and  others. 

Looking  up  and  down  the  North  river  the  scene 
Avas  peculiarly  impressive,  as  the  "Jersey  City" 
slowly  crossed.  Far  as  the  eye  could  reach,  in 
eveiy  direction,  Avere  to  be  seen  the  silent  emblems 
of  a  nation's  grief,  in  the  mourning  devices  and 
half  mast  flags  which  were  everywhere  visible.  As 
the  "Jersey  City"  neared  her  wliarf  at  the  foot  of 
Desbrosses  street,  the  German  societies  on  l)oai'd 
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commenced  a  funeral  ode  from  the  first  IxKik  of 
Horace,  wliicli  Avas  I'endered  Avitli  solemn  effect. 
The  scene  at  tlie  foot  of  Des})rosses  street  was  most 
imposing.  Every  availalJe  sjtace  of  vision  in  the 
neighborhood  was  occn])ied  with  a.  dense  crowd, 
all  eyes  being  turned  toward  the  apijroaching 
steamer. 

The  Seventh  Regiment  National  (niard,  Colonel 
Emnu)ns  Clark,  which  liad  been  selected  as  the 
escort,  airived  on  the  ground  about  half-past  nine 
o'clock.  The  street,  from  its  conunencement  at  the 
ferry  to  its  junction  at  Hudson  street,  was  promjitly 
cleared,  and  the  space  kept  open  until  the  arrival 
of  the  funeral  party.  Inspector  Carpenter  was  also 
present  with  a  large  force  of  ])olicemen,  who  ren- 
dered efficient  service  in  maintaining  order. 

A  few  minutes  before  eleven  o'clock,  the  firing  of 
guns  and  the  tolling  of  l)ells  announced  the  near 
ap2)roach  of  the  "Jersey  City,"  and  -witliin  a  sliort 
time  thereafter  the  boat  glided  into  tiie  slij).  The 
Crerman  societies  from  Hoboken,  at  once  proceeded 
to  chant  another  funeral  ode,  while  tlie  prepara- 
tions A\'ere  made  for  the  landing  of  the  honored 
dead.  Colonel  Clai'k  conferred  with  General  Dix, 
immediately  u]ion  the  airival  of  the  boat,  and 
arranged  the  order  of  procession,  and,  on  his  I'eturn, 
.formed  his  regiment  into  a  hollow  square,  in  tlie 
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centre  of  Avliirli  it  was  intended  the  funeral  cortege 
should  march.  Everything  being  in  readiness,  the 
procession  started  from  the  boat  in  the  following 
order :

Tlie  liearse  was  of  very  neat  coiistniction :  the 
sides  and  Ijack  were  of  plate  glass,  and  on  tlie  to]i 
were  eight  lai'ge  plumes  of  l)lack  and  white  featli- 
ers.     Around  the  edge  of  the  roof  and  the  lower

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portion  of  tlie  l>ody  of  the  hearse,  Avere  Ainericaii 
flags  folded,  draped  in  mourning,  gracefully  fes- 
tooned, and  fastened  with  knots  of  white  and  l)lack 
ribbon.  It  was  drawn  by  six  gray  horses,  covered 
with  black  cloth,  each  horse  led  by  a  groom,  in 
mourning. 

The  I'oute  of  the  procession  was  up  Desbrosses 
street  to  Hudson ;  through  Hudson  to  Canal ; 
througli  Canal  to  Broadway ;  and  thence,  down 
Broadway,  to  the  Park. 

All  along  the  route  every  availalde  point  Avas 
densely  crowded,  all  revei'eutly  uncovering  as  the 
hearse  passed  along. 

Hours  before  the  arrival  of  the  procession,  the 
crowd  began  to  gather  in  the  City  Hall  Park, 
along  Broadway  and  Chatham  street,  and  in  and 
on  the  buildings  overlooking  the  plaza  in  front  of 
the  City  Hall. 

At  the  time  of  the  appearance  of  the  procession 
at  the  City  Hall,  at  least  twenty  thousand  persons 
were  assembled  in  tluj  innnediate  neiijhboi'hood. 
AVhile  awaiting  the  arrival  of  the  procession,  a 
number  of  German  sino;ini«;  bands  were  marched 
into  the  open  space  l)efore  the  Hall,  and  arranged 
on  either  side  of  the  entrance,  prepared  to  sing  a 
re(piieni  to  the  dead. 

The  procession  entered  the  Park  al)out  half-past 
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eleveu  o'clock,  and  tlie  hearse  stopped  before  the 
entrance  to  the  Hall.  The  cofSn  Avas  immediately 
taken  from  the  hearse  and  carried  up  the  stairs 
to  the  catafalque  jirepared  for  its  reception,  while 
the  singing  societies  performed  two  appropriate 
dirges. 

The  interior  of  the  City  Hall  Avas  decorated 
with  much  taste.  No  trace  of  the  architecture  was 
to  he  seen  in  the  rotunda.  Niche  and  dome,  bal- 
ustrade and  paneling,  were  all  veiled.  From  the 
dome  to  the  base  there  Avas  a  wall  of  crape, 
relieved  l)y  shrouded  ensigns  and  semi-circidar 
folds  of  paramatta.  All  these  were  arched  T)y  fes- 
toons, \vdiich  fell  gracefully  over  the  combined  dis- 
play of  flags  and  mourning.  Across  the  d()me  a 
black  curtain  was  drawn,  and  the  rays  of  light 
thus  conducted  fell  subdued  u])on  the  sad  and 
imposing  S2')eetacle. 

The  catafalque  upon  Avhieh  the  remains  were 
deposited,  was  erected  in  the  wide  space  opposite 
the  principal  entrance  to  the  Governor's  Room.  Its 
form  Avas  square,  surmounted  by  a  Gothic  arch, 
from  Avhich  graceful  folds  of  crape,  ornamented  Ijy 
festoons  of  silver  lace  and  cords  and  tassels,  fell 
over  the  curtained  pillars.  An  eagle  surmounte(I 
the  whole;  beneath  it,  a  bust  of  the  deceased  Pres- 
ident; on  either  side,  a  jiair  <)f  Roman  urns.     The 
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interior  of  the  canopy  was  in  graceful  liarinony 
M'itli  the  exterior.  The  frontal  arch,  as  it  met  tlu; 
l:)lack  ceiling  of  the  catafalque,  was  relieved  l)y  a 
lining  of  lilack  silk.  The  ceiling  was  formed  of 
fluted  folds  of  velvet  fretted  "with  silver  stars. 
Beneatli  the  canopy  were  Lasts  of  Washington, 
Jackson,  Wcl)ster,  and  Clay.  The  remains  rested 
on  a  pall  a  short  distance  from  the  floor. 

The  coffin  having  been  deposited  on  the  cata- 
falque, the  lid  was  I'emoved,  and  the  various  offi- 
cials present  2>tii'iiiitted  to  gaze  upon  the  remains 
of  their  deceased  President.  These  having  retired, 
pivparations  were  made  to  admit  the  public  gcner- 
all\-.  Visitors  were  admitted  to  the  Park  throucrli 
the  gate  near  the  Register's  office ;  tlience,  passing 
throu'di  the  eastern  T)asement  door  of  the  Citv 
Ilall,  two  abreast;  and  thence,  along  the  corridors, 
to  the  circulai'  stairs  in  the  rotunda;  thence,  up 
those  stairs,  turning  to  the  right,  passing  in  front 
of  the  catafalque ;  thence,  down  and  out  through 
tlie  I'ear  door  of  the  City  Ilall.  Tliose  provided 
with  tickets  \vei-e  admitted  through  the  western 
basement  door,  and  passed  on  the  opposite  side  of 
the  catafahpie.  The  remains,  while  in  the  City 
Ilall,  wei'e  surrounded  by  a  guard  of  honor,  in 
com])liance  Avith  the  following  order  of  Genei'al 
Dix :

During  the  entire  time  tlie  remains  tluis  lay  in 
state,  a  ceaseless  throng  of  visitors  were  admitted 
to  view  the  l)ody,  while  many  thousands  were 
turned  away  unal)le  to  obtain  admittance.  All 
classes  of  our  citizens,  the  old  and  the  young,  the 
rich  and  the  poor,  without  distinction  of  color  or 
sex,  mingled  in  the  silent  procession  that  passed 
reverently  before  the  bier.  As  night  came  on  the 
scene  grew  more  impressive.  The  heavy  draping 
of  the  rotunda  caused  the  light  from  the  chandeliers 
to  assume  a  sickly  glare,  as  it  was  reflected  from  the 
silver  ornaments  of  the  coffin  and  catafalque,  on 
the  faces  of  the  passing  crowd. 

The  concourse,  notwithstanding  the  immense 
number  which  had  passed  during  the  day,  was  at 
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its  greatest  about  luiduiglit.  As  the  clock  tolled 
the  hour  of  twelve,  the  members  of  the  German 
siuglng  societies,  who  had  taken  their  places  in  the 
corridor,  commenced  a  solemn  dirge.  Heard  from 
the  neigh l)orh()<)d  of  the  catafalque,  the  sound  had 
a  most  thrilling  eftect.  The  chorus  consisted  of 
about  seventy  voices.  Tlic  clubs  represented  were 
the  Quartette,  of  Hoboken,  the  German  Concordia, 
and  Harinonia. 

On  careful  calculations  made  as  to  the  number 
of  2)«i"sons  passing  the  bier,  it  AV^as  found  that  on 
an  average  about  eighty  persons  passed  in  a  min- 
ute; that  is,  forty  on  either  side.  This  would 
allow  for  the  entire  number  during  the  twenty- 
four  hours,  not  far  from  a  hundred  and  twenty 
thousand. 

As  the  morning  of  Tuesday,  the  i?.jth,  dawned, 
the  whole  city  resounded  with  the  busy  notes  of 
preparation  for  the  funeral  obsequies.  It  is  need- 
less to  say  that  all  ordinary  l)usiness  was  suspend- 
ed ;  for  on  tliis  day  the  Emjiire  City  was  to  pay 
its  last  tribute  of  respect  to  the  memory  of  the 
martyr  President. 

The  following  is  the  order  of  procession,  as 
arranged  by  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Common 
Council,  together  with  the  various  orders  relating 
thereto : 
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The  proecssiou  will  inovc  i'rom  the  City  Hall  at  one  o'clock, 
P.M.,  precisely,  and  will  proceed  up  Broadway  to  Fourteenth 
street ;  through  Fourteenth  street  to  Fifth  avenue ;  up  Fifth 
avenue  to  Thirty-fourth  street ;  through  Thirty-fourth  street 
to  Xinth  avenue,  to  the  Hudson  Kiver  Railroad  dejiot. 

The  arrangements  of  the  day  will  be  under  the  direction 
of  the  Grand  Marshal. 

The  several  persons  having  charge  of  the  church  and  fire- 
alarm  bells  in  the  city  will  cause  the  same  to  be  tolled  from 
the  hour  of  one,  p.m.,  until  the  close  of  the  ])rocession. 
The  owners  and  masters  of  vessels  in  the  liarlior,  and  the 
proprietors  of  the  various  public  buildings  in  the  city,  will 
disjday  their  colors  at  half-mast  from  sunrise  to  sunset. 

Our  fc'llow-citizens  will  close  their  several  places  of  Itusi- 
ness  during  the  moving  of  the  procession.  They  will  also, 
whether  in  the  procession  or  not,  wear  the  regular  badge  of 
mourning  on  the  left  arm. 

The  several  orders,  societies,  associations,  trades,  and 
other  bodies,  will  assemble  at  such  places  as  they  may 
respectively  select,  and  repair  to  the  places  of  rendezvous 
at  twelve  o'clock,  m. 

The  owners  ami  proprietors  of  all  public  and  licensed  car- 
riages and  vehicles  will  withdraw  the  same  from  the  streets 
through  which  the  procession  is  to  jiass,  after  the  hour  of 
twelve  o'clock,  sr. 

The  owners  of  private  carriages  and  vehicles  will  also 
conform  to  the  wishes  of  the  Committee  in  this  respect. 

No  carriages  or  vehicles  of  any  kind  will  be  allowed  in 
the  body  of  the  procession. 

The  streets  through  which  the  procession  will  pass  is 
reserved  from  curb  to  curb  for  the  funeral  corteffe.

H.  Holbrook, 
Andrew  Barstow,  Ambrose  K.  Striker,  and  James  L.  Prie«, 
are  liereby  appointed  Aids  to  the  Marshal,  and  will  be 
respected  and  obeyed  accordingly. 
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2.  Each  organization  assigned  to  this  division  is  consti- 
tuted a  battalion,  and  will  be  under  the  command  of  its 
own  President  or  chief  officer. 

3.  The  division  will  form  in  Centre  street,  right  resting 
on  Reade  street,  at  twelve  o'clock,  precisely. 

4.  The  American  Protestant  Association,  the  Working- 
men's  Union  Delegation,  and  the  societies  composing  the 
Workingmen's  Union,  will  enter  Centre  street  through 
Canal  street.  The  rest  of  the  division  will  enter  Centre 
street  through  Grand  street.  The  various  battalions  will 
arrive  at  Centre  street  at  three-quarters  past  eleven  o'clock, 
and,  as  they  arrive,  their  commandants  will  halt  them  and 
report  in  person  to  the  Marshal.

Loiiij  Lefore  tlie  Lour  announced  for  tlie  movius 
of  the  procession,  every  available  jioint  of  vision  on 
tlie  route  was  occupied  by  tlie  people.  Such  a 
gathering  was  never  seen  in  the  streets  of  New 
York  before. 

The  various  divisions  of  tlie  procession  arrived 
punctually  on  the  ground  and  took  the  positions 
assigned  them  by  the  programme. 

At  twelve  o'clock  precisely,  the  gates  of  the  City 
Hall  were  closed,  and  the  necessary  preparations 
made  for  the  removal  of  the  remains,  and  at  one 
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o'clock  the  coffin  was  lifted  from  the  catafalque 
and  borne  on  the  shoulders  of  the  veterans,  to  the 
funeral  car  in  waiting  at  the  door  of  the  City  Hall. 
The  funei'al  car  was  an  elegant  piece  of  '\\-ork- 
manship.  The  main  platform  was  fourteen  feet 
long,  eight  feet  wide,  and  fifteen  feet  one  incli  in 
height.  On  this  platform,  which  was  five  feet  from 
the  ground,  was  a  dais,  six  inches  in  height,  on 
which  the  coffin  rested.  Al)()ve  the  dais  was  an 
elegant  canopy,  supported  by  four  columns,  curv- 
ing upward  at  the  centre,  and  surmounted  l)y  a 
miniature  Temple  of  Liberty.  The  jilatform  was 
covered  -with  black  cloth,  \vhich  fell  at  the  sides 
nearly  to  the  ground,  and  was  edged  with  silver 
l)ullion  frino-e ;  festoons  of  black  cloth  also  huno; 
from  the  sides,  festooned  \vith  silver  stars,  and 
also  edged  with  silver  l)ullion.  Tlie  canopy  Avas 
trimmed  in  like  manner,  with  black  cloth  festooned 
and  spangled  with  silver  l)ullion,  the  corners  sur- 
mounted by  rich  plumes  of  l)lack  and  white  feath- 
ers. At  the  l>ase  of  each  column  were  three 
American  flags,  slightly  inclined,  festooned  and 
covered  with  crape.  The  Temple  of  Liberty  was 
represented  as  deserted,  having  no  emblems  of  any 
kind  in  or  around  it,  except  a  small  flag  on  tlie  toj) 
at  half-mast.  The  inside  of  the  car  was  lined  with 
white  satin,  fluted.     From  the  centre  of  the  roof 
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was  suspended  a  large  eagle  witli  outspread  wings, 
Laving  in  its  talons  a  laurel  wreatli.  The  jilatform 
around  tlie  coffin  was  strewed  Avitli  flowers.  The 
car  was  drawn  1)y  sixteen  gray  horses,  covered  with 
black  cloth  trimmings,  each  led  by  a  groom. 

At  the  appointed  hour,  the  procession  began  to 
move  in  order  previously  designated,  the  rear  being 
closed  by  a  large  detachment  of  our  colored  citizens, 
bearing  T)anuers  with  the  following  inscriptions:

The  jirocession  in  numl>ers,  and  indeed  in  every 
respect,  far  exceeded  anything  of  the  kind  ever  be- 
fore seen  in  our  city.  It  occupied  about  four  hours 
in  passing  any  given  point,  and  must  have  contained 
at  least  fifty  thousand  people.  Nev^er  before  had 
our  citizen  soldiers  appeared  with  fuller  ranks  or 
in  better  order,  or  had  our  civic  and  other  societies 
appeared  to  better  advantage.  But  how  diftei'ent 
fi'om  ordinary  processions !  There  was  no  cheering, 
no  waving  of  flags,  no  clapping  of  hands,  no  lively 
strains  of  martial  music.  Instead  of  these  were 
substituted  emblems  of  sorrow  and  lamentation. 
Slowly  the  procession  moved  along,  the    silence 
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broken  only  ])y  tlie  sound  of  the  solemn  dirges, 
tlie  tolling  of  the  bells,  and  the  heavy  booming  of 
the  minute-guns.  As  the  funeral  oar  moved  l)y, 
every  head  was  uncovered  in  that  vast  crowd,  and 
all  boweil  in  reverence  as  they  cast  their  last  glance 
upon  the  casket  containing  the  precious  remains. 
In  addition  to  the  decorations  of  Broadway, 
which  have  l)een  previously  described,  there  was 
erected,  at  Union  scpiare,  a  handsome  marble  mon- 
ument, surmounted  1  >y  Yolk's  bust  of  Lincoln,  the 
corners  displaying  immorteVe-s,  and  on  the  four  sides 
of  the  vase  the  following  insoriptious

AVIicii  the  head  of  the  procession  readied  the 
Hudson  River  Railroad  depot,  the  military  formed 
in  line  on  the  side  of  the  street,  and  the  funeral  car 
passed  on  t(j  the  entrance  of  the  depot,  when  the 
coffin  Avas  removed  to  th  >  train,  which  left  at  the 
appointed  time,  and  long  liefore  the  end  of  the 
procession  reached  the  terminus,  the  train  was  far 
on  its  way  toward  Albany.

At  the  close  of  tlie  municipal  procession,  tlie 
Citizens'  Committee,  witli  tlieir  guests,  under  tlie 
direction  of  IMr.  P.  M.  Wetmore  and  Mr.  S.  Sloan, 
assembled  at  Union  Square,  in  the  2iresence  of  a 
large  concourse  of  people.  Mr.  Blodgett  announced 
Hon.  John  A.  King,  as  President  of  tlie  meeting. 
Governor  King  introduced  Reverend  Stephen  II. 
Tyng,  D.D.,  who  offered  tlie  following 

g  r  Ji  a  f  V  : 

I  am  the  Resurrection  and  the  Life,  saith  the 
Lord;  he  that  believeth  in  Me,  though  he  were 
dead,  yet  shall  he  live,  and  whosoever  liveth  and 
believeth  in  Me  shall  never  die.  I  know  that  my 
Redeemer  liveth,  and  that  He  shall  stand  at  the  lat- 
ter day  upon  the  earth,  and  though,  after  my  skin, 
worms  destroy  this  l»ody,  yet  in  my  flesh  shall  I 
see  God,  ^vh()m  I  shall  see  for  myself,  and  mine 
eyes  shall  liehold  and  not  another.  We  brought 
nothing  into  this  woi'ld,  and  it  is  certain  we  can 
carry  nothing  out.  The  Lord  gave,  the  Loi'd 
hath  taken  away;  l.)lessed  l)e  the  Name  of  the 
Lord. 

O  God,  who  art   the  God  of  the   spirits   of  all 
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flesh,  in  wliose  haml  our  Itreatli  is  and  ^liose  are 
all  our  ways,  in  Thine  infinite  wisdom  Thou  hast 
seen  Avell  to  take  away  the  desire  of  our  eyes 
with  a  stroke,  the  anointed  of  tlie  Lord  and  the 
faithful  choice  of  a  loving  people,  under  whose 
shado\v  we  hoped  and  desired  to  dwell  l>efore 
Thee.  We  l)OW  l)efore  Thy  righteous  Avill  with 
deep  humiliation,  submission,  confidence,  and 
faith.  We  revere  and  acknowledge  Tliee  as  the 
High  and  Lofty  One  who  inhabitest  eternity,  whose 
name  is  Holy,  with  whom  is  no  varial)leness, 
neither  shadow  of  turning.  We  look  up  to  Thee 
as  a  Father  of  infinite  tenderness,  reconciling  us 
unto  Thyself  in  Thy  dear  Son ;  and  as  a  father 
pitieth  his  own  children,  so  to  have  compassion 
on  all  them  that  fear  Thee.  We  confess  Thee  as 
the  Saviour  and  defense  of  Thy  people.  Who  hast 
])ut  away  their  sins  l)y  an  infinite  sacrifice,  and  as 
far  as  the  east  is  from  the  Avest,  and  rememberest 
our  iniquity  no  more.  We  acknowledge  Tlieethis 
day  the  God  of  all  comfort  and  consolation.  Whose 
gracious  command  in  Tliy  word  is,  "  Comfort  ye, 
comfort  ye  my  people,  saitli  your  God;  cry  imto 
them  that  their  Avarfare  is  accomplished  and  their 
iniquity  is  pardoned."  O  God,  we  would  bow 
Avith  deep  humility  before  the  righteousness  of 
Tliv  will,  and  Avith  unfeigned  gratitude  acknoAvl- 
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edge  the  fullness  uf  Thy  grace.  A  mouruiug  aud 
bereaved  people  gather  together  at  Thy  feet ;  we 
would  c-ome  with  the  deepest  feeling  of  thankful- 
ness for  that  Avhich  Thou  hast  given  and  that 
which  Thou  hast  taken  away.  We  bless  Thee 
for  all  the  influence,  example,  wisdom,  and  fidelity 
of  the  loved  and  exalteil  ruler  whom  Thou  didst 
set  over  us,  and  whom  Thou  hast  now  taken  to 
Thyself  We  praise  Thee  that  thou  hast  made 
him  the  instrument  of  saving  this  nation  from 
overthrow  and  ruin;  that  Thou  hast  made  him 
Thine  agent  in  sulxluing  a  rebellion  terrific  and 
atrocious,  Avhose  condemnation  is  recorded  ])\-  Thee. 
We  bless  Thee  that  Thou  hast  spoken  peace  bv 
him  to  the  o})pressed  and  sufiering,  proclaiming 
liberty  to  those  held  in  bondage,  and  bidding  mil- 
lions of  the  helpless  and  despairing  lift  up  their 
heads  with  joy  among  Thy  people.  We  thank 
Thee  for  the  remembrance  of  all  his  fidelitv  in 
gov^ernment,  ruling  in  equity  as  the  morning  which 
risetli  without  a  cloud;  and  for  all  that  meekness 
and  gentleness,and  faithfulness  and  h  )ve,which  were 
so  attractive  and  so  conspicuous  in  his  example. 
And  while  with  the  deepest  sense  of  our  loss  we 
bow,  as  bereaved  and  mourning  ones,  at  Thy  feet, 
with  the  most  luunble  thankfulness  for  all  that  the 
nation  has  gained  through  his  Instrumentality  and 
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feithfuluess,  we  adore  and  glorify  Tliy  name.  We 
meet  tlirougliout  this  land  to-day  in  tlie  s])irit  of 
accordant  .supplication  and  ]>raisc.  AVe  implore 
Tliy  Idessing  upon  tliis  whole  natii)n,  that  this 
chastisement,  painful  and  mysterious  as  it  appears, 
may  be  Thine  instrument  for  luiiting  this  pe()j)le 
in  bonds  of  fellowship  and  love,  and  bringing  the 
hearts  of  all  in  full  aecoi-d  in  the  support  of  the 
government  which  thou  hast  set  over  us,  and  in 
seeking  the  things  which  make  foi-  peace,  and  the 
things  wherel)y  one  may  edify  another.  We  jiray 
that  in  the  midst  of  Thy  judgments  this  whole 
nation  may  learn  righteousness.  AVe  implore  Thy 
gracious  blessing  upon  the  sorrowing  and  the  suf- 
fering, uj)on  the  wt>anded  and  the  T)ereaved  who 
have  given  their  joy  on  earth,  their  health  in  early 
life,  as  a  service  and  sacrifice  for  their  fidelity  to  us 
and  their  ol)edience  to  Thee.  We  unite  in  supplica- 
tion for  Thy  blessing  upon  the  \vido\v  and  the  ta- 
therless,  Avho  stood  in  the  tenderest  relations  to  our 
honored  and  exalted  ruler;  and  while  from  them, 
as  from  us.  Thou  has  hidden  lover  and  friend  in 
dai'kness,  we  implore  Thee  to  be  the  everlasting 
Ruler  of  this  ])eople,  and  make  them  to  remember 
and  feel  that  the  Most  High  ordereth  all  things 
among  the  nations  of  the  earth,  putting  down  one 
and  setting  up  another.    We  imjilore  Thy  lilessing 
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upon  liim  wlioni,  iu  titiue  own  jiroviileiiee,  Tliou 
hast  exalted  to  he  tlie  present  ruler  of  this  nation. 
Guard  Ills  valued  life  fi-om  dutwanl  vi( deuce  and 
fi-om  fear  of  wrono;,  o-uide  bini  1)V  tliine  own  wis- 
dom  and  judgment,  and  succor  and  defend  Lini 
by  thine  own  jjrotecting  power.  Give  him  A^-ise 
and  faithful  counselors  wlio  shall  couiliine  to  rule 
this  people  in  eipiity  and  tnitli ;  j»rosj)er  all  their 
efforts  for  a  speedy,  stal)le,  and  righteous  peace 
throuiihout  tliis  nation. 

O  God  I  in  tlie  sorrow  of  this  day  hasten  the 
coming  liour  when  this  })eo])le  shall  desire  to  learn 
war  no  more;  when  they  shall  s])eak  peace  to  all 
the  nations  of  the  earth;  and  Xoitli  and  South, 
East  ami  West,  dwelling  in  concord  and  harmony, 
Ave  shall  lie  one  ])eople,  kno\vn  1>y  one  name  and 
feeling,  and  that  we  have  one  interest  forever.  »Set 
uj)  Thj'  glorious  Gospel  thi'ough  all  this  land  ; 
make  it  Emanuel's  land  ;  and  as  Thou  wast  our 
fathers'  God,  lie  Tliou  our  God  and  the  God  of  our 
seed  afterward,  from  generation  to  generation, 
through  successive  Presidents  of  fidelity,  useful- 
ness, and  honor  ;  that  this  people  may  be  a  pros- 
pered people,  a  thankful  people,  a  useful  people,  a 
holy  people,  under  Thy  Government  and  by  Thy 
blessing.  And  this  day  we  ask  that  for  all  the 
nations  of  the  earth  a  dominion  of  righteousness 
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and  jieaoe — thine  everlasting  domiuioii — may  1)6 
set  up,  and  tlie  kingdoms  of  the  woi'ld  may  l)eeome 
tlie  kino'dom  of  our  Loi'd  and  of  His  Christ.  Meet 
us,  sanctify  us,  and  bless  us  as  we  are  here  to- 
gether;  and  in  the  s})irit  of  filial  gratitude  and 
humility  teach  us  to  unite  in  using  those  precious 
words  of  our  Divine  Redeemer  :  Our  Father,  who 
art  in  heaven,  hallowed  l»e  Thy  name;  Thy  king- 
dom come ;  Thy  Avill  l)e  done  on  earth,  as  it  is  in 
heaven  ;  give  us  this  day  our  daily  bread,  and  for- 
give lis  our  trespasses,  as  we  forgive  those  who 
trespass  against  us ;  and  lead  us  not  into  tempta- 
tion, l)ut  deliver  lis  from  evil ;  for  thine  is  the 
kingdom,  and  the  power,  and  the  glory,  for  ever 
and  ever.     Amen.

Hon.  George  Bancroft  tlien  pronouuced  the 
Oration,  as  follows : 

Our  grief  and  horror  at  the  crime  Avhich  has 
clothed  the  continent  in  mourning,  find  no  adequate 
expression  in  words,  and  no  relief  in  tears.  The 
President  of  the  United  States  of  America  has 
fallen  by  the  hands  of  an  assassin.  Neither  the 
office  with  which  he  was  invested  l>y  the  approved 
choice  of  a  mighty  peojile,  nor  the  most  simple- 
hearted  kindliness  of  nature,  could  save  him  fi-om 
the  fiendish  passions  of  relentless  fanaticism.  The 
wailings  of  the  millions  attend  his  remains  as  they 
are  borne  in  solemn  procession  over  our  great 
rivers,  along  the  seaside,  beyond  the  mountains, 
across  the  prairie,  to  their  i-esting-place  in  the  Val- 
ley of  the  Mississippi.  His  funeral  knell  vibrates 
through  the  world,  and  the  friends  of  fi-eedom  of 
every  tongue  and  in  every  clime  are  his  mourners. 

Too  few  days  have  passed  a\vay  since  Abraham 
Lincoln  stood  in  the  flush  of  vis^orous  manhood,  to 
permit  any  attempt  at  an  analysis  of  his  character 
or  an  exposition  of  his  career.  We  find  it  hard  to 
believe  that  his  large  eyes,  which  in  their  softness 
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aud  beauty  expressed  notliiug  Imt  Ijeuevolence  and 
gentleness,  are  closed  in  death  ;  ^ve  almost  look  for 
the  ])leasant  smile  that  liroiight  out  more  vividly 
the  earnest  cast  of  his  features,  ^vhicll  were  serious 
even  to  sadness.  _  A  few  years  ago  he  Avas  a  village 
attorney,  engaged  in  the  sui)port  of  a  rising  family, 
unkno^vn  to  fame,  scarcely  named  beyond  his 
neio-hborhood;  his  administration  made  him  the 
most  conspicuous  man  in  his  country,  and  drew  on 
him  first  the  astonished  gaze,  and  then  the  respect 
and  admiration  of  the  world. 

Those  who  come  after  us  will  decide  how  much 
of  the  Avonderful  results  of  his  public  career  is  due 
to  his  own  good  common  sense,  his  shi'ewd  sagacity, 
readiness  of  wit,  fpiick  interpretation  of  the  })ul»lic 
mind,  his  rare  combination  of  fixedness  and  pliancy, 
his  steady  tendency  of  purpose;  how  much  to  the 
American  people,  who,  as  he  walked  with  them 
side  by  side,  inspired  him  with  their  own  Avisdom 
and  energy ;  and  how  much  to  the  overruling  laws 
of  the  moral  world,  by  which  the  selfishness  of  evil 
is  made  to  defeat  itself  But  after  every  allowance, 
it  will  remain  that  members  of  the  government 
which  preceded  his  administration  opened  the 
gates  to  treason,  and  he  closed  them ;  that  when 
he  went  to  AVashiniirton  the  ijround  on  Avhich  he 
trod  shook  under  his  feet,  aud  he  left  the  repul)lic 


on  a  solid  fouiidation ;  tliat  traitors  had  seized 
public  forts  and  arsenals,  and  lie  recovered  them 
for  the  United  States,  to  wlioni  the^^  belonged; 
that  the  capital,  which  he  fonnd  the  abode  of 
slaves,  is  now  the  home  only  of  the  free  ;  that  the 
boundless  pul>lic  domain  which  was  grasped  at, 
and,  in  a  great  measure,  held  for  the  ditfusiou  of 
slavery,  is  now  irrevocably  devoted  to  freedom; 
that  tlien  men  talked  a  jargon  of  a  balance  of 
power  in  a  republic  between  slave  States  and  free 
States,  and  now  the  foolish  words  are  l>lown  away 
forever  by  the  lireath  of  Maryland,  Missouri,  and 
Tennessee  ;  that  a  terrible  cloud  of  political  heresy 
rose  from  the  al)yss,  threatening  to  hide  the  light 
of  the  sun,  and  under  its  darkness  a  rebellion  was 
growing  into  indefinable  proportions;  no-w  the 
atmosj^here  is  purer  than  ever  before,  and  the 
insurrection  is  vanishing  away  ;  the  country  is  cast 
into  another  mould,  and  the  gigantic  system  of 
wronsx,  Avhich  had  been  the  work  of  more  than  two 
centuries,  is  dashed  down,  we  hope  forever.  And 
as  to  himself,  jDersonally  :  he  was  then  scoffed  at 
by  the  proud  as  unfit  for  his  station,  and  now 
against  the  usage  of  later  years  and  in  spite  of 
numerous  competitors  he  was  the  unbiased  and  the 
undoubted  choice  of  the  American  people  for  a 
second  term  of  service.     Through  all  the  mad  busi- 
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ness  of  treason  lie  retained  tlie  sweetness  of  a  most 
placable  disposition  ;  and  tlie  slaughter  of  myriads 
of  the  V)est  on  the  l)attle-fiel(l,  an<l  the  more  terri- 
ble destruction  of  our  men  in  captivity  l)y  the 
slow  torture  of  exposure  and  starvation,  had  never 
been  able  to  j^i'ovoke  him  into  harljoring  one 
vengeful  feeling  or  one  pui'pose  of  cruelty. 

How  shall  the  nation  most  completely  show  its 
sorrow  at  Mr.  Lincoln's  death  ?  How  shall  it  Itest 
honor  his  memory  ?  There  can  be  but  one  answer. 
He  was  struck  down  when  he  was  highest  in  its 
service,  and  in  strict  conformity  with  duty  was 
engaged  in  carrying  out  principles  aifecting  its  life, 
its  good  name,  and  its  relations  to  the  cause  of 
freedom  and  the  |)rogress  of  mankind.  Grief  must 
take  the  character  of  action,  and  breathe  itself 
forth  in  the  assertion  of  the  policy  to  which  he  fell 
a  victim.  The  standard  which  he  held  in  his  hand 
must  be  uplifted  again  higher  and  more  firmly 
than  l)efore,  and  must  be  eari'ied  on  to  triumph. 
Above  everything  else,  his  proclamation  of  the 
first  day  of  January,  18G?>,  declaring  throughout 
the  jiarts  of  the  country  in  rebellion,  the  freedom 
of  all  persons  who  liad  been  held  as  slaves,  must 
be  aflirmed  and  maintained. 

Events,  as  they  rolled  onward,  have  removed 
every  doul^t  of  the  legality  and  binding  force  of 
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that  proclamation.  The  country  and  the  rel>el 
government  have  each  laid  claim  to  the  public 
service  of  the  slave,  and  yet  but  one  of  the  two 
can  have  a  riw'htful  claim  to  such  service.  That 
rightful  claim  belonijs  to  the  United  States,  because 
every  one  1)orn  on  their  stiil,  with  the  few  excep- 
tions of  the  children  of  travelers  and  transient 
residents,  owes  them  a  priniai'v  allegiance.  Every 
one  so  T)orn  has  been  counted  among  those  rep- 
resented in  Congress;  every  slave  has  ever  l:>een 
represented  in  Congi'ess ;  imperfectly  and  wi-ongly 
it  may  1)0 — but  still  has  been  counted  and  repre- 
sented. The  slave  born  on  our  soil  always  owed 
allegiance  to  the  Geuei-al  Government.  It  may  in 
time  past  have  been  a  (pialified  allegiance,  mani- 
fested through  his  master,  as  the  allegiance  of  a 
ward  through  its  guardian,  or  of  an  infant  through 
its  parent.  But  when  the  master  Ijecame  false  to 
his  allecriance,  the  slave  stood  face  to  face  with  his 
country ;  and  his  allegiance,  which  may  before 
have  l)een  a  (pialifled  one,  became  direct  and  im- 
mediate. His  chains  fell  oft',  and  he  rose  at  once 
in  the  presence  of  the  nation,  bound,  like  the  rest 
of  us,  to  its  defense.  Mr.  Lincoln's  proclamation 
did  but  take  notice  of  the  ali'eady  existing  right 
of  the  1)ondman  to  freedom.  The  treason  of  the 
master  made  it  a  public  crime  tor  the  slave  to  con- 
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timu'  Ids  ol)edieuce;  the  treason  of  a  State  set  free 
the  collective  lioiidiiicii  of  that  State. 

This  doctrine  is  supported  1jy  the  analogy  of 
precedents.  In  the  times  of  feudalism  tlie  treason 
of  the  lord  of  the  manor  dejirived  him  of  liis  serfs; 
the  s])urious  feudalism  that  existed  among  us 
diflers  in  many  respects  from  the  feuelalism  of  the 
middle  ages,  but  so  far  the  precedent  runs  parallel 
witli  the  present  case  ;  for  treason  the  master  then, 
for  treason  the  master  now,  loses  his  slaves. 

Ill  the  middle  ages  the  sovereign  a])pointed 
another  lortl  over  the  serfs  and  the  land  which 
they  cultivated ;  in  our  day  the  sovereign  makes 
them  masters  of  their  own  persons,  lords  over 
themselves. 

It  has  heen  said  that  Ave  are  at  war,  and  that 
emanci]>ation  is  not  a  lielligerent  light.  The  ol>- 
jectioii  disa2:)pears  before  analysis.  In  a  war 
between  independent  powers  the  invading  foreigner 
invites  to  his  standard  all  who  will  give  him  aid, 
whether  bond  or  free,  and  he  rewards  them  accord- 
ing to  his  ability  and  his  pleasure,  with  gifts  or 
freedom;  l)ut  when  at  peace,  he  withdraws  from 
the  invaded  country,  he  must  take  his  aiders  and 
conifortei's  with  him ;  or  if  he  leaves  them  behind, 
where  he  has  no  court  to  enforce  his  decrees,  he 
can  ifive  them  no  security,  unless  it  be  by  the 


stipulations  of  a  treat}'.  In  a  t-ivil  war  it  is  alto- 
gether ditferent.  There,  when  reljellion  is  crushed, 
the  old  government  is  restored,  and  its  courts 
resume  their  jurisdiction.  So  it  is  with  us;  the 
United  States  have  courts  of  their  own,  that  must 
j)unish  the  guilt  of  treason  and  vindicate  the  free- 
dom of  persons  whom  the  ftict  of  rebellion  has  set 
free. 

Nor  may  it  be  said,  that  because  slavery  existed 
in  most  of  the  States  when  the  Union  was  formed, 
it  cannot  rightly  be  interfered  Avith  now.  A 
change  has  taken  place,  such  as  Madison  foresaw, 
and  for  which  he  pointed  out  the  remedy.  The 
constitutions  of  States  had  l)een  transformed  before 
the  plotters  of  treason  carried  them  away  into 
rebellion.  When  the  federal  Constitution  -was 
framed,  general  emancipation  was  thought  to  be 
near;  and  everywhere  the  respective  legislatures 
had  authority,  in  the  exercise  of  their  ordinary 
functions,  to  do  away  with  slavery.  Since  that 
time  the  attempt  has  been  made  in  what  are  called 
slave  States,  to  render  the  condition  of  slavery 
perpetual  ;  and  events  have  proved  with  the  clear- 
ness of  demonstration,  that  a  constitution  whicli 
seeks  to  continue  a  caste  of  hereditary  l>oudmen 
through  endless  generations,  is  inconsistent  -with 
the  existence  of  rei^ublican  institutions.

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So,  then,  the  new  President  and  the  ])eople  of 
the  United  States  mnst  insist  that  the  proclama- 
tion of  freedom  sliall  stand  as  a  reality.  And, 
moreover,  the  people  must  never  cease  to  insist 
that  the  Constitution  shall  be  so  amended  as 
utterly  to  prohibit  slavery  on  any  ])art  of  our  soil 
for  evermore. 

Alas !  that  a  State  in  our  vicinity  should  with- 
hold its  assent  to  this  last  beneficent  measure  ;  its 
refusal  ^vas  an  encouragement  to  our  enemies  et^ual 
to  the  gain  of  a  pitched  battle;  and  delays  the 
only  hopeful  method  of  jiacification.  The  removal 
of  the  cause  of  the  rel^ellion  is  not  only  demanded 
by  justice  ;  it  is  the  policy  of  mercy,  making  room 
for  a  wider  clemency  ;  it  is  the  pai't  of  order  against 
a  chaos  of  controvei'sv ;  its  success  brino-s  with  it 
true  reconcilement,  a  lasting  peace,  a  continuous 
errowth  of  confidence  throaiili  an  assimilation  of 
the  social  condition. 

Here  is  the  fitting  expression  of  the  mourning 
of  to-day. 

And  let  no  lover  of  his  couutr}^  say  that  this 
Avarning  is  uncalled  f  )r.  The  cry  is  delusive  that 
slavery  is  dead.  Even  now  it  is  nerving  itself  for 
a  fresh  strusjijle  for  continuance.  The  last  winds 
from  the  south  waft  to  us  the  sad  intelligence  that 
a  man  -who  had  surrounded  himself  with  the  glory 
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of  the  most  brilliant  aud  most  varied  achievements, 
who  but  a  week  ago  was  counted  witli  affectionate 
pride  among  the  greatest  benefactors  of  his  country, 
and  the  ablest  generals  of  all  time,  has  initiated 
the  exercise  of  more  than  the  whole  power  of 
the  Executive,  and  under  the  name  of  peace  has, 
perhaps  unconsciously,  revived  slavery,  and  given 
the  hope  of  security  aud  political  power  to  traitors, 
from  the  Chesapeake  to  the  Rio  Grande.  Why 
could  he  not  remember  the  dying  advice  of  Wash- 
ington, never  to  draw  the  sword  but  for  self-de- 
fence or  the  rights  of  his  country,  and  when  drawn, 
never  to  sheathe  it  till  its  woi'k  should  be  accom- 
plished ?  And  yet,  from  this  ill-considered  act, 
which  the  people  with  one  united  voice  condemn, 
no  great  evil  will  follow  sav^e  the  shadow  on  his 
own  fame,  and  that  also  we  hope  will  2;)ass  away. 
The  individual,  even  in  the  greatness  of  military 
glory,  sinks  into  insignificance  before  the  resistless 
movements  of  ideas  in  the  history  of  man.  No 
one  can  turn  Ijack  or  stay  the  march  of  Providence. 
No  sentiment  of  despair  may  mix  with  our  sor- 
row. We  owe  it  to  the  memory  of  the  dead,  we 
owe  it  to  the  cause  of  jiopular  lil)erty  throughout 
the  world,  that  the  sudden  crime  which  has  taken 
the  life  of  the  President  of  the  United  States  shall 
not  produce  the  least  impediment  in  the  smooth 
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course  of  pul)lic  affairs.  This  great  city,  in  tlie 
midst  of  unexampled  emhleius  of  deeply-seated 
grief,  lias  sustained  itself  with  comjjosure  and  mag- 
nanimity. It  has  nobly  done  its  part  in  guarding 
acainsttlie  derangement  of  business  or  the  slio;htest 
shock  to  public  credit.  The  enemies  of  the  repul)- 
lic  put  it  to  the  severest  trial ;  l)ut  the  voice  of 
faction  has  not  l)een  heard ;  doul  )t  and  despond- 
ency have  been  unknown.  In  serene  majesty  the 
country  I'ises  in  the  beauty  and  strength  and  hope 
of  youth,  and  proves  to  the  world  the  quiet  energy 
and  the  durability  of  institutions  growing  out  of 
the  reason  and  affections  of  the  people. 

Heaven  has  Avilled  it  that  the  United  States 
shall  live.  The  nations  of  the  eartli  cannot  spare 
them.  All  the  worn-out  aristocracies  of  Europe 
saw  in  the  sjjurious  feudalism  of  slaveholding, 
their  strongest  outpost,  and  banded  themselves 
together  with  the  deadly  enemies  of  our  national 
life.  If  the  Old  "World  will  discuss  the  respective 
advantages  of  oligarchy  or  equality  ;  of  the  union 
of  Church  and  State,  or  the  rightful  freedom  of 
religion  ;  of  land  accessible  to  the  many,  or  of  land 
monopolized  by  an  ever-decreasing  number  of  the 
few,  the  United  States  must  live  to  control  the 
decision  by  their  quiet  and  unobtrusive  example. 
It  has  often  and  truly  been  observed,  that  the 
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trust  aud  aifectioii  of  the  masses  gatlier  uaturally 
round  an  individual ;  if  the  inquiry  is  made, 
whether  the  man  so  trusted  and  lieloved  shall  elicit 
from  the  reason  of  the  peo^jle  enduring  institutions 
of  their  own,  or  shall  sequester  political  power  for 
a  superintending  dynasty,  the  United  States  must 
live  to  solve  the  prol)lem.  If  a  question  is  raised 
on  the  respective  merits  of  Timoleon  or  Julius 
Ciesar,  of  Washington  or  Napoleon,  the  United 
States  must  Ije  there  to  call  to  mind  that  there  were 
twelve  C;Bsars,  most  of  them  the  opprobrium  of 
the  human  race,  and  to  contrast  with  them  the  line 
of  American  presidents. 

Tlie  dutv  of  the  hour  is  incomplete,  our  mourn- 
ing is  insincere,  if,  while  we  express  unwavering 
trust  in  the  great  principles  that  underlie  our  Gov- 
ernment, we  do  not  also  give  our  support  to  the 
man  to  whom  the  people  have  intrusted  its  admin- 
istration. 

Andrew  Johnson  is  now,  T)y  the  Constitution, 
the  President  of  the  United  States,  and  he  stands 
before  the  world  as  the  most  conspicuous  represen- 
tative of  tlie  industrial  classes.  Left  an  orphan  at 
four  years  old,  poverty  and  toil  were  his  steps  to 
honor.  His  youth  was  not  passed  in  the  halls  of 
colleges ;  nevertheless  he  has  received  a  thorough 
political  education  in  statesmanship,  in  the  school 
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of  tlie  peo])le,  and  l)y  long  experience  of  public 
life.  A  village  functionary ;  member  successively 
of  each  branch  of  the  Tennessee  legislature,  hear- 
ing witli  a  thrill  of  joy,  the  words,  "The  Union,  it 
must  1  )e  preserved  ; "  a  reiaresentative  in  Congress 
for  successive  years ;  governor  of  the  great  State 
of  Tennessee  ;  approved  as  its  governor  1  )V  re- 
election; he  was  at  the  opening  of  the  rebellion  a 
senator  from  that  State  in  Congress.  Then  at  the 
Capitol,  when  senators,  unrebuked  by  the  Govern- 
ment, sent  word  by  telegram  to  seize  foi'ts  and 
arsenals,  he  alone  from  that  soiithern  region  told 
them  what  the  Government  did  not  dare  to  tell 
them,  that  they  Avere  traitors,  and  deserveil  the 
punishment  of  ti-eason.  Undismayed  by  a  per- 
petual purpose  of  pul)lie  enemies  to  take  his  life, 
bearing  up  against  the  still  greater  trial  of  the  per- 
secution of  his  wife  and  children,  in  due  time  he 
went  l)ack  to  his  State,  determined  to  restore  it  to 
the  Union,  or  die  Avith  the  American  flag  for  his 
winding-sheet.  And  now,  at  the  call  of  the  United 
States,  he  has  returned  to  Washington  as  a  con- 
queror, with  Tennessee  as  a  free  State  for  his  tro- 
phy. It  remains  for  him  to  consummate  the  vindi- 
cation of  the  Union. 

To  that  Union  Abraham  Lincoln  has  fallen  a 
martyr.     His  death,  which  was  meant  to  sever  it 
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beyoml  repair,  hiuds  it  more  closely  and  more 
firmly  than  ever.  The  l)lo\v  aimed  at  him,  was 
aimed  not  at  the  native  of  Kentueky,  not  at  the 
citizen  of  Illinois,  but  at  the  man,  who,  as  Presi- 
dent, in  the  executive  l)ranch  of  the  Government, 
stood  as  the  representative  of  every  man  in  the 
United  States.  The  oTyect  (jf  the  crime  ^vas  the 
life  of  the  ^vhole  people ;  and  it  wounds  the  aftec- 
tions  of  the  whole  people.  From  Maine  to  the 
southwest  boundary  on  the  Pacific,  it  makes  us 
one.  The  country  may  have  needed  an  im^^erish- 
al)le  tiTief  to  touch  its  inmost  feelin<i\  The  OTave 
that  I'eceives  the  remains  of  Lincoln,  receives  the 
costly  sacrifice  to  the  Union  ;  the  monument  wdiich 
will  rise  over  his  l)ody  will  bear  ■witness  to  the 
Union ;  his  enduring  memory  will  assist  during 
countless  ac^es  to  hind  the  States  too-ether,  and  to 
incite  to  the  love  of  our  one  undivided,  indivisible 
country.  Peace  to  the  ashes  of  our  departed  friend, 
the  fi'iend  of  his  country  and  his  race.  He  was 
ha])2)y  in  his  life,  for  he  was  the  restorer  of  the 
republic;  he  was  ha])py  in  his  death,  for  his  mar- 
tyrdom Avill  plead  forever  for  the  Union  of  the 
States  and  the  freedom  of  man.

At  tlie  c-lo.se  of  the  Oration,  tlie  last  Inaugural 
Address  of  President  Lineoln  was  read  l)y  Kev.  J. 
P.  TiioMPsois',  J).  D.,  as  follows : 

Fellow-Couxtiiymex — At  this  second  ajipearing 
to  take  the  oath  of  the  Pi-esidential  ofHce,  there  is 
less  occasion  for  an  extended  address  than  there  was 
at  the  first.  Then  a  statement  somewhat  in  detail 
of  a  course  to  l)e  j)ursued  seemed  very  fitting  and 
proper.  No\\',  at  the  expiration  of  four  years,  dur- 
ing which  pu])lic  declarations  have  been  constanth' 
called  fortli  on  every  point  and  phase  of  the  great 
contest  which  still  al)sorl)s  the  attention  and  en- 
grosses the  energies  of  the  nation,  little  that  is  new 
could  l)e  presented. 

The  progress  of  our  arms- — upon  which  all  else 
chiefly  depends — is  as  well  known  to  the  ])ublic  as 
to  myself;  and  it  is,  I  trust,  reasonably  satisfactory 
and  encouraging  to  all.  With  high  hope  for  the 
future,  no  predicti(jn  in  i-egard  to  it  is  ventured. 

On  the  occasion  corresponding  to  this  four  years 
ago,  all  thoughts  Avere  anxiously  directed  to  an 
impending  civil  war.  All  dreaded  it ;  all  sought 
to  avoid  it.  Wliile  the  inaugural  address  was 
being  delivered  from  this  ])lace,  devoted  altogether 


to  suviiiu'  tlieUni<.>n  witliout  war,  iiisuri>'ent  awnts 
Aveve  ill  tlie  t-ity  seeking  to  desti'oy  it  without  war 
— seekiiiff  to  dissolve  the  Union  and  divide  the 
effects  hy  negotiation. 

Botli  ])arties  de])recated  Avar;  l)ut  one  of  tlieni 
wouhl  make  war  ratlier  tliaii  let  tlie  nation  sur- 
vive, and  the  other  Avouhl  aceept  war  rather  tlian 
let  it  ])erish  ;  and  the  war  came. 

One-eighth  of  the  whole  ])ojtulation  were  colored 
slaves,  not  distiil)iite<l  gcnei'ally  over  the  Union, 
Init  localized  in  the  southern  ])art  of  it.  These 
slaves  constituted  a  peculiai' and  powertnl  interest. 
All  knew  that  this  interest  was  somehow  the  cause 
of  tlie  war.  To  strengtlien,  pei'petuate,  and  extend 
this  interest  was  tlie  object  f  >r  wliicli  the  insur- 
ffeuts  Avould  rend  the  Union  hy  war,  while  the 
Government  claimed  no  right  to  do  more  than  to 
restrict  the  territorial  enlargement  of  it. 

Neither  jiarty  expected  for  tlu;  \\ar  the  magni- 
tude or  the  duration  which  it  has  alread}'  attained. 
Neither  anticipated  that  the  cause  of  the  conflict 
might  cease,  even  before  the  conflict  itself  should 
cease.  Each  looked  for  an  easier  ti-iunipli  and  a 
result  less  fundamental  and  astounding. 

Both  I'ead  the  same  Bi])le  and  pray  to  the  same 
God,  and  each  invokes  His  aid  against  the  other. 
It  may  seem  strange  that  an\-  men  should  dare  to 
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ask  a  just  God's  assistaiK-e  in  Avriiigiiig  tlii/ir  bread 
from  the  sweat  of  other  men's  feces ;  Init  let  us 
judge  not,  that  we  l)e  not  judged.  The  jtrayers  of 
hoth  shouhl  not  l)e  answere(L  Tliat  of  neither 
has  been  ans^vered  fully.  The  Almighty  has  His 
own  purposes.  Woe  unto  tlie  ■\vorld  because  of 
offenses,  for  it  must  needs  be  that  offenses  come; 
but  woe  to  that  man  liy  whom  the  offense  Cometh. 
If  we  shall  suppose  that  American  slavery  is  one 
of  these  offenses — which,  in  the  ])rovidence  of  God, 
must  needs  come,  but  which,  having  continued 
thi'ough  His  appointed  time.  He  now  wills  to 
remove,  and  that  He  gives  to  lioth  Xorth  and 
South  this  tieiTil)le  war  as  the  woe  due  to  those-  by 
whom  the  offense  came — shall  we  discern  there  is 
anv  (le])arture  from  those  divine  attributes  which 
the  believers  in  u  living  (>od  always  ascribe  to 
Him?  Fondly  do  we  hope,  fervently  do  we  pray, 
that  this  mighty  scourge  of  war  may  S2)eedily  ])ass 
away.  Yet,  if  (rod  will  that  it  continue  until  all 
the  wealth  jiiled  by  the  bondman's  two  hundred 
and  fifty  years  of  unreepiited  toil  shall  be  smdv, 
and  luitil  every  droj)  of  blood  drawn  with  the  lash 
shall  be  paid  by  anothei'  drawn  ^\•it]l  the  sword — 
as  was  said  three  thousand  years  aero — so  still  it 
must  be  said,  that  the  judgments  of  the  Lord  ai-e 
true  and  riofhteous  altogether. 
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Witli  malice  toward  iKnn',  with  charity  for  all, 
with  firmness  in  the  right,  as  (rod  gives  us  to  see 
therlo-ht,  let  us  strive  on  to  finish  the  work  we  are 
in,  to  hind  up  the  nation's  wound,  to  care  for  him 
who  shall  haveT)orne  the  liattle,  and  for  his  widow 
and  his  orphans;  to  do  all  which  may  achieve  and 
cherish  a  just  and  a  lasting  peace  among  ourselves 
and  with  all  nations.

Eev.  E.  p.  Rogers,  D.D.,  offered  tlie  following 
Prayer : 

Almiglity  and  everlasting  God,  Thou  art  our 
God,  and  we  will  praise  Thee.  Thou  wert  our 
lathers'  God,  and  ^ve  ■will  magnify  Thy  holy  name. 
Thou  art  the  high  and  lofty  One  that  inhahiteth 
eternity.  Thou  doest  all  things  according  to  Thy 
will,  among  tlie  armies  of  heaven  and  anions  the 
inhabitants  of  earth.  None  can  stay  Thy  hand  or 
say,  '"What  doest  Thou?"  Thy  way  is  in  the  sea 
and  Thy  path  in  the  great  waters,  and  Thy  foot- 
steps are  not  known.  Clouds  and  darkness  are 
around  and  lieneath,  Lut  righteousness  and  judg- 
ment are  the  haliitation  of  Thy  throne.  Thou 
hast,  in  Thy  insc-rutaLle  ])ix)vidence,  called  us 
together  in  sadness  and  sori'ow,  and  stricken  a 
mourning  people.  AVe  Ijow  heneath  the  stroke  of 
Thy  hand,  and  we  lift  u]^  our  hearts  to  Thee  out 
of  the  dejiths  of  the  calamity.  Thou  hast  removed, 
liy  a  sudden,  violent,  and  unexpected  hlow,  our 
honored  President.  Thou  hast  Ijrokcn  our  stron<r 
staff  and  our  l)eautiful  rod,  and,  from  one  <'nd  of 
this  land  to  the  other,  the  sound   of  wailing  and 
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of  -woe  is  borne  on  every  breeze.  Tlie  nation  fol- 
lows the  body  of  its  lamented  chief,  A\ith  mourn- 
ing hearts  and  sti'eaming  eyes,  to  its  last  earthly 
resting-place.  We  humlile  ourselves,  O  God, 
beneath  the  sti'oke  of  Thy  hand,  and  we  Und  com- 
fort and  hojie  in  the  thought  that  it  is  not  an 
enemy  that  has  dealt  us  the  blow,  but  a  just  God, 
in  Ilis  infinite  wisdom,  and  who  doeth  all  things 
well ;  and  so  Ave  Avould  say,  in  the  midst  of  f>ur 
sorrows  over  the  bier  of  our  lamented  and  iiniv- 
dered  President:  "The  Lord  gave,  and  the  Lord 
hath  taken  away,  blessed  be  the  name  of  the  Lord." 
But  oh,  our  God,  while  we  mourn,  Ave  thank  Thee 
for  the  cii'cumstanees  of  mercy  Avhich  are  mingled 
Avith  this  sti'oke.  We  bless  Thee,  in  the  midst  of 
our  sorroAV,  that  Thou  didst  give  us  Thy  servant 
to  be  the  leader  and  commander  of  Thy  people  in 
times  of  peril.  And  Ave  bless  Thee  that  Thou  hast 
trirded  him  with  wisdom  and  miojht  in  counsel  and 
in  the  field.  We  bless  Thee  that  Thou  didst  guide 
him  in  all  his  difficult  and  delicate  Avay,  and  didst 
])ermit  him  to  live  so  long  and  do  so  much  for  the 
l)euefit  and  Avelfare  of  this  land.  And  we  bless 
Thee  that,  since  it  Avas  Thy  Avill  to  take  him  aAvay, 
Thou  didst  remove  him  in  the  midst  of  his  years 
and  honors,  with  no  shadoAV  upon  his  fame,  but  to 
be  cherished  in  the  memoiy  of  a  grateful  people 
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to  the  latest  generations.  We  bless  Thee  that 
Thou  didst  ])ermit  our  lamented  cliief  to  see  this 
atrocious  and  causeless  rebellion  ci-ushed.  We 
bless  Thee  that  Thou  didst  permit  him  to  see  the 
loved  lianners  of  our  country  waving  again  in 
triumph  over  all  its  States  and  Tenitories.  We 
bless  Thee  that  Thou  didst  j^ermit  him  t<>  l)ring 
freedom  to  the  captive,  and  lil^erty  to  the  l)ond- 
nian,  ami  to  go  to  his  honoi'ed  grave,  to  be  kept 
ever  green  by  the  tears  of  a  grateful  people,  hav- 
ino-  done  his  work,  and  done  it  Avell,  to  the  glory 
of  God,  and  for  the  l»est  welfare  of  his  native  land. 
And  while  we  sorrow,  we  sorrow  not  as  others 
who  have  no  hope.  We  l)less  God  for  his  mem- 
ory, enshrined  in  our  deepest  hearts.  Oh  !  let  it 
be  sacred  to  the  remotest  times  in  the  great  hearts 
of  the  American  people.  Let  it  be  an  inspiration 
to  all  that  is  jiure,  all  that  is  honest,  all  that  is 
faithful,  all  that  is  patriotic;  to  all  that  is  patient, 
gentle,  loving,  and  kind;  to  all  that  is  firm;  to  all 
that  is  Christian  ;  and  let  peace,  with  freedom,  with 
justice,  with  I'ighteousness,  and  with  Christianity, 
raise  an  everlasting  monument  above  the  spot 
where  sleeps  his  honored  dust.  Our  Fatlier,  we 
commend  to  Thee  the  country  for  which  he  lived, 
and  wept,  and  toiled,  and  prayed,  and  died.     We 

bless  Thee  that  Thou  hast  given  to  that  Avearied 
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brain  rest — rest  to  that  anxious  heart — rest  to 
that  troubled  spirit — a  blessed  rest.  But  we  bless 
Thee  that,  though  the  President  died,  the  Republic 
lives,  God  lives,  our  just  God  ;  and  we  bless  Thee 
that,  when  our  Moses  led  the  people  through  the 
wilderness  to  the  borders  of  Canaan,  and  saw,  as 
from  Mount  Pisgah,  the  glorious  land  of  Pi'omise, 
and  laid  hiiu  down  to  die,  Thou  hadst  another 
Joshiia  to  take  his  work  upon  him,  and  to  clear 
this  beautiful  land  of  the  last  remnant  of  the  re- 
bellious tribes.  O  God,  assist  our  new  President 
in  his  work ;  let  him  administer  justice  and  main- 
tain truth ;  and  Avitli  purity,  with  honesty,  witli 
piety  and  patriotism  like  his  honored  predecessor, 
let  him  accomplish  the  great  and  delicate  work 
that  yet  remains  to  l)e  done,  and  be  a  benefit  to 
the  land.  Remenil)er  the  widow  and  the  father- 
less, O  Thou  who  ai't  the  widow's  God  and  Father 
of  the  fathei'less;  have  them  in  Thy  holy  keep- 
ing, and  ^vipe  their  tears  away ;  and  let  them  l)e 
cherished  by  the  syiupathies  and  prayers  of  a  grate- 
ful people.  We  ask  Thy  tender  mei'cy  in  behalf 
of  Thy  servant,  the  Secretary  of  State.  O  Lord, 
heal  his  wounds,  make  his  broken  bones  rejoice, 
raise  him  up  from  the  bed  of  weakness  whereon 
he  lies,  and  let  his  counsel  yet  be  given  to  his 
country  and  his  life  be  spared  to  her  service ;  and, 
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O  Lord,  let  Thy  Ijlessiug  Le  on  the  Lmd  in  all  its 
beauty  and  glory.  Let  our  fathers'  God  be  our 
God,  and  never  in  all  its  after  history  let  the  least 
vestige  of  treason  or  of  slavery  do  anything  to 
dishonor  God  or  man,  or  rest  as  a  dark  curse  ujion 
us.  But  let  the  whole  country  be  the  home  of 
freedom,  of  intelligence,  of  true  and  pure  Chris- 
tianity— a  l)eacon-light  among  the  nations  of  the 
earth  and  a  great  benediction  to  the  peoples. 
Hear  this  our  prayer.  Let  Thy  blessing  be  upon 
us  all,  forgive  our  sins,  and  graciously  hear,  in  the 
name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  to  whom,  with  the 
Holy  Ghost,  shall  be  honor  and  glory,  world  with- 
out end.

to  me  how  ])roper  and  fitting  it  is  that  this  Benevo- 
lent Society  should  testify  its  synijiathy  with  the 
ffeneral  grief.  The  city  of  Xew  Yoi-k,  alas  !  is  not 
unused  to  sorj'ow.  For  four  long  and  bitter  years

While  those  of  all  creeds  and  conditions  are  seeking  ex- 
pression for  their  abhorrence  and  detestation  of  the  fiend  in 
human  shape  who  halh  <lone  this  "  deed  of  dreadful  hate," 
and  their  reverence  an<l  atrection  for  the  character  and  mem- 
ory of  this  great  leader  of  the  people,  who 

"  Hatli  borne  his  faculties  so  meek,  batli  been 
So  clear  in  Lis  great  office,  that  his  virtues 
Will  plead  like  angels,  trumpet  tongued,  against 
The  deep  damnation  of  liis  taking  off," 

we  who  are  liere  met  to  do  honor  to  the  illustrious  dead 
may  appropriately  avail  ourselves  of  the  occasion  to  mingle 
our  voices  with  the  general  lamentation,  and  to  join  in  that 
muffled  cry  for  justice  which  is  ringing  through  the  country 
and  echoing  in  the  ch.ambers  of  every  loyal  heart ;  therefore,

That  this  new  baptism  of  blood  and  tears  will,  in  the  good 
providence  of  (Jod,  insj)iro  the  hearts  and  ner\'e  the  arms  of 
a  more  than  ever  united  and  detemiined  people  for  the 
overthrow  of  the  monstrous  treason  which  is  indirectly 
answerable  for  this  and  other  giant  crimes  against  God  and 
liumanity.

The  room 
was  a})pi'opriately  decoi-atcd  Avith  lilack  rosettes 
and  hangings ;  a  tablet  with  the  ai-ms  of  the  TJinted 
States  ])eing  placed  at  the  end  of  the  chamber.

On  motion  of  J\Ir.  Robert  Goudox^,  President 
of  the  St.  Andrew's  Society,  Hon.  Mr.  Archibald 
was  chosen  to  preside,  and  ]\Ir.  ARrnrR  Kexdall 
acted  as  Secretary. 
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Mr.  Archibald  expresseil  liis  earnest  sympathy 
with  the  nation  in  its  liour  of  deep  affliction. 
lie  believed  every  civilized  nation  would  be 
stricken  Avith  sorrow  at  the  sad  event.

^rs'aUrtl,  That  we  participate  in  the  universal  feeling  of 
grief  and  anguish  caused  by  tlie  atrocious  and  appalling 
crime  which  has  deprived  the  nation  of  its  revered  chief 
magistrate, at  a  most  important  an<l  critical  juncture  of  jiub- 
lic  affairs ;  and  we  desire,  at  tlie  same  time,  to  record  the 
expression  of  our  profound  respect  for  the  eminent  private 
virtues  and  public  character  of  the  late  President,  as  well  as 
for  the  integrity  of  pui-pose  and  uprightness  of  intention 
with  which  he  devoted  himself  to  tlic  promotion  of  the  pros- 
[>erity  and  welfiire  of  the  whole  country,  in  whose  service 
he  lias  fallen  an  honored  and  ever-memorable  victim. 

Dr.  Bealls,  Ex-President  of  the  St.  George's 
Society,  seconded  the  I'esolution,  which  was  then 
adopted.

Mr.  (tillilax  ])i'esented  the  following,  which  was 
seconded  l)y  ^h:  J.  (i.  Dale: 

^If.SoU'frt,  Tliat  these  resolutions  l>e  signed  liy  the  Chair- 
man an<l  Secretary,  on  belialf  of  the  nieetiuii',  and  be  for- 
warded to  Her  Majesty's  Minister  at  Washington,  with  a 
request  that  he  will  communicate  them  in  such  a  manner  as 
he  may  think  proper  to  the  Government  of  the  United 
States  and  to  the  family  of  the  deceased  President. 

The  resolutions  were  unaninionsly  adopted.

ing  tlie  con^titutifinal  relation  lietweeu  the  United 
States  and  each  of  the  States,  and  the  jieoplc 
thereof,  in  which  States  that  relation  is  or  may  lie 
suspended  or  disturl»eil. 
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That  it  is  luy  2")U]'p()se,  ujiou  the  next  meeting 
of  Congress,  to  again  recommend  tlie  adoption  of 
a  ])ractieal  measure  tendei'ing  pecuniary  aid  to  tlie 
free  acce])tance  or  rejection  of  all  slave  States,  so 
called,  the  peo])le  whereof  may  not  then  be  in  re- 
bellion asxainst  the  United  States,  and  ■which 
States  may  then  have  voluntarih'  adopted,  or 
thereafter  may  voluntarily  adopt,  immediate  or 
gradual  abolishment  of  slavery  within  their  re- 
spective limits;  and  that  the  eifort  to  colonize  per- 
sons of  African  descent,  Avitli  their  consent,  upon 
this  continent  or  elsewhere,  with  the  previously 
obtained  consent  of  the  government  existing  there, 
will  be  continued. 

That  on  the  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  of

free;  and  the  executive  government  of  the  Unit('(l 
States,  includino-  the  militarv  and  naval  authoi'itv 
thereof,  Avill  recognize  and  maintain  the  freedom 
of  such  persons,  and  A\ill  do  no  act  or  acts  to  re- 
press such  persons,  or  any  of  them,  in  any  efforts 
that  they  may  make  for  their  actual  freedom.

Tluit  the  Executive  "will,  on  tlie  iii'.st  clay  of 
Jauuaiy  aforesaid,  by  proclamation,  designate  the 
States  and  parts  of  the  States,  if  an}-,  in  ^vhich  the 
people  thereof  respectively  shall  then  Ym  in  re])el- 
lion  against  the  United  States ;  and  the  fact  tliat 
any  State  or  the  people  thereof  shall  on  that  day

That  attention  is  hereby  called  to  an  act  of 
Congress  entitled  :  "  An  Act  to  make  an  additional 
Article  of  War,"  approved  JMarch  in,  1SG2,  and 
whicli  Act  is  in  the  words  and  figures  fullowing : 

J3e  it  enacted  hij  the  /Senate  and  ILnife  of  liepresetitativeu 
of  the  United  States  of  ^imcrica,  in  ('oue/ress  asseniMod, 

Tliat  lR'7'ealU'r  tlie  iollowiiin"  shall  lio  ]in)i!iul!i'atc(l  as  an 
additional  article  of  war  for  the  government  of  the  army  of 
the  United  States,  and  shall  he  ohcycd  and  observed  as  such : 

Article  — .  All  officers  or  persons  in  the  military  or 
naval  service  of  the  United  States  are  jsrohibited  from  em- 
ploying any  of  the  forces  uiuler  tlieir  respective  commands 
for  the  pui'pose  of  returning  fugitives  from  service  or  labor 
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who  may  luive  escaped  from  any  persons  to  whom  such  ser- 
vice or  hihor  is  claimed  to  be  due;  and  any  officer  wlio  shall 
1)0  found  guilty  by  a  court-martial  of  violating  this  article 
shall  be  dismissed  from  the  service. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  this  act  shall  take 
effect  from  and  after  its  passage. 

Also,  to  the  niiitli  and  teiitli  st'ctloiis  of  an  act 
entitled :  "  An  Act  to  suppress  insurrections,  to 
punish  treason  and  rel)ellion,  to  seize  and  confis- 
cate pro])erty  of  reljels,  and  for  other  purposes," 
approved  Jidy  10,  18G2,  and  wliich  sections  are 
in  the  words  and  fifjiires  followinir : 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  Tiiat  all  slaves  of  per- 
sons who  sliall  hereafter  be  engaged  in  rebellion  against  the 
government  of  the  United  States,  or  who  shall  in  any  way 
give  aid  or  comfort  thereto,  escaping  from  such  persons  and 
taking  refuge  within  the  lines  of  the  army  ;  and  all  slaves 
captured  from  such  persons,  or  deserted  by  them  and  com- 
ing under  the  control  of  the  government  of  the  United 
States;  and  all  slaves  of  such  persons  found  on  or  being 
within  any  j)lace  oecujiied  by  rebel  ibrees  and  afterward 
occupied  by  forces  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  deemed 
captives  of  war,  and  shall  be  forever  free  of  their  servitude 
and  not  again  held  as  slaves. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  no  slave  escap- 
ing into  any  State,  territory,  or  the  District  of  Columbia, 
from  any  otiier  State,  shall  be  delivered  up,  or  in  any  way 
impeded  or  hindered  of  his  liberty,  except  for  crime  or  some 
offense  against  the  laws,  unless  the  person   claiming  said 
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ftigitive  sliall  lirst  m;iku  o:ith  tliiit  Iho  person  to  whom  the 
labor  or  service  of  such  fu!:;itive  is  alleged  to  be  due  is  his 
lawful  owner  and  has  not  borne  arms  against  the  United 
States  in  the  present  rebellion,  nor  in  any  way  given  ai<l  and 
comfort  thereto;  and  no  jjerson  engaged  in  the  military  or 
naval  service  of  the  United  States  shall,  under  any  pretense 
whatever,  assume  to  decide  on  the  validity  of  the  claim  of 
any  person  to  the  service  or  labor  of  any  other  person,  or 
surrender  up  any  sucli  person  ti>  the  claimant,  on  pain  of 
being  dismissed  from  the  service. 

And  I  do  lid'cby  enjoin  npon  and  order  all 
jiersons  engaged  in  the  military  and  naval  service 
of  the  United  States  to  o1)serve,  obey,  and  enforce, 
within  their  i'es])ective  sphei-es  of  service,  the  act 
and  sections  al>o\'e  recited. 

And  the  Executive  will,  in  due  time,  reconuneiid 
that  all  citizens  of  the  United  States  who  shall 
have  remained  loyal  thereto  throughout  the  rebel- 
lion, shall  (upon  the  restoration  of  the  constitu- 
tional I'elation  l>et\veen  the  United  States  and  their 
respective  States  and  ])eo])le,  if  that  relation  sliall 
have  been  suspended  or  disturbed)  be  compen- 
sated for  all  losses  by  acts  of  the  United  States, 
including  the  loss  of  slaves.

That  on  the  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  of 
our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty- 
three,  all  j^ersons  held  as  slaves  within  any  State, 
or  designated  part  of  a  State,  -the  people  Avhereof 


shall  then  lie  in  rebellion  ao-ainst  the  United 
States,  shall  be  then,  thenceforward,  and  forever 
free;  and  the  executive  government  of  the  United 
States,  including  the  military  and  naval  authority 
thereof,  will  recognize  and  maintain  the  freedom 
of  such  j^ei'sons,  and  will  do  no  act  or  acts  to  re- 
press such  persons,  or  any  of  them,  in  any  efforts 
they  may  make  fur  their  actual  freedom. 

That  the  Executive  will,  mi  the  first  (hay  of 
January  aforesaid,  by  proclamation,  designate  the 
States  and  parts  of  States,  if  any,  in  wliicli  the 
people  thereof  respectively  shall  then  be  in  rebel- 
lion against  the  United  States;  and  the  fact  that 
any  State  or  the  peojile  thereof  shall  on  that  day 
be  in  good  faith  represented  in  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States,  by  meniTiers  chosen  thereto  at 
elections  wherein  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters 
of  such  State  shall  have  participated,  shall,  in  the 
aT)sence  of  strong  countervailing  testimony,  be 
deemed  conclusive  evidence  that  such  State  and 
the  people  thereof  are  not  then  in  rebellion  against 
tht!  United  States: 

jSFoiv,  tlu^refore,  I,  Am:AiiA^[  Lin'colis",  President 
of  the  United  States,  by  virtue  of  the  power  in 
me  vested  as  Commander-in-chief  of  the  Army  and 
Navy  of  the  United  States,  in  time  of  actual  armed 
rebellion  against  the  authority  and  government  of 


r 
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tlie  Uuited  States,  and  as  a  tit  ami  necessary  Avar 
measure  for  suppressing  said  rel)L'lli()n,  do,  on  this 
first  day  of  January,  in  tlie  year  of  our  Loi'd  one 
thousand  eiglit  liundrcd  and  sixty-three,  and  in 
accor(hxnce  Avitli  my  ])nr2)ose  so  to  do,  puhliely 
proehiiined  for  tlie  full  pei'iod  of  one  hundred  days, 
from  the  day  first  al)ov('  mentioned,  order  au<l  des- 
ignate, as  the  States  and  parts  of  States  wliereiii 
the  people  thereof  respectively  are  this  ihiy  in 
rebellion  amiinst  the  Uuited  States,  the  f)lloAv- 
ing,  to  wit : 

Arkansas,  Texas,  Louisiana  (exce]>t  the  parishes 
of  St.  Bernard,  Plaquemines,  Jefferson,  St.  John, 
St.  Charles,  St.  James,  Ascension,  Assumption, 
Terre  Bonne,  Laf)urche,  Ste.  Marie,  St.  JMartin, 
and  (Jrleans,  including  the  city  of  New  Orleans), 
Mississippi,  Alabama,  Florida,  Georgia,  South 
Carolina,  North  Carolina,  and  Virginia  (except 
the  forty-eight  counties  designated  as  West  Virgi- 
ina,  and  also  the  counties  of  Berkeley,  Accomac, 
Northam|)ton,  Elizabeth  City,  York,  Princess 
Anne,  and  Norfolk,  including  the  cities  of  Norfolk 
anil  Portsmouth),  and  which  excepted  parts  are 
for  the  present  left  precisely  as  if  this  itroclama- 
tion  were  not  issued. 

And  by  virtue  of  the  pcnver  and  for  the  purpose 
aforesaid  1  do  order  and  declare  that  all  persons 


lu'ld  as  slaves  ■within  said  designated  States  and 
parts  of  States  are  and  henceforward  shall  1  )e  free ; 
and  that  the  executive  government  of  the  United 
States,  including  the  military  and  naval  authori- 
ties thereof,  Avill  reco!T;nize  and  maintain  the  free- 
doni  of  such  persons. 

And  I  hcrel>y  enjoin  Tipon  the  jx'ople  so  declared 
to  lie  free  to  al)stain  from  all  violence,  unless  in 
necessary  self  defense ;  and  I  recommend  to  them 
that,  in  all  cases  when  allowed,  they  lal)or  faith- 
fully for  reasonable  wages. 

And  I  further  declare  and  make  known  that 
sucli  jiersons,  of  suit;d)le  condition,  A\ill  l)e  received 
into  the  armed  service  of  th(_'  United  States  to 
gari'ison  fo^^s,  positions,  stations,  and  other  places, 
and  to  man  vessels  of  all  sorts  in  said  service. 

And  iqion  this  act,  sincerely  l)elieved  to  be  an 
act  of  justice  warranted  by  the  Constitution  upon 
military  necessity,  I  invoke  the  considerate  judg- 
ment of  mankind  and  the  gracious  fa\'or  of  Al- 
mighty (iod. 

In  testimony  whereof  I  have  hereto  set  my  name 
and  caused  the  seal  of  the  United  States  to  be 
affixed.
